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Introduction 


The literature relating to the American Revolution is abundant. 
Many volumes have been printed on the subject: biographies and 
correspondence of the leading participants; elaborate productions 
on the social and economic life before and during the Revolution, 
issued separately, or as parts of general histories of the United 
States; studies of the campaigns and battles; many original docu- 
ments, including proceedings of the Continental Congress, and 
journals of the legislative bodies of the colonies; and in addition 
to these more ambitious publications, there are innumerable essays 
and scattered contributions in periodicals and pamphlets about 
minor incidents, and about individuals whose achievements were 
not so conspicuous as those of the leaders. For understanding the 
participation of Virginia, so unflinching in her attitude toward the 
redress of grievances at the beginning of the Revolution, and so 
persistent in maintaining her duty, there is a dearth of publications 
about the events of that period happening in the Counties. The 
minutes of the Committee of Safety of only a few of the counties, 
Caroline, Cumberland, Isle of Wight, and Southampton have sur- 
vived and have been printed. In such minutes we learn of the views 
not only of the affluent and socially prominent, but of all the in- 
habitants. The loss of the committee records of the other counties 
is deplorable, and may never be retrieved. Altogether the informa- 
tion in print is scanty about the origin, development, and support 
of the revolutionary spirit in local communities in Virginia. We 
would like to know more definitely who the real leaders were, wheth- 
er entirely men of property, or a mixed group of prosperous planters 
and those less fortunate. We wish to know how faithfully and im- 
partially the orders of the Conventions and of the General Assembly 
were enforced. Was the economic life of each county continued in 
its pre-war vigor, or was it seriously impaired ¢ What supplies were 
furnished to the armies? With what degree of competence and 
efficiency were the duties of the members of the County Committee 
of Safety and of the County Court performed? To what extent was 
the local government in abeyance? Until we know the answers to 
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such questions as these and to others, in the Virginia Counties, we 
cannot expect to draw tenable conclusions. This volume on Am- 
herst offers us a vivid and full account of the contribution, to the 
successful outcome of the Revolution, of at least one county. Am- 
herst, impinging upon the eastern slope of the Blue Ridge, was, 
in the Revolution, distinctly of frontier location ; it was much larger 
than at present, including in its boundaries the present Nelson 
County. No such contribution as this could be prepared without 
the most painstaking and persistent examination of the County 
Court records. For many years this patient search has been carried 
on by Mrs. Sweeny in the congested court house under numerous 
inconveniences. Inevitably some of the important documents of the 
Revolutionary period were missing, or supposed to be missing. The 
author was not contented until she had examined all that had sur- 
vived. She recounts in the preface her discovery of the lost order- 
book for the years 1773 to 1782, an indispensable record of the 
privations and sufferings of the inhabitants. The extracts from the 
order-book printed in this volume inform us of the general con- 
ditions, including the claims for supplies furnished by the inhabit- 
ants, at times when the stock of food in the county was seriously 
depleted; and in general they present a picture of orderly pro- 
cedure of local government. Highly valuable and impressive are 
the applications of individual soldiers when they asked for pensions, 
and which the author has copied from the originals in the National 
Archives. What examples of noble purpose, patriotic endurance, 
and willing sacrifice these exhibit. If we multiply by the number 
of counties, what Amherst gave in men and goods, and what she 
endured in this critical period, we may have some comprehension 
of the contribution of the entire Commonwealth.

Preface 


Amherst County, including the present County of Nelson, was 
formed from Albemarle in 1761. It was named in honor of the 
British hero of Ticonderoga, General Sir Jeffrey Amherst. The 
first Court House in 1764 was surrounded by the plantation of 
John Loving, known as the “Nassau Tract.” On this estate was 
an orchard of two hundred peach and one hundred apple trees. 


The first Amherst Order Book (1761-1766) was not extant upon 
our first examination of Amherst records nor were three other 
Order Books: 1770-1773, 1773-1782 and 1794-1799. Several times 
we visited Amherst and searched for the missing volumes but to 
no avail. 


Perhaps thinking about our ancestors who were at Yorktown 
with Washington drew us to the county once more, soon after the 
Sesqui-Centennial Celebration of 1931. In any event, it was only to 
hear again the old story that “The Order Book covering the Revo- 
lutionary period had either been destroyed or carried away during 
the Civil War.” Somehow I could never accept this statement, and 
decided to make a diligent search for it under the seats of the Court 
Room, where I had been told by Miss Vera Joyner, Deputy Clerk 
of Amherst County, books and papers thought to be of no im- 
portance had been stored when the new Court House was built. 
After moving stacks of old ledgers and papers covered with the 
accumulated dust of years, peering through the misty cobwebs, lo! 
I spied “THE LOST ORDER BOOK!” With it was found a 
mass of papers containing, among other things, marriage bonds, 
unrecorded deeds and wills, and a number of chancery suits of the 
eighteenth century. One of them relates to a signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, Carter Braxton, and another to a private 
soldier who died in the Continental Army. 


The discovery of this ancient volume fills an important gap in 
historical and genealogical records. It is the crystal ball into which 
we gaze to study life in Amherst during the Revolutionary War. 
It contains the names of officers commissioned by the Governor for 
the Militia of Amherst County, Virginia, after June, 1777; prior 
to this time the commissions were issued by the Committee of 
Safety. 


Another interesting feature of this Amherst County Order Book 
1773-1782 is a list of the names of soldiers who proved they had 
served in the French and Indian War under such officers as General 
Braddock, General Forbes, Colonel George Washington and Colonel 
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William Byrd, and were thus qualified to obtain bounty land al- 
lowed by the proclamation of the King of Great Britain in 1763. 


Although in hiding for sixty years, this large leather-bound 
volume was in good condition, except for a few worm-eaten pages. 
Since its discovery it has been used by many people coming from 
almost all the United States searching for Revolutionary ancestors. 
It was restored by the Society of Sons of the Revolution in the 
State of Virginia in 1938. 


In the meantime, the Clerk’s Office was enlarged and changes 
were made in the Court Room, and those old Court papers were 
stored in an outbuilding in the jail yard. Mr. William E. Sandidge, 
Clerk of the Circuit Court, did not live to enjoy the spacious office 
of which he had dreamed. He was succeeded by his son, William E. 
Sandidge, Jr., third successive Clerk of that name descended from 
William Sandidge, an Amherst County soldier in the Revolution. 


On our next visit to Amherst, Virginia, we found a new jail 
under construction, and papers scattered on the floor of the out- 
building mixed with plaster and mortar. While arranging them in 
a carton to take to the Court House so that my husband could help 
me examine them, I found three marriage bonds. I noticed a similar 
carton on top of the large wooden box containing the old Court 
papers. In attempting to put it on the floor, it slipped and fell 
with a thud. Glancing down, I was horrified to see—not papers— 
but dynamite! Losing interest in those precious old papers I ran 
to the Court House, where the Clerk reassured me there was no 
danger unless the fuse was lit. 


Later the papers were arranged and stored in the utility room 
of the Court House, Finally, through the interest of Mrs. Philip 
Wallace Hiden, “Fairy Godmother” of the Virginia Records and 
a member of the Virginia State Library Board, who has preserved 
many of the Virginia Records, an order of the Court resulted in 
the transfer of the papers to the archives department of the Virginia 
State Library in Richmond. 


In my endeavor to give a true presentation of the part the brave 
men from Amherst County took in gaining our Independence I had 
the advice and guidance of my late husband, William Montgomery 
Sweeny, who aided me in the laborious though fascinating research. 
The “Lost Order Book,” 1773-1782, supplied much of the infor- 
mation, but we drew on other sources as well, including muster and 
pay rolls from the War Department in Washington, which were 
photostated for the purpose, and records in the Virginia State 
Archives. In the Pension Files of Revolutionary Soldiers we found 
names of persons who, in testifying for an applicant, proved their 
own service. Or, some deponent in his application for a pension 
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mentioned names of soldiers who served with him. The material 
was edited by Mr. Sweeny, and we had arranged to have it pub- 
lished when the splendid work of Mr. John H. Gwathmey, His- 
torical Register of Virgimans tn the Revolution, appeared, giving, 
as we thought, a complete list of “names and evidence of service of 
the Virginians who were in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps in 
the American Revolution.” However, after finding there were 
eighty-five commissioned officers and many private soldiers of the 
Amherst County Militia whose names do not appear in any Vir- 
ginia Index, I was prompted to carry this work to completion to 
do justice to the patriots of Amherst County. 


If I have rescued one name from oblivion and restored it to the 
hearts and remembrance of descendants of the brave men from the 
Blue Ridge, I shall be glad. 


I wish to express my deep appreciation to Dr. E. G. Swem, Li- 
brarian Emeritus of William and Mary College, for his kindly en- 
couragement and helpful suggestions. I am grateful to my niece, 
Eleanor Kasehagen, for her assistance in preparing this manuscript 
for publication. 


Among others I wish to thank Mrs. Margaret M. H. Finch, re-

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Committee of Safety, and Minute Men 


In March, 1775, the Virginia Convention met in old St. John’s 
Church, crowning a lofty hill above the falls of the James River, 
at Richmond, where it could deliberate with more freedom than in 
Williamsburg under Governor Dunmore’s shadow. At this meeting 
Patrick Henry moved the organization of militia and that the 
“Colony be immediately put in a state of defense.” The bold pro- 
posal roused the resistance of many of the firmest friends of the 
colonial cause, and the debate was fierce in the extreme. But the 
genius of Henry rose to the full demands of the occasion, and as 
the last thrilling exclamation, “give me liberty, or give me death!” 
fell on the ears of the House, all were infused with the spirit of the 
orator; the bill passed, and the Colony was at once placed in the 
attitude of defense.* 

Almost at the moment Henry’s tocsin “Liberty or Death!” had 
been echoed by the “shot heard ’round the world,’ a company of | 
volunteer minute-men from Amherst, under command of Captain 
James Higginbotham, Lieutenant Joseph Cabell and Ensign Nich- 
olas Cabell,? joined Patrick Henry at New Castle in response to his 
call for an armed force to march to Williamsburg, to extort from 
Governor Dunmore the powder which he had removed from the 
public magazine.® This was the first act of armed resistance to the 
British authority in the Colony of Virginia. 

The Governor had converted his Palace into a garrison, fortily- 
ing it in the best manner he could, and surrounding it with artil- 
lery, but the presence of this force was so alarming to him* that 
early in the morning of June 8, 1775, while George Purvis, a soldier 
in Captain Higginbotham’s Company, was standing guard, Lord 
Dunmore with his family took shipping and proceeded to York- 
town, where they went aboard the Fowey man-of-war. 

A Scotch merchant, James Parker, writing from Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, June 12, 1775, to his friend, Charles Stuart, Edinburgh, 
Scotland, says: “You will see the Govr with his famillie on board 
the Fowey again, I do not think his Lady will return to Williams- 
burg. "Tis said he will, provided the shirt men are sent away. These 
shirt men or Virginia uniform are dressed with an Oznaburg shirt 
over their cloaths, a belt round them with a Tommyhawk or Scalp- 
ing Knife. They look like a band of Assassins and it is my opinion 
if they fight at all it will be in that way.”®

2 Amherst County, Virginia, in the Revolution 


Early in 1775, the Virginia counties each appointed a Revo- 
lutionary committee, composed of twenty-one of the most discreet, 
prominent and experienced men, to work with a definite aim. They 
were elected by the freeholders of the counties annually on court- 
days in November and December. “The committees began their 
work with great energy and admirable system. Counties were di- 
vided into districts and each district was assigned to a subcom- 
mittee of the county committee.”® Amherst County was in Buck- 
ingham District, which was composed of Albemarle, Amherst, Au- 
gusta and Buckingham counties. 


The first Committee chosen for Amherst:

Each district was required to organize a battalion of minute- 
men who were to drill and prepare themselves for regular service. 

The committee for each county in a district was to appoint three 
of their number as deputies to meet in one general district com- 
mittee to appoint the officers to command the company to be raised 
in that district, as well as to regulate matters pertaining to the 
minute-men from the same district. Deputies chosen from Amherst 
were William Cabell, of “Union Hill,” John Rose,® of “Rose Isle,” 
and Hugh Rose,’ of “Geddes,” with Zachariah Taliaferro, Francis

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Meriwether and Ambrose Rucker® as alternates. The three former 
were present when the representatives from Buckingham District 
met for the first time September 8, 1775, at the house of James 
Woods in Amherst. John Nicholas was chosen Chairman and 
Charles Rose, of “Bellevet,”’ Clerk, and the meeting proceeded to 
divide the districts according to the advice of the Convention. 

Charlottesville was designated as the place of rendezvous for 
the reception and review of the regulars to be raised in the district, 
with the following officers: William Fontaine, Captain; John 
Marks, First Lieutenant; Thomas Hughes, Second Lieutenant ; 
William Robertson, Ensign. 

Albemarle, Amherst, and Buckingham were ordered to raise 
two companies of minute-men each, and Augusta, four. Hach com- 
pany was to consist of a captain, lieutenant, ensign, and fifty men 
organized into a battalion, which was to be commanded by the 
following officers: George Matthews, of Augusta, Colonel; Charles 
Lewis, of Albemarle, Lieutenant-Colonel; Daniel Gaines,*° of Am- 
herst, Major; and Thomas Patterson, of Buckingham, Commissary. 
These officers in turn appointed the chaplain, adjutant, quarter- 
master, surgeon and sergeant-major. Commissions were issued by 
the Committee of Safety.** 

Men of the greatest consequence were appointed officers and 
they enlisted the men from the body of the militia.*? Hach man so 
enlisted was furnished one hunting shirt, a pair of leggins and 
proper arms at public expense, and until the latter were provided 
they took into service their own rifles for which they were allowed 
twenty shillings per year. After serving twelve months, sixteen 
minute-men were discharged from each company, according to the 
date of their enlistment, by the commanding officer or captain of 
the company and the like number the end of every year, whose place 
was supplied by new enlistment.**

4 Amherst County, Virginia, in the Revolution 


Officers chosen for the Minute Companies of Amherst :** 


Nicholas Cabell,*® Captain Gabriel Penn,’® Captain 
John Gilmer, Lieutenant David Shepherd,** Lieutenant 
Benjamin Taliaferro, Ensign James Pamplin, Ensign 


In compliance with the order of the Committee the minute-men 
met within three miles of Rockfish Gap, in the Blue Ridge, on 
November 17, 1775, and the battalion continued in regular service 
and training under the adjutant for twenty successive days. During 
this time they were paid and provisioned by the public and were 
liable to be called into regular service at any minute—hence their 
name, “Minute-men.” After battalion duty, the several companies 
of each battalion in their respective counties were mustered and 
continued to exercise four successive days in each month, except 
December, January and February. Their flag bore the motto: 
“Virgina for Constitutional Liberty,” on the one side and on the 
other, “Buckingham District.”'* Their pay per day was, captain, 
six shillings; lieutenant, four shillings; ensign, three shillings. Of 
the non-commissioned officers and privates, a sergeant was to re- 
ceive two shillings per day; corporals, drummers and fifers, one 
shilling and eight pence; and a private, one shilling and four 
pence. A captain was allowed to keep two horses, for which he re- 
ceived one shilling and six pence per day for forage, and for him- 
self one shilling two and a half pence for rations. 

Captain Cabell’s Minute-men (or shirtmen, as the British desig 
nated the Virginia riflemen, who wore their hunting shirts) were 
engaged at the battle of Great Bridge, December 9, 1775, where the 
brave British Captain Fordyce fell pierced by fourteen bullets from 
the rifles of the mountaineers and by his conduct so excited the 
admiration of the Virginians that Colonel Woodford, of the Second 
Virginia Regiment, had him buried with the full honors due his 
rank. 

“The battle lasted only about twenty-five minutes, but was very 
severe. The number of the enemy slain is not precisely known. 
Thirty-one killed and wounded fell into the hands of the patriots,

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and many were carried away by their friends. Gordon says their 
whole loss was sixty-two. They fought desperately, for they preferred 
death to captivity, Dunmore having assured them that, if they were 
caught alive, the savage Virginians would scalp them. It is a re- 
markable fact that not a single Virginian was killed during the 
engagement, and only one man was slightly wounded in the hand, 
notwithstanding two field-pieces upon the island hurled double- 
headed shot as far as the church, and cannonaded them with grape- 
shot as they approached their redoubt. The wounded who fell into 
the hands of the Virginians were treated with the greatest tender- 
ness, except the Tories, who were made to feel some of the rigors 
of war.’’'9 

The Convention which met May 10, 1776, resolved that two 
battalions of six hundred and fifty men each be sent to the assist- 
ance of North Carolina. Amherst County’s quota was one com- 
pany of fifty men.*° “Captain Nicholas Cabell, not having a full 
company, his men, were united with those of Captain Gabriel Penn, 
who also had an imperfect company, and the whole was placed 
under command of the first named officer,”*? Lt. James Pamplin, 
Ensign William Spencer and Sergeants Jesse Allen, Clough Shel- 
ton and Robert Horsley and was assigned to the Second Battalion, 
under Colonel Charles Lewis. 

When the Convention met May 29, it decreed that the march 
of the minute-men ordered to the assistance of North Carolina be 
countermanded and the Committee of Safety were instructed to 
give such directions respecting them as they judged would be most 
beneficial for the public service. 

The following extracts are from Colonel William Cabell’s Diary: 

“July 20, 1776. Paid Col. Nevil £3 10 s. for a rifle furnished 
by Capt. Thomas’s estate to Capt. Nicholas Cabell’s company of 
minute-men.” “Paid Joseph Cabell £10 2 s. for the guns he fur- 
nished Capt. Nicholas Cabell’s company with.” 

A warrant was issued to Capt. Nicholas Cabell by the Committee 
of Safety, June 27, 1776, for £18 11 s. 1114 d. for arms, hunting 
shirts, and provisions to his minute company. June 28, Mr. Maupin 
was ordered to deliver Capt. Nicholas Cabell’s Minute Company 
56 canteens, 9 cartridge-boxes and one drum; also 4 rifles to be 
replaced by four other guns.”? 

On the 22nd of June, 1776, Capt. Cabell’s company received the 
resolution passed by the Convention June 18th: “Resolved, that 
the two battalions of minute men and militia lately ordered to the 
assistance of North Carolina be called down to supply the place of

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the regular forces as may be ordered to the Southward.” Next day 
William Pollard carried their baggage to the river and they “set 
off’? down James River by canoes to Westham, thence by land to 
Jamestown,”* and were attached to the First Battalion commanded 
by Colonel Samuel Meredith, of Hanover, later of “Winton,” Am- 
herst County. While here part of the company was detached under 
Lt. James Pamplin, as guard to ammunition sent to Halifax, N. C.; 
after delivering it they returned to Jamestown. Shortly afterwards 
the regiment went to Richmond on board a schooner, where they 
were discharged Sept. 12, 1776. 

A few weeks after Capt. Cabell’s company returned home they 
were called out on the Indian Campaign ; marched to Lynch’s Ferry 
where they were discharged after twenty days service owing to a 
“great indisposition of the company.” 

“Oct. 2, 1776, Capt. Cabell delivered to Capt. Samuel Higgin- 
botham for Capt. Sale, on Major James Franklin’s order, seven 
pots and one kettle, six rugs, one tent, twenty-two rifles, and eight 
shot guns which his company of minute-men had when in the 
service.”’*4 

At this time a land bounty warrant of one hundred acres was 
promised to every Virginian enlisted on Continental Establishment, 
without limitation of service,?> which so reduced the minute-men 
that at the next call, Capt. Samuel Higginbotham’s company of 
militia was counted as minute-men and, under Col. Joseph Cabell, 
marched to Richmond where Capt. Higginbotham commanded the 
artillery. His lieutenant was James Ware and his ensign Joseph 
Staples. John, Josiah and William Giles (brothers), John, Peter 
and Howard Cash (brothers), and Dick McCary were among the 
privates in his company. 

In October the House of Delegates ordered the Minute Com- 
panies dissolved, but their services were not dispensed with until 
the spring, when six regiments of regulars were raised to take their 
place.*® 

The minute-men were enrolled with the militia under the act 
passed by the General Assembly, May 5, 1777, viz.: “An act for 
regulating and disciplining the Militia,” which required all free 
male persons, hired servants, and apprentices, between the ages of 
sixteen and fifty years “(except the Governour and members of the 
council of state, Congressmen, Judges of the Superior Courts, 
speakers of the two houses, treasurer, attorney general, commission-

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ers of the navy, auditors, clerks of the council of state, of the treas- 
ury, and the navy board, ministers of the gospel who had taken 
the oath, postmasters, keepers of the publick jail and publick hos- 
pital, millers, except in Accomack and Northampton, persons con- 
cerned in iron or lead works, or persons solely employed in manu- 
facturing fire arms, and military officers and soldiers) be formed 
into companies of not less than thirty-two nor more than sixty- 
eight, rank and file, and these companies shall again be formed 
into battalions of not more than one thousand, nor less than five 
hundred men, if there be that many in the county. Hach company 
shall be commanded by a captain, two lieutenants, and an ensign; 
each battalion by a colonel, lieutenant colonel, and major, and the 
whole by a county lieutenant.”27 

This act does not seem to have become effective until August, 
when almost every free man over sixteen and under fifty years in 
Amherst took the oath of allegiance and was enrolled in the militia. 
They were separated into ten divisions and each man was given a 
number. When his number was called he served a three-months 
tour of duty or furnished a substitute. 

Colonel William Cabell, Chairman of the Amherst County Com- 
mittee, was the only member of the Committee of Safety chosen from 
the Piedmont Counties. It may be that the people of Amherst, 
since they were represented on the Committee of Safety for the 
Colony of Virginia by one of their most prominent citizens, felt 
duty-bound to aid the patriot cause to the uttermost by furnishing 
men and supplies to the cause of American Independence. 

The eminent Virginian historian, Alexander Brown, in The 
Cabells & Their Kin, says, “The Militia of Amherst, from January, 
1776, to January, 1781, numbered about 1200 men. Of these, about 
350 had entered the Continental service, and about 200 of the re- 
mainder had seen actual service as Militia in the State service. But 
between January 4th and October 19th, 1781, probably every able 
man remaining in the County was employed in one way or another 
in the defense of the State. Old Amherst sent her men North and 
South, East and West. The soldiers from Amherst fought on all 
the important battlefields of the Revolutionary War: Great Bridge, 
Trenton, Princeton, Saratoga, Monmouth, Camden, Guilford Court 
House and Charleston.’’ To these can be added Germantown, King’s 
Mountain, Cowpens, Eutaw Springs and Savannah. They were 
with “Morgan’s Riflemen” in 1775, when they joined General Wash- 
ington, “then at Boston, and while riding along his lines, Wash- 
ington saw them approaching. At the sight he stopped, the rifle- 
men drew nearer, and their commander, stepping in front, made 
the military salute, exclaiming, ‘General, from the right bank of 
the Potomac!’ The effect of these words was remarkable. Washing-

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ton dismounted, came to meet the battalion, and going down the 
line with both arms extended, shook hands with the riflemen one 
by one, tears rolling down his cheeks as he did so. He then mounted, 
saluted, and silently rode on.’”8 In 1776 a volunteer company from 
Amherst marched to Charleston, South Carolina, and were under 
command of General Lee until the British withdrew from before 
that City in June, 1776.* A company of the gallant troops that 
followed General Wayne at Stony Point and Major Lee at Paulus 
Hook were nearly all from Amherst County. The soldiers from 
Amherst marched with General George Rogers Clark in the middle 
of the winter, through the “drowned lands” of the Wabash river, 
with water frequently up to their necks, to capture Vincennes, and 
they defended the Western frontier against depredations of the 
Indians.

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The First Rifle Company 


In January, 1776, the Convention of Virginia for the better 
protection of the Colony passed an ordinance for raising an ad- 
ditional number of forces, under which Amherst was required to 
furnish one company of expert riflemen, to act as light infantry, 
consisting of one captain, two heutenants, one ensign and seventy- 
four non-commissioned officers and privates, to be ready for march- 
ing orders by the 25th of March, 1776. Colonel William Cabell, of 
“Union Hill,” then serving on the Committee of Safety in Williams- 
burg, sent at once for his eldest son, Samuel Jordan Cabell, a stu- 
dent at William and Mary College, for assistance in recruiting the 
required company, which was duly completed, and on March 4th, 
the officers who had been selected by the county committee February 
5th were commissioned and the company received into service by 
Colonel John Rose, of “Rose Isle,” and Lucas Powell, of the Am- 
herst County Committee.*® 


Samuel Jordan Cabell was commissioned captain, Alexander 
Rose®° first lieutenant, Benjamin Taliaferro®* second lieutenant, 
and James Barnett ensign; Matthew Snooks* and James Weeks, 
fifer and drummer; James Dillard, Jr., Samuel Ayres,?? Ralph Jop- 
ling and William Coffee, sergeants; and John Jordan®? cadet. 


The company rendezvoused at old Key’s Church, later known as 
Fairmount Church, in the present county of Nelson, and marched 
to Williamsburg, arriving March 24, 1776, after a march of twelve 
days. They were assigned to the Sixth Virginia Regiment, General

Captain Cabell’s riflemen were expert marksmen, many exceed- 
ing six feet in height and powerful in person, who from that period 
of boyhood when they could carry a rifle had been accustomed to 
make the wild turkey’s head the mark for their bullets; and so 
steady was their aim and so sure their sight that a conservative 
historian of our day speaks of them as a “sturdy band of sharp- 
shooters each man of whom, it was said, while marching at double- 
quick, could cleave with his rifle-ball a squirrel at a distance of three 
hundred yards.”°* 

Each one of Cabell’s men, “in addition to the rifle which he 
carried, was armed with a tomahawk and a long knife. He rammed 
his rifle-ball, moulded with his own hands, wrapped in its buckskin 
jacket, home to its powder with a long ramrod of native wood; 
and his flints were found among the hills and valleys of Virginia.”?° 

The uniform of the officers consisted of a shirt ruffled at the 
hand, buckskin breeches, fastened at the knee with silver buckles, 
white broadcloth vest and blue broadcloth coat, over which they 
wore a tow linen or homespun hunting shirt, short and fringed, 
with the usual crimson sash over this and round their waist. From 
their belt hung their sword, tomahawk and shot pouch; sergeants 
were clothed in flannel shirts, buckskin breeches, over which they 
wore a hunting shirt trimmed in red, short and plain, with a small 
white cuff; drummers and fifers, similar with dark cuffs, and priv- 
ates, without cuffs, fastened at the waist with a leather belt, from 
which hung a long knife, tomahawk and bullet-pouch. From his 
shoulder was suspended his powder horn. Officers, non-commissioned 
officers and privates alike wore buckskin leggins and moccasins and 
felt hats cut round, bound with black and brims two inches deep, 
cocked on one side, with a button, loop and cockade worn on the 
left. hey were required to wear their hair short and as near alik 
as possible. |

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After the regiment was armed and equipped, they marched to 
Springfield in the vicinity of Williamsburg, where they entered 
camp and military training. While here they were engaged in sev- 
eral skirmishes with the Loyalists under Lord Dunmore, who had 
intrenched himself at Gwynn’s Island and continued to ravage the 
banks of the rivers. On July 9, 1776, under General Lewis they 
shared in dislodging him from his stronghold. “The British not 
fancying a too close contact with the frontier riflemen, exclaimed 
as they came in sight, ‘the shirt-men are coming!’ when they, panic- 
stricken, precipitately evacuated the Island.”%* 

For a month they guarded the coast to prevent Lord Dunmore’s 
return, then marched to Williamsburg and encamped on the College 
grounds. They were ordered to Cross Creek, North Carolina, and 
marched to Jamestown where the orders were countermanded, as 
Washington was calling urgently to his native State for reinforce- 
ment in New York. 

In the latter part of September, the Sixth Virginia Regiment, 
of which Mordecai Buckner,?8 of Essex county, was Colonel and 
James Hendricks®® Lieutenant-Colonel (succeeding Lieutenant- 
Colonel Elliott, who was promoted Colonel of the Fourth Virginia 
Regiment, September 3, 1776), General Adam Stephen’s Brigade, 
marched from Deep Spring Camp to the North. At Elizabethtown, 
New Jersey, they met Generals Washington and Putnam, who were 
retreating before the British. They joined in the retreat until 
finally the tired band of patriots put the Delaware River between 
themselves and the enemy. On Christmas Eve they recrossed the 
Delaware with Washington in command, and surprised the Hessians 
at Trenton. 

“Colonel George Johnston, aide to Washington, tells us how 
Stephen’s Virginians, consisting of the 4th, 5th and 6th Virginia 
Regiments, under General Greene, pursued the fleeing Hessians and 
surrounded them, causing the surrender of two of their regiments. 
The third, unable to escape, surrendered to General Sullivan’s New 
England men.”° 

“A splendid flag, taken from the Hessians at Trenton, composed 
of two pieces of heavy white damask silk, bearing devices embroid- 
ered with gold thread, and the words For Our Prince and Country, 
in Latin, exquisitely wrought in needlework, was presented to Wash- 
ington.”41

promoted captain, captured, with his company, a British officer 
with his command ; but when that officer approached, in his splendid 
regimentals, to surrender his sword, Captain Taliaferro being bare- 
footed was too proud to meet him, and sent his lieutenant forward 
to receive it.?? 

Captain Cabell’s company was one of the eight rifle companies 
personally selected by Colonel Daniel Morgan from the main army 
which formed the “500 picked riflemen’*? sent by Washington to 
join General Gates at Stillwater, by whom they were ordered “to 
begin the game” at Saratoga and were at the surrender of Burgoyne. 
“It is said that when Burgoyne was introduced to Morgan, after 
the surrender at Saratoga, he seized him by the hand and exclaimed, 
“My dear sir, you command the finest regiment in the world!’ 44 

After the return of Morgan’s Regiment of Riflemen, and its 
junction with the main army, commanded by the illustrious Wash- 
ington, a sharp conflict ensued between Morgan’s Regiment of Rifle- 
men and the First Battalion of light-infantry and the Thirty-third 
Regiment, commanded by Lord Cornwallis. Lieutenant Jordan, 
fighting in the most heroic manner, was severely wounded in the 
knee, and was saved from the general butchery by Captain John 
Nicholas and his lieutenant, Meriwether. They hoisted him on Cap- 
tain Dandridge’s horse, that carried him from the scene of defeat. 
“Four officers and thirty men fell before the unerring rifles of Mor- 
gan’s corps, before they could be dislodged from their position, when 
they were compelled to retire before superior numbers.” #° 

General Washington in his dispatch to Congress writes: “We 
lost twenty-seven men in Morgan’s Corps, killed and wounded, be- 
sides Major Morris, a brave and gallant officer, who is among the 
latter.” 

They were with Washington at Valley Forge the never-to-be- 
forgotten winter of 1777-1778, during which time they were in sev- 
eral skirmishes. Lafayette was with them in one of the skirmishes 
near Philadelphia. “I never saw,” said he, “men so merry, so 
spirited, and so desirous to go on the enemy, whatever force they 
might have.’’4® 

It was Morgan’s Riflemen who retarded the progress of the 
British Army through the Jerseys and enabled General Washington 
to march his main army by Englishtown and obtain a position 
which gave him the power to bring General Clinton to a general 
engagement at Monmouth Courthouse, in which, it is believed, he 
would have been entirely successful had it not been for the flagrant

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disobedience of orders by General Charles Lee, who commanded the 
van of the American army. 

Major Thomas Massie, aide to Colonel Morgan, in his applica- 
tion for a pension, says, “On that the 28th day of June, 1778 (an 
intense hot day), Gen. Washington ordered Gen. Lee to attack in 
full foree. This the said Massie knows to be a fact, the orders hav- 
ing been communicated verbally by Gen. Washington through him 
the evening before. On Gen. Lee’s approach the British Army drew 
up in order of battle. Gen. Lee ordered a retreat, which was done 
under slow, retreating fire for some time. Gen. Lee repeatedly sent 
orders to the officers commanding the several flanking corps not to 
advance and engage. This state of things continued until Gen. 
Washington came into the field himself, took command, arrested 
Gen. Lee, and retrieved the battle by bringing the troops into action. 
After the sun set the British Army gave way, and it being too dark 
for pursuit, the American Army lay on the field for the night with 
a view to renew the battle the next day; but the British Army in 
the night made a silent and rapid retreat leaving their dead and 
wounded. Col. Morgan, under whose command he, the said Massie, 
still acted, was ordered to pursue the British early next morning, 
but they could not be overtaken except two or three hundred strag- 
glers that were captured. Pursuit was continued to Middleton 
Heights, immediately above Sandy Hook. After being there and 
thereabout for several days, the troops marched up by Spotswood 
to Brunswick bridge on the Raritan River. Here we had a feu de 
jove in honor of the victory at Monmouth. ... The British em- 
barkation of troops to our Southern States and other occurrences 
demonstrated their intention of moving the main seat of war there 
with a view to attempt the subjugation of those States, Congress 
determined to defend and save Charleston if possible and the ten 
old Virginia regiments were doomed to that service. Those ten 
regiments were then so much reduced in number that they were 
consolidated into eight regiments, March, 1780.47 

Captain Cabell was promoted Major when only twenty-one years 
of age, for his gallant conduct at Saratoga, and in the winter of 
1778 he was Brigade Inspector at Valley Forge.4® He attained the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and with his riflemen was with the 
Virginia troops under General Woodford who entered Charleston, 
South Carolina, on April 7, 1780, after a forced march of five 
hundred miles in twenty-eight days. He was taken prisoner at the

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fall of Charleston, May 12, 1780, and retained at Haddrell’s Point; 
returned home on parole August 21, 1781; Brevet Colonel Sep- 
tember 30, 1783; County Lieutenant, 1784. He was an original 
member of the Society of the Cincinnati in the State of Virginia. 
He died August 4, 1818, at “Soldier’s Joy,’ Nelson County, and 
is buried there beside his wife (daughter of Col. John Syme) who 
died May 15, 1814. 

Benjamin Taliaferro attained the rank of captain and was under 
Washington’s command during the severe campaign of the Jerseys. 
Late in the war he served with that dashing partisan officer, Colonel 
Henry Lee, in many of his most successful exploits. He was one of 
the eighty-four captains taken prisoner at Charleston. He was per- 
mitted to return home on parole, and on September 30, 1783, he 
was made a Major by brevet. 

John Jordan, who was promoted first lieutenant for his bravery 
at Chestnut Hill, where he was wounded, remained ill for months 
from the effects of the wound, recovering in time to participate in 
the Siege of Charleston, where he was taken prisoner. Soon after 
being exchanged he joined General Wayne in Georgia, where he was 
commissioned Captain and continued in service until discharged at 
Savannah, Georgia, June 23, 1782. After the close of the Revolu- 
tion he attained the rank of Colonel and was elected to the office of 
Sergeant-at-Arms in the House of Delegates, which office he filled 
for many years. 

“In the history of the war for American independence,” says 
Gordon, in Men and Events, “no soldiers displayed more skill, more 
courage, more power of endurance or more patriotic loyalty to the 
American cause than did the Rifle Rangers of the Virginia Valley 
under Morgan.”

David Barnett, aged twenty-one years, six feet four 
inches high, well made, has short black hair, a thin visage (occasioned by 
the ague and fever, which he had when he deserted,) is very serious, and 
speaks but seldom; he carried with him a hunting-shirt trimmed with 
red, a pair of leather breeches, a pair of new shoes, and several yards 
of linen, which I had delivered to him about two days before he deserted. 
Joseph Canterbury, aged twenty-eight years, five feet ten inches high, 
well made, has short red hair, reddish complexion, and a dejected look; 
he carried along with him a hunting-shirt trimmed with red, a gray- 
coloured broadcloth waistcoat and breeches, a pair of black stockings, 
two pair of shoes, and several yards of linen, which I had delivered to 
him a few days before he deserted. They went off indebted to the public 
store, and were raised and enlisted in Amherst, where I expect they will 
endeavour to get. Whosoever will deliver the said deserters to the com- 
manding officer in Williamsburg, or safely contrive them to the Sixth 
Virginia Regiment at New-York, shall have £4 10s. for each, and all 
reasonable expenses paid.

Amherst Court March, 1784, Anthony Rucker, Deputy Com- 
missioner of Provision Law for Amherst Co. for the year 1781 was 
allowed £50 for his service. (O.B. 1782-1784, p. 207.) 

Amherst Court July, 1784, William Phillips proved he was heir 
at law to John Phillips a Continental Soldier who died in the 
Army, son of John Phillips of this county; William Tyree testified 
he was heir at law to Jacob Tyree a Continental Soldier who died 
in the Army, a son of Jacob Tyree of this county. (O.B. 1782- 
1784, p. 345.) 

Oct. 4, 1784, Abner Witt heir at law to Charles Witt a Conti- 
nental Soldier who died in the Army. (O.B. 1782-1784, p. 403.) 

Amherst Court Nov., 1785, John Campbell, eldest brother & 
heir at law to George Campbell who died in the Continental Army. 
(O.B. 1784-1787, p. 367.) 

Amherst Court, Sept., 1787, Mary Alford, sister & heir at law 
to Thomas Alford who died in the Contl. Army. (O.B, 1787-1790, 
p. 118.) 

Reuben Tankersley, Rockbridge Co., Va., testified that his 
father, Richard Tankersley, managed Charles Rose’s plantation 
while the latter & his wife were in Hanover Co. winter of 1780. 
After Christmas Richard Tankersley was called on a tour in the 
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Militia & his wife attended to Rose’s affairs until he was discharged. 
(From a Suit in Chancery found with the Amherst Court papers 
in 1931.)

Through the kindness of Mrs. Clyde W. Fisher, Palm Beach, 
Florida, the following is given from data collected by her father 
and uncle: Samuel Camp, born at Durham, Conn., May 14, 1753, 
son of Rev. Ichabod Camp, the first minister of Amherst Parish, 
married in Amherst Co., Va., Nov. 13, 1776, Mary, daughter of 
Gerrard & Ann (Stanton) Banks; died in Warren Co., Ga., 1824. 
Samuel Camp was assistant Quartermaster in Col. Gabriel Penn’s 
Regt. He writes to his father from Albemarle Barracks 6 June 
1779 and his family record shows that he was in Washington Co., 
Ga., Dec. 1, 1782. He received a grant of 287% acres in Washing- 
ton Co., Ga., for Revolutionary service. The Certificate reads: 
“GEORGIA—These are to certify, That Serjeant Samuel Camp 
of the Second Battalion of Continental Troops of the Georgia Line 
—is entitled to one Hundred & fifty acres of Land, as a Bounty, 
agreeable to an Act and Resolve of the General Assembly, passed 
at Augusta the 20th August 1781 and to one Hundred & fifty acres 
by a resolution of Congress of the 16th Sept. 1776, as P Certificate, 
Saml. Elbert, B.G. GIVEN under my Hand at Augusta the 8 day 
of July in the year of our Lord One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
eighty-four. J. Houstoun” 

Rev. Camp’s record reads: “Moved with my family 6 June 
1760 from Middletown, Ct. arrived at Wilmington, N. C. in nine 
days. * * * Moved with my family 6 May 4761 arrived at Corn- 
wall, Va., Lunenburg 5 June 1761—Moved 22 March 1762 ar- 
rived at Amherst, Va. 1 April 1762. Moved 1 June 17%8—Going 
down the Mississippi and Mary Anne died at Natchez—When he 
returned to and settled in Illinois.’ He was the son of John & 
Phoebe (Canfield) Camp, baptized Milford, Conn., Feb. 20, 1726; 
graduated from Yale in 1743; married first Content, dau. of Capt. 
Meacock Ward. She died Dec. 2, 1754. He died at Kaskaskia, III. 
in 1786. 
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There were three James Dillards living in Amherst Co. during 
the Revolution: Capt. James Dillard (b. 1727; d. 1794), son of 
Capt. James Dillard (d..1768) of the French & Indian War; Capt. 
James Dillard, Jr., an officer in the Contl. Army; and Capt. James 
Dillard (b. 1744; d. 1823), son of Thomas & Elizabeth (Holliday) 
Dillard of Spotsylvania Co., Va. 

Sept. 6, 1779, Cornelius Vaughan “intending shortly by God’s 
permission to join the Grand Continental Army as a Soldier under 
General Washington,” constituted Peter Carter his attorney, to sell 
lands in “Onslow County, North Carolina being the same which 
was granted to John Wallace by patent bearing date the 20th April 
1745 at Newbern and containing 100 acres which was held since 
that Time by my Father Martin Vaughan and on his Death de- 
scended to me his Heir.” He died of smallpox while in service. His 
will, dated Aug. 20, 1779, proved in Amherst Co., Va., Sept. 3, 
1781. (W.B. 2, p. 23.)

Kin, p. 183. 

January 23, 1781, “Geddes”—Col. “Hugh Rose to Col. Geo:

The name of Benjamin Fry appears on the “LIST OF VIR-

5Teserter” written after a name in the original documents, must not 
be taken too seriously. Frequently a man absented himself to gather 
crops, to attend a sick wife, or to bury a child; but it is found that the 
soldier generally returned, and was again taken up on the rolls. New 
York in the Revolution as Colony and State, Introductory, Vol. 1, pp. 14-15. 
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‘James Hopkins, Pittsylvania Co., Va., applied for a pension, Sept. 
17, 1832: born Feb. 22, 1765. He enlisted in the spring of 1780 in Amherst 
Co., Va., served as a substitute for James Hopkins, Sr. as private in Capt. 
Azariah Martin’s company, Col. Lucas’s 4th Va. Regt., Gen. Stevens’ 
Brigade. Rendezvoused at Hillsborough, N. C. where we remained some- 
time for the purpose of being disciplined, joined Major-Gen. H. Gates, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Southern Army, at Rugeley’s Mills, on the 
morning of August 15th; rested the balance of the day and at one o’clock 
at night took off—the time of march to surprise the enemy before day, 
who marched at the same time. The two armies met on the middle ground 
and a sharp skirmish between the advance guards took place. That night 
the line was formed and the men stood under arms all night. Next 
morning, August 16th, the line was ordered to advance and a general 
engagement took place about the rising of the sun, which resulted in a 
shameful defeat of the Southern Army. There was no place designated in 
the event of defeat at which we should rendezvous; we lost all our 
baggage and were destitute of any clothing except what little we had on; 
separated from our officers and no means of subsistence. Under these 
appalling circumstances, although our term of service was nearly expired, 
a considerable number of the company to which he belonged, determined 
to make the best of their way home. After our return to Amherst County, 
a Court of inquiry convened and made an order that we should all be 
sent back and serve a tour of 8 months under regular officers. We were 
accordingly mustered and put under command of Capt. Pamplin, who 
marched us back to Hillsborough, where Gen. Greene’s Army lay, and we 
were transferred to the command of Capt. Graves from the county of 
Culpeper, who was assigned to take command of the men sent back from 
other counties for the same offense. In a short time the army marched 
South. We passed through Salisbury and Charlotte and about the Ist of 
Jan., 1781, took up winter quarters on the North side of Cedar River, near 
Cedar Hills, 8. C. In the month of Feb. there was an order issued for all 
men belonging to the “Eight Month’s Company,” as they were called, to 
be discharged except the young men who were to be retained till their 
term of service expired. This reduced the company considerably. Capt. 
Graves returned home with the men discharged and the balance retained 
in service, were placed under Capt. Webb, who, he understood, came from 
about Richmond, Va. Shortly after this Gen. Morgan defeated Col. Tarlton 
at a place called the Cowpens, and took a number of prisoners, and had 
to make a rapid retreat to keep them from being retaken by the enemy. 
As soon as Gen. Greene received the information he immediately marched 
off the army to cover Morgan’s retreat and left this small company of 
“Kight Month Men” some of whom were stationed at the mills to guard 
and keep them employed grinding meal and flour for the use of the army, 
and some to guard the encampments. Finally Capt. Webb received orders 
to take charge of 8 or 10 wagons loaded with meal and flour and about 
400 head of hogs to follow after the army, and were in fact in rear of 
both armies, when we reached Deep River, N. C., intending to go to 
Guilford Courthouse, but received intelligence that Cornwallis was at 
that place. We then changed our route, turned to the right, went to 
Halifax and Granville Counties and crossed Roanoke River at Taylor’s 
Ferry, near which place in the County of Mecklenburg, Va., was a Com- 
missary store where the Captain delivered the meal, flour and hogs, 
which we protected safely through a part of our country that at that 
time was literally speaking in the hands of the British and Tories. By 
this time our term of service was nearly expired, and we were permitted 
to draw up a petition and send it on by express to Gen. Greene, stating 
our situation—that we were almost naked, worn out with fatigue and 
praying him to send orders to the captain to discharge us, which he did, 
and we met the express in the county of Halifax, near Banister River, 
Va., where the company was discharged about the first of March, 1781. 
His claim was allowed. James Hopkins died in Pittsylvania Co., July 20, 
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1844. His widow, Mary Hopkins (second wife) was allowed pension on 
her application executed March 2, 1853, aged 92. Their eldest son Reuben 
Hopkins (b. 1798) in 1853 was Clerk of the Court of Pittsylvania Co., 
Va. She died May 31, 1853. 

“Henry McClain, Nelson Co., Va., applied for a pension Oct. 6, 1832: 
born in Lancaster Co., Penn., May 10, 1750. While residing in Amherst 
Co., Va., enlisted and served as a private with the Virginia troops as 
follows: 2 months under Capt. Azariah Martin; marched to Hillsborough, 
then to Camden. The engagement in which Gen. Gates was defeated 
took place the following night. Before day they had orders to retreat. 
Col. Dameron, who had lost his hat, told them to escape the best way they 
could, which they did and set off in great confusion, and from there re- 
turned home as his company was not organized again. Some time after- 
wards the said Capt. Martin drew his pay for 2 months and gave it to 
him; three months under Capts. James Pamplin & John Graves; nearly 
three months under Capt. John Loving, Lt. Turner; marched to Williams- 
burg where his brother, James McClain, completed the rest of the 3 
months tour. His claim was allowed. 

“William Bowman, Washington Co., Ind., applied for a pension, April 
5, 1833; aged 71. He volunteered in Amherst Co., Va., Sept., 1777, served 60 
days as private in Capt. Nicholas Cabell’s Co., Col. Joseph Cabell’s Va. 
Regt. Enlisted about Aug. 1, 1780, served as a private in Capt. Azariah 
Martin’s Co., and was in the battle of Camden under Col. Porterfield and 
Gen. Gates. They were attacked in the night, 16th of August, and the 
main battle was fought next morning. The greater part of the company 
to which he belonged were killed or wounded. Returned home and fur- 
loughed by the colonel of the county for 20 days; returned to Hillsborough 
& served as private in Capt. Thomas Threadgill’s company, Lt. William 
Collins, Gen. Stevens’ Brigade; discharged about April 1, 1781. Shortly 
afterwards he volunteered in April, 1781, & served 90 days as a private 
in Capt. Charles Christian’s Va. Co., marched to Yorktown, was in the 
battle at that place & guarded prisoners taken there, to Winchester, Va., 
after which he was discharged. Claim was allowed. He died April 2, 1843. 

“Benjamin Bryant, Warren Co., Ky., applied for a pension, July 23, 
1832, aged 82 years and 9 months. While residing in Amherst Co., Va., 
vol. June, 1780, served 3 months as a private in Capt. Azariah Martin’s 
Co., Col. Lucas’ Va. Regt., and was in the battle of Camden under Col. 
Porterfield who was shot in the knee & died next day of the wound. Oct., 
1780, served as private in Capt. John Graves’ Co., Col. Lucas’ Regt., was 
in a skirmish with the Tories at Island Ford on the Yadkin River. 
Discharged in Pittsylvania Co., Va., Feb., 1781. His first discharge was 
signed by Capt. Azariah Martin; second by Capt. John Graves. He 
moved to Greenbrier Co., Va., thence to Warren Co., Ky. Placed on 
Pension Roll Oct. 22, 1832; died March 6, 1835. His widow, Nancy 
(Gragg) Bryant, same place, Dec. 24, 1838, aged 83, applied for a pen- 
sion. They were married in the fall of 1771, Augusta Co., Va. Reference 
is made to their children, 4 of whom were born prior to 1775. Her claim 
was allowed. 

“Gideon Martin, Warren Co., Ky., applied for a pension July 20, 1832, 
aged 100; enlisted June, 1780, in Amherst Co., Va., and served three 
months as a private in Capt. Azariah Martin’s Co., Col. Lucas’ 4th Va. 
Regt., Gen. Stevens’ Brigade, and was in the battle of Camden. Received 
no discharge for this tour, for when Gen. Gates was defeated, Capt. 
Martin’s company joined in the retreat becoming so dispersed many got 
no discharge. He enlisted in the fall of 1780 and served three months 
as a private in place of Luke Powell, whom he had employed as a sub- 
stitute in Capt. Graves’ Co., under Capt. John Loving, and marched to 
Little York; discharged before Cornwallis surrendered. His neighbor, 
Benjamin Bryant, was on a tour with him under Capt. Azariah Martin. 
Claim was allowed.

The British and German prisoners taken at the battle of Sara- 
toga were called the “Convention Troops,” and from the middle of 
January, 1779, until early in June, 1781, they occupied an encamp- 
ment several miles from Charlottesville, Virginia, “upon the brow 
and slopes of a high hill” on the north bank of Ivy Creek. This 
location was on the estate of Colonel Harvie, and ever since has 
been referred to as “The Barracks.” 

The Albemarle Barracks Regiment was organized first for one 
year, and was regarded as a State Regiment or a Volunteer Inde- 
pendent Corps, but finding its services would be needed longer than 
at first anticipated, Congress adopted it as a Continental Regiment 
and declared the class of officers that should command it. At one 
time orders were given for its removal outside of the State, so that 
the Regiment was fully under the control of Congress as a Conti- 
nental Regiment.

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Letter of Colonel William Fontaine 
Describing Surrender of Cornwallis 


October 26th 1781 
Richmond 
“Dear Sir, 


Major Penn gives me an opportunity, the first I have met with, 
since the glorious event of congratulating you on the surrender of 
York, which I do with all imaginable cordiality. I had the happi- 
ness to see that British Army which so lately spread dismay & 
desolation thro’ all our Country, march forth on the 20th instant, 
at 3-o-clock, thro’ our whole army, drawn up in two lines, at about 
twenty yards distance, & return disrobed of all their terrors, so 
humbled & so struck at the appearance of our Troops, that their 
knees seemed to tremble, and you could not see a platoon that 
marched in any order. Such a noble figure did our army make, 
that I scarce know which drew my attention most. You could not 
have heard a whisper or seen the least motion throughout our whole 
line, but every countenance was erect, & expressed a serene cheer- 
fulness. Cornwallis pretended to be ill, & imposed the mortifying 
duty of leading forth the captives on General O’Hara. Their own 
officers acknowledge them to be the flower of the British troops, yet 
I do not think they at all exceeded in appearance our own, or the 
French. The latter, you may be assured are very different from the 
ideas formerly inculcated in us, of people living on frogs and coarse 
vegetables. 

Finer troops I never saw. His Lordship’s defence, I think, was 
rather feeble—His surrender was eight or ten days sooner than the 
most sanguine expected, tho’ his force & resources were much great- 
er than we conceived. He had at least a fortnight’s provisions, & 
1000 barrels of powder left, besides a magazine, that ’tis supposed 
was blown up with design during the negotiations for the surrender. 
The whole of the prisoners of war amount to 6,800, exclusive of 
sailors and marines, which with the shipping belong to the French, 
& the refugees, merchants & followers of their army. The shipping 
of every sort is about seventy sail, tho’ a great many are sunk. Of 
brass ordnance we have taken eighty odd—of iron 120—muskets, 
7313 fit for service, besides a great number in unopened boxes & 
ot old arms. Of horse about 300 accoutred: there must be more 
horse accoutrements, but I have not seen a particular return from 
Gloucester where the horse lay. The military chest amounts to only 
800 guineas. Merchants’ stores are subject to the preemption of 
our army at a reasonable price for such articles as suit them; the 
remainder they are allowed three months to effect the sale of, then 
are to give their parole and clear out. Tories are subject to be 
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treated by our laws. The 20th of next month has been appointed 
for that purpose. A small proportion of officers are to remain with 
the prisoners, the rest are to be paroled to New-York. A flag ship 
is allowed Cornwallis, to carry him to New York, thence I believe 
he goes home. His flag ship is not to be searched—The officers 
retain their side arms & baggage & the soldiers their knapsacks. 
They marched out with drums muffled & colors furled & crossed. 
All property taken from the inhabitants by the British is liable to 
be claimed by them. In consequence Master Tarleton met with a 
most severe mortification, the day before yesterday. The Hero was 
prancing thro’ the streets of York on a very fine, elegant horse, and 
was met by a spirited young fellow of the country, who stopped 
him, challenged the horse, & ordered him instantly to dismount. 
Tarleton halted & paused awhile thro’ confusion, then told the lad, 
if it was his horse, he supposed he must be given up, but insisted to 
ride him some distance out of town to dine with a French officer. 
This was more, however, than Mr. Giles was disposed to indulge 
him in, having been forced, when he & his horse were taken, to 
travel good part of a night on foot at the point of a bayonet—he 
therefore refused to trust him out of his sight & made him dis- 
mount in the midst of the street crowded with spectators. Many 
such instances since have happened on the road. The people who 
have been insulted, abused, nay, ruined by them, give them no 
quarter— I have not seen the articles of capitulation, but have 
given you the substance, as well as I can recollect from such as 
have read them. 

We are surely to have a garrison at York—whether French or 
American was not known, when I left York, the day before yester- 
day—some troops are to go Southward. ’Tis supposed the French 
fleet & most of their troops will go to the West Indies—Tho’ all is 
conjecture & will probably remain so to all, but the Count de Grasse 
& Gen: Washington. The General has been aboard the Admiral 
for some days past, as I came away something of consequence I 
suspect, was projecting between them. The troops of Portsmouth 
are levelling, to prevent the British taking post there. Nothing 
certain of a British fleet. They have lost, *tis said, Bengall & 
Madras in the Hast Indies, by the powerful exertions of Hyder Ah, 
in favour of the French. Cornwallis, I am well assured, previous to 
his surrender, acknowledged to the Secretary, that the Capture of 
his Army would put an end to the war. The same sentiment was 
expressed to me by two of his officers, & I learn from an intelligent 
inhabitant of York, generally prevailed among them. 

That General Lesly with all the crew, perished in the passage 
from Wilmington to Charles Town, in the Blonde Frigate in ore 
est omnium. 

I certainly embark for Europe the soonest a passage can be had, 
perhaps three or four weeks hence, tho’ I believe I shall be forced 
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to take the West Indies in the way & probably may winter there. 
My love to my good sisters & families. My best respects to Mr. 
Armistead & all my relations and friends in your country—Fare- 
well—farewell!—The good Doctor, Parson Cole & all—I have 
commissioned a gentleman, to get Mr. Holmes a hat from York. 
Mrs. Walker has recovered her two negroes, & my mother her one. 


The French fleet & all our troops are under sailing & marching 
orders. If Major Holston is with you, let him know Mr. Burrows 
from his state has his servant that he wrote about. 


I enclose two yards of ribbon for my Sister Sarah & two for 
Sister Mary, or in her absence, little Bess—trophies from York— 
had the stores been open, I would have dealt more largely, tho’ they 
are strictly guarded, & general orders against anything being sold 
till the Army is supplied—AIl health & happiness to you & yours, 
& all with you.

William Fontaine, son of Rev. Peter Fontaine, was tutor at “Union 
Hill,” when the Revolution broke out. His company attached to the 2nd

the Surrender of Lord Cornwallis.

Sir 

Your Proclamation requiring the apprehension of the British 
Prisoners came lately to hand; Since which time I have not had 
an opportunity of communicating to your Excellency the situation 
of a few of these People now in this County, & therefore have not 
as yet executed your orders against them; not doubting that when 
you were informed that so far from being a great Prejudice & 
Annoyance of the Citizens, & an Injury to the Commonwealth, they 
are sober well disposed men, valuable artisans & highly agreeable 
to the People, that your Excellency would not object to grant them 
a Permit to remain in this County until called for to be exchanged ; 
the greater part of them are Prisoners made at the Cow-pens, who 
with the permission of Governor Jefferson resided in this County 
from the 20th of last Feby, until the cartel was offerd. at James 
Town: during which time they found Connections by marriage and 
otherways, which render their Return to their several Corps so ex- 
tremely disagreeable, that I am convinced had our Laws permitted 
their Denization, they would most cheerfully have become good & 
faithful Subjects to this Common-wealth, but the case being other- 
wise & Retaliation upon that score inadmissable, they were ex- 
changed, were captured at York & as soon as opportunity offered 
made their escape to this County & immediately as upon the former 
occasion applied to me for Protection, which I readily granted, 
until I could procure a permit from the Executive; this I had ex- 
pected very shortly to have obtained, as I was to set out from Rich- 
mond in a few Days; but unluckily I arrived there during the inter- 
_ regnum, which prevented me from making personal application. 


I hope to meet with your Excellency’s Approbation of my con- 
duct in waiting for your further orders respecting the apprehension 
of men who are really useful & agreeable to the People in General.

AARON, WILLIAM,—Franklin Co., Ga., Oct. 9, 1832, aged 
79 or 80: enlisted Nov., 1776, under Lt. Cluff (Clough) Shelton, 
Capt. James Franklin, Col. Stevens’ 10th Va. Regt. Contl. Line, 
and marched to Head Quarters at Bound Brook, N. J. Was ill in 
hospital at Mendon, N. J., and later joined Head Quarters at 
Germantown, but owing to ill health was furloughed by Gen. Muhl- 
enberg. His term expired before he recovered and he was dis- 
charged by the General. Certificate of Pension April 16, 1833. He 
died in Franklin Co., Oct., 1841. May 28, 1857, Rebecca (Rudd) 
Aaron, his widow, applied in Whitfield Co., Ga., aged 71, stating 
they were married Noy. 3, 1829. Pensioned under Act. Feb. 3, 1853. 


ALFORD, JOHN,—Davidson Co., Tenn., Sept. 8, 1832: b. 
Frederick Co., Va., May 8, 1760; drafted Amherst Co. 1778, under 
Capt. David Shelton as guard to British prisoners at Albemarle 
Barracks, about 45 miles from his home; three months tour 1780, 
James Pamplin, Capt., Charles Jones, Lt., Col. Lindsey’s Regt. ; 
marched 1781 under Capt. James Barnett to Little York, dis- 
charged just before Cornwallis surrendered. Placed on Pension 
Roll, March 16, 1833. Last payment April 24, 1837. 


ALFRED, THOMAS and KENNEDY, JESSE,—Mrs. Sus- 
annah Alfred applied from Amherst Co., Va., March 25, 1847, 
aged 83, on account of the services of her husbands, Thomas Alfred 
and Jesse Kennedy. She alleged that Thomas Alfred was in the 
battle of White Plains and afterwards enlisted in sea service under 
his uncle, Capt. Hartshorn, and was in this service at the capture 
of Cornwallis. Her husband Jesse Kennedy served 1775 or 1776, as 
minute-man for several mos. under Capt. Samuel Cabell, and while 
in this service he enlisted in the regular service for two or three 
years under sd. Capt.; that he afterwards served a tour at Albe- 
marle Barracks. She was m. in Oct., 1780 to Jesse Kennedy, and 
both were residents of Amherst Co. He d. 1799 or 1800. She m. 
April 2, 1805, Thomas Alfred, who d. in said Co. 1832. Charles 
Mays, same place, Sept. 8, 1848, aged 62, testified his father, Joseph 
Mays, decd. of Amherst and his brother, George Mays, of Ga., decd., 
enlisted with Jesse Kennedy & were transferred to Capt. Pannell’s 
Co., Col. Samuel Elbert’s Regt., marched to Ga. John Newman 
was in same company there. His father, Joseph Mays, had 350 
acres allowed him for his service in Ga. Jesse Kennedy, James 
Dillard, John Phillips, John Tyre, Robin Hudson and William 
Johnson marched North under Capt. Samuel J. Cabell in 1776. 
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Her claim was not allowed as she failed to furnish proof of 
the alleged service.*? (M.L.B. Amherst Co., Va.: “Jesse Kennedy 
& Susannah Dillard, Oct. 17, 1780. Consent of her father, Joseph 
Dillard”; “Thomas Alfred & Susanna Kennedy, April 5, 1805”). 


ALLEN, WILLIAM,— Nelson Co., Va., Sept. 25, 1832; b. 
Albemarle Co., Oct. 3, 1749, in that part later Amherst and then 
Nelson. Enlisted June 16, 1779 as private in Capt. Porter’s Co., 
Col. Fontaine’s Regt. of Guards at Albemarle Barracks, later com- 
manded by Col. Taylor and known as the “Convention Guards,” 
marched as guard to prisoners when they were moved to Winchester. 
An officer at the Barracks, James Garland, was killed by a young 
man on Post named Mansfield.*4 Spotswood Garland, Nelson Co., 
testified to the following return made by Capt. Porter to Hudson 
Martin, then Paymaster of the Regt. of Guards appointed by Pat- 
rick Henry, Esq., Governor of Virginia: “William Allen was fur- 
nished 1 coat, 1 vest, 2 pr. breeches, 4 shirts, 3 pr. stockings, 7 pr. 
shoes, 1 hat, 1 stock, 1 pr. buckles, 1 blankett, 1 pr. overalls & 1 
hunting shirt while in service.’ Samuel Arrington, Nelson Co., 
testified he also was at the Barracks; William Fontaine commanded 
the Regt. for a short time; Francis Taylor commanded thereafter. 


Dolly Allen, widow of pensioner (his 2nd wife) applied May 
31, 1854, from Kanawha Co., Va., aged 68, stating her husband 
died March 6, 1838, at Nelson Court House, Va. William H. & 
Landon C. Allen were with their mother when she applied, & they 
testified the accompanying leaf was torn out of the Family Record 
made by their father:

He 
was in the Battle of Brandywine, several skirmishes and the Siege of York 
and was honorably discharged after the surrender of Lord Cornwallis. His 
family consists of his wife and himself, both being infirm.

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In 1851, John Allen, son of the soldier, was living in Nelson 
Co., Va. Dolly Allen’s application was allowed; in 1866, she was 
living in Kanawha Co., then West Va. 


AMMINET, JOHN,—Madison Co., Ala., Oct. 19, 1832; aged 
79: enlisted Summer 1776, in Capt. John Perkins’ Co., afterwards 
commanded by Capt. Thomas Balew, and was in “Christian’s Cam- 
paign against the Indians”; discharged Nov. 20; again enlisted 
Nov. 21, 1776, under Capt. James Franklin & served in 10th Regt. 
under the following officers: Col. Stevens, Lt. Clough Shelton, 2nd 
Lt. James Dillard, Ensign James Powell. Later Col. Green com- 
manded and at one time was under command of Gen. de La Fay- 
ette; when discharged, Dec. 1, 1779, Regt. was under command of 
Col. Samuel Hawes. Resided in Buckingham at date of enlistment, 
but enlisted in Amherst. Was at Germantown and was one of 300 
men under command of Major Lee who attacked a British fort at 
Paulus Hook in the night and took 168 prisoners as was stated 
to him at the time—with which enterprise Congress was so well 
pleased that they voted $40 to each of the privates engaged in it— 
but which he never received. Was placed on Pension Roll Jan. 3, 
1833; d. March 30, 1833. 


ARNOLD, BENJAMIN,°—Warren Co., Tenn., Jan. Slelooa. 
b. Buckingham Co., Va., Jan. 28, 1762; served 3 mos. 1779 in 
militia under Capt. Ford to guard Arrington’s Station against the 
Indians; enlisted under Capt. McDowell, at the residence of Charles 
Moore, on Tiger River, Lawrence Co., 8. C., Major James Mc- 
Dowell, Col. Cleveland, Gen. Morgan, and was in the battle of the 
Cowpens. The battle commenced shortly after sunrise, Jan. 17, 
1781. He has a distinct recollection of the date, on account of it 
being the first battle in which he was engaged. Remembers seeing 
Col. William Washington, who commanded the Light Horse; 630 
British were killed and taken prisoners. Marched as guard to pris- 
oners to Beatty’s Ford and was fired on while crossing by the 
British under Cornwallis, who had pursued the Americans. A mes- 
sage was sent informing him that if he did not desist all the 
prisoners would be put to death, and there was no more firing. 
1781, removed with his grandfather, with whom he resided, his 
father being dead, to Henry Co., Va.; from there went as substitute 
for a man named Cox, Dillard was Lieut., Capt. George Hariston’s 


“Benjamin Arnold married Mary Ann, widow of Henry Franklin, Jr., 
and daughter of Capt. Aaron & Clara (Graves) Higginbotham. Clara 
Graves was a daughter of Francis Graves, Jr. (will probated in Essex Co., 
Va., 1748), and granddaughter of Francis Graves, Sr., son of Capt. Thomas 
Graves, who came to Virginia in 1607, and was Representative from 
Smythe’s Hundred to the First Legislative Assembly in America held at 
Jamestown, 1619. William & Mary Quarterly, XXVI, 266; “Capt. Thomas 
Graves & Some of His Descendants,” by William Montgomery Sweeny, 
Ibid, 2nd Ser.

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Co.; after receiving discharge for this tour went as substitute for 
his uncle, Hendrick Arnold, of Amherst, who had been drafted, and 
he marched under Capt. David Woodroof towards Little York; Col.

Before reaching the main army news was received of the surrender 
of Cornwallis, when they wheeled and marched to Amherst C. H. 
& discharged. He lived in Amherst 15 or 16 miles from the C. H. 
for 10 years after the Revolution; in Henry Co., Va., 15 years, then 
removed to Rowan Co., N. C., and lived there 5 years, then re- 
moved to 8. C. After 12 years, removed to Warren Co., Tenn. 
Lived in Illinois 2 years. Claim was allowed. 


ARRINGTON, SAMUEL,—Nelson Co., Va., Aug. 22, 1843, 
aged 81: enlisted Amherst Co., Va., Feb. 17, 1779, marched to 
Albemarle Barracks, served under Capts. Jesse Allen, John Wood- 
roof and James Burton and Col. Francis Taylor in the Virginia 
Troops as guard to the British Prisoners taken at the surrender of 
Burgoyne; when the prisoners were removed to Winchester, he 
acted as guard to that place where he was discharged May 22, 1781; 
enlisted June 30, 1781, under Capt. John Christian, Col. Richard- 
son’s Va, Regt., was in service in the lower part of the state and 
at the siege of Yorktown and after the surrender of Cornwallis, 
marched in Capt. John Stewart’s Co., Col. Vance’s Va. Regt., to 
Winchester as guard to British Prisoners taken at the surrender 
and was discharged Nov., 1781. Fellow soldiers in Capt. Allen’s 
Co. were John, William and Gideon Via and James Evans. His 
pension was allowed. Died Aug. 10, 1849. 


BAILEY, PHILIP, Sr..—Bedford Co., Va., March 26, 1833: 
b. Goochland Co., Va., 1749; drafted from Amherst Co., under 
Samuel Richardson. He hired a substitute, John Oglesby, as he 
was a poor man and having tobacco growing upon rented land was 
fearful if he left it at this time he would lose the crop; drafted 
again and met the rest of the men at Amherst Old Court House, 
the place of rendezvous, marched under Capt. William Penn, Lt. 
John Penn, Col. John Pope, to mouth of Rockfish River. Dis- 
charged after 2 mos.; vol. next tour under Capt. William Harris. 
Since the Revolution lived in Amherst 6 years, Bedford 4 years, 
Campbell 4 years then returned to Bedford Co., Va., where he has 
lived ever since. Conny Witt testified that during the Revolution 
she lived neighbor to Philip Bailey. He was in the same service 
with her father. Claim was allowed. 


BAILEY, WILLIAM,—Smith Co., Tenn., Dec. 26, 1836: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va., Dec. 24, 1756; enlisted 1778, under Capt. 
Christian, Lts. Byron & Burrus, Col. Meriwether’s 4th Regt. Va. 
Line, Gen. Sumter’s Brig. Marched to North Carolina, thence to 
Petersburg, Va., and after serving two years, furloughed early in 
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1780 and returned home. The militia was laid off into divisions, 
part to remain at home attending to agricultural pursuits and the 
balance engaged in duties of field or camp. During his furlough 
declarant was considered a minute-man and liable to be called into 
service upon a minute’s warning. Called out in Feb., 1781, served 
in Capt. Woodroof’s Va. Co., in a part of the main army under 
Gen. Washington, and was at the siege of Yorktown and surrender 
of Cornwallis; discharged latter part of 1781. Removed from Am- 
herst Co., Va., to Smith Co., Tenn., 1817. His pension was allowed. 
He died Jan. 4, 1837. Bartholomew Stovall, a Revolutionary pen- 
sioner of Sumner Co., Tenn., testified 1837, he knew William 
Bailey at the time he enlisted in Amherst. James Cawthorn, Smith 
Co., Tenn., made affidavit April 3, 1837, that he was well acquainted 
with Jonathan Bailey, Wyatt Bailey, Susan Shepherd, Lucinda 
Horseley, Saluda Walker and Sarah Wilkerson, who constitute all 
the children and heirs of William Bailey. 


BALDOCK, RICHARD,—Monroe Co., Ky., March 15, 1841, 
aged 78: substituted 1780, or 1781, for Levi Baldock who was 
drafted under Capt. William Penn & William Savage, Lt., William 
Johnston, Ensign, for six months as guard to the Magazine at New 
Glasgow, Va. Rejected. Remarks in case, did not serve 6 months. 


BANKS, WILLIAM,—Putnam Co., Ind., Oct. 22, 1832: b. 
Culpeper Co., Va., June 38, 1761 or June 23, 1762; enlisted as 
Sergt. for 6 months tour, March, 1781, Capt. James Pamplin, Lt. 
Horsley, Ensign William McNeece, Col. Richardson’s Va. Regt. ; 
served under Gen. Lafayette, Gen. Muhlenberg’s Brig. After the 
Revolution removed to Ky., and then to Putnam Co., Ind. Placed 
on Pension Roll Oct. 29, 1833; died Sept. 5, 1839. Elizabeth 
Banks, soldier’s widow, was allowed pension on application executed 
April 26, 1855, at which time she resided in Putnam Co., Ind. 
They were married in Garrard Co., Ky., Dec. 10, 1801, by “one 
Randall Hall.” She was living in 1863. Daniel P. and Wesley J. 
Banks testified May 11, 1855, Putnam Co., Ind., “these leaves were 
torn out of the Family Bible of our father and mother”:

BARNETT, JAMES,—Madison Co., Ky., July 12, 1828: ap- 
pointed Ensign Feb. 5, 1776, served in Capts. Samuel Cabell’s and 
Peter Dunn’s companies, Col. Mordecai Buckner’s 6th Va. Regt. ; 
commiss’d. 1st Lt. Jan. 6, 1778, Capt. Dunn’s Co., Col. Febiger. 
At Capt. Dunn’s death commanded his company until the reduction 
of the Regt. at White Plains, when the 2nd and 6th Va. Regts. were 
united. Capts. Dunn’s & Hopson’s companies were united and the 
command given to me; attached to Col. Febiger’s 2nd Va. Regt. 
Sept., 1778, returned to Va. as supernumerary officer. Called into 
regular service 1780, as captain, by Col. Hugh Rose, County Lieut., 
attached to Col. Dick’s Regt. by order of Gen. La Fayette until 
end of war. 

Col. William Montgomery, Lincoln Co., Ky., Aug. 8, 1828: 
raised in Amherst Co., Va., and intimately acquainted with Col. 
James Barnett under whom I enlisted Feb. 14, 1776, in Capt. 
Cabell’s Co., and marched to Williamsburg ; attached to Col. Buck- 
ner’s Regt.; marched to Trenton, N. J., thence to Elizabethtown 
and met Gen. Washington retreating with Putnam; joined their 
retreat before the British until we crossed the Delaware at Trenton 
and marched up said river to Cold Camp, crossing the river Christ- 
mas Day, took the Hessians at Trenton by surprise. After killing 
many, taking others prisoners, recrossed the Delaware, marched to 
Trenton, then to a small town in J ersey & was under arms two days 
and nights successively ; following day the British came on, we re- 
treated to Trenton, and after a hard scrimmage, crossed a creek 
and lay on the east bank until 10 o’clock at night. Washington 
with his small army took a circuitous route & fell upon the British 
at Princeton, taking about 300 prisoners & marched to Morristown. 
Shortly after this Barnett was promoted second lieut. and in the 
spring attached to Morgan’s Riflemen. I was inoculated in Whip- 
peny Town, N. J., and Barnett at Wilmington, Del. In the spring 
we met in Jersey and saw no more of each other until we had taken 
Burgoyne at Saratoga & returned to White Marsh, Pa., where we 
had a scrimmage with the British at Chestnut Ridge. Our time ex- 
pired in March, & Capts. Rose and Barnett marched us back to 
Amherst. Barnett returned to the army in Jersey, remaining a 
considerable time, returning home as captain supernumerary of- 
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ficer of the Contl. Army. I was appointed lieut. in the Militia and 
acted as a volunteer & Barnett as a supernumerary officer, until 
the capture of Cornwallis. I was 19 years old at the time of the 
battle of the Point, 1774, where Barnett was wounded. 

Daniel Barbee, Danville, Ky., Aug. 18, 1828, testified he became 
acquainted with Barnett at the taking of the Hessians at Trenton, 
while serving as Sergt. under Capt. Richard Taylor, Col. William 
Washington’s Ist Va. Regt. Col. Barnett moved to Ky. 1786. James 
Barnett died Aug. 27, 1835, in 86th year, and his widow, Marcey 
Barnett, applied Madison Co., Ky., Jan. 15, 1839, aged 71. They 
were married at the home of her father, Nathan Hawkins, Madison 
Co., Ky., March 4, 1790, by Alexander McKey. Both pensions were 
allowed. 


BARNETT, JAMES P.,—Lincoln Co., Ky., Oct. 22, 1832: b. 
Amherst Co., Va., 1762; enlisted Amherst, 1780, as substitute for 
his father, John Barnett, under Capt. John Leak, Lt. John Jones, 
Col. Martin, to guard Public Magazine, Guilford, N. C. While re- 
siding in Guilford Co., N. C., where he was taken as a boy, vol., 
March, 1781, 3 mos. under Capt. John May, Col. Martin, and was 
in the battle of Guilford Court House. Directly following this 
service moved to Logan’s Fort, Ky., and vol. for 1 mo., 1782, 
marched to English Fort & the Cumberland Mts., to guard emi- 
grants from Va. to the interior of Ky.; June or July 1 mo. under 
Capt. Robert Barnett, Col. Benjamin Logan; immediately follow- 
ing, 1 mo. under Capt. Kirkum, Col. Jack to guard the salt works 
at Bullits Lick; 2 mos. under Capt. Robert Barnett, Col. Logan, 
was in Gen. Clark’s Expedition up the Miami River and in the 
battle of Shawnee Town; winter, 1782, 1 mo. under Capt. John 
Woods; May, 1783, 1 mo. under Capt. Robert Barnett, Cols. Logan 
and Isaac Shelby on an expedition against the Indians on Sandy 
River. His pension was allowed. Died March 31, 1834. 


BEAN, RICHARD,—Lewis Co., Ky., Sept. 26, 1832: b. North- 
umberland Co., Va., Aug., 1752; enlisted Bedford Co., Va., 1776, 
under Capt. William Campbell, Lts. Daniel Trigg and Alex. Cum- 
ings, George Lambert, Ensign, Col. Henry, Lt. Col. Christian, 
marched to Williamsburg and Gwynn Island against Dunmore. 
Discharged 1777. Same was lost while ill at his mother’s in the 
Northern Neck. Fellow soldiers: John Donelly, Fifer Major; An- 
drew Locke, Drummer; Henry Ayres, Samuel Bartor, Frederick 
ODaniel, & Henry Scrags, Sergts.; William Lee, Jesse Coper, An- 
drew Wright, Stephen Mitchell, Spencer Morgan, Charles McFagin, 
John Arter, Charles Nicholas, William Smith, Michael Garsh, Hlli- 
son Smith, John Everett, Bailey Harril, Andrew Rogers & Robert 
Mitchell. Residing in Amherst when drafted for second tour at 
Key’s Gap, by Col. Gaines & served under Capts. Ewell & Scott, 
Major Finley. Served 7 mos. & hired a substitute “Sergeant Jones.” 
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Discharged by Col. Febiger. Jacob Dooley, Madison Co., Ky., testi- 
fied he served with Richard Bean in the Ist Va. Regt. under Capt. 
William Campbell. His pension was allowed. 


BIBEE, THOMAS,—Cocke Co., Tenn., March 1, 1834: aged 
“about 100 years”; b. in Goochland Co., Va., and moved to Amherst 
Co. before the Revolution where he vol. Feb., 1776 under Capt. 
Higginbotham and marched to Charleston, 8. C., to aid in repelling 
the British who were then about to invade that State. The declarant 
marched under Capt. Higginbotham in a southerly direction, crossed 
Fluvanna River in Va., Pedee River in N. C. & Santee River in 
S. C. and joimed the American Army under Gen. Lee and served 
five months under Capt. Higginbotham guarding the City of 
Charleston until the British Fleet and Army withdrew from before 
the City, having failed in the attack made upon the Fort on Sul- 
livans Island. Gen. Moultrie commanded the Fort on the Island 
and successfully resisted the attack of the British. Gen. Lee com- 
manded the Troops on the mainland. In the month of July, 1776, 
declarant received a written discharge from his captain in the City 
of Charleston and returned home to Amherst, which discharge he 
has since lost. He served 5 mos. for which he never received any 
pay. Feb., 1779, vol. for 6 mos. under Capt. Reid, marched to Charles- 
ton, S. C., and joined Gen. Lincoln near Charleston—attached to 
Gen. Morgan’s Va. Brig.—Col. Washington—Gens. Moultrie & 
Armstrong. In the attack upon the British under Col. Maitland at 
Stono. “A considerable number of our men being killed.” Dis- 
charged Aug., 1779, Charleston, S. C. Shortly after returning home 
enlisted as substitute for one Johnson & marched South; served 
under Gen. Lincoln until just before taking of Charleston by the 
British; discharged March, 1780 & returned home. Before the 
termination of the Revolution he was excused from Military duty 
on account of his age. Moved to N. C. on the Yadkin River, thence 
to Burke Co., then Rutherford Co., thence to Buncombe Co., then 
removed to Cocke Co., Tenn., where he lives with his step-son. His 
claim was allowed. 


BLAINE, GEORGE,—Nelson Co., Va., March 26, 1851: Rachel 
Blaine, aged 78, widow of George Blaine who died May, 1817, ap- 
plied for a pension which was due on account of his service in the 
Revolutionary War. He was enlisted by Capt. Jacob Brown re- 
cruiting officer in Amherst Co., and served 18 mos. in the South; 
battles of King’s Mt., Cowpens, Guilford Court House, and in a 
campaign near Jamestown, Va. M.L.B. Amherst Co., Va., March 
3, 1790: George Blaine, widower & Kles Steven Rachel Masters, 
spinster. The claim was not allowed as she failed to furnish proof 
of the alleged service of George Blaine as required by the pension 
law under which she applied. 
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BLAIR, ALLEN,—Amherst Co., Va., Oct. 15, 1833: b. near 
Rockfish Gap (now Nelson Co.) July 8, 1754; drafted under Capt. 
Young Landrum, but engaged William Bowman as a substitute ; 
in 1781, on Guilford Expedition under Capt. Young Landrum ;°° 
there saw Gen. Edward Stevens badly wounded. Capt. William 
Turner was Orderly Sergt. on this expedition; again drafted July, 
1781, under Capt. John Loving & marched to Williamsburg. Capt. 
Turner testified he served as Sergt. and Blair as private in Capt. 
Landrum’s Co. on the Guilford Expedition. Claim was allowed. 
He d. April 23, 1835. Mary Ann (Staples) Blair, soldier’s widow, 
testified Amherst, Aug. 21, 1838, aged 76, that they were m. Dec. 
22, 1778. A son, John S. Blair, was living in Lynchburg, Va., in 
1838. 


BOND, RICHARD,—Franklin Co., Ga., Sept. 10, 1832; aged 
69: private, 1777, under Capt. David Shelton & Col. Richardson 
at Albemarle Barracks; drafted 1779, Orderly Sergt. & marched 
under Capt. Higginbotham to the mouth of Gillie’s Creek below 
Richmond & discharged ; drafted 1780, under Capt. Higginbotham 
as Orderly Sergt. & marched to New Glasgow in Lower Amherst ; 
served 3 mos. & discharged. Substitute for his father, Nathan 
Bond, 1781, under Capt. James Franklin, Maj. Gabriel Penn & 
Col. Rose on Guilford Expedition. “At Guilford there was a dis- 
pute as to who should command, and with Gen. Greene’s permission, 
we chose Capt. James Dillard, of Col. Lynch’s Regt.” Afterwards 
served a tour in the infantry riflemen attached to Washington’s 
Light Horse. Placed on Pension Roll, July 30, 1833. 


Richard Bond, Cobb Co., Ga., Nov. 3, 1851, applied for a pen- 
sion for the heirs of his father, Richard Bond, who d. Jan. 31, 
1837. His mother, Susannah Bond, d. Nov. 6, 1843. They were m. 
in Amherst Co., Va., 1783, and left the following children: Sarah 
Crider (widow of John Crider) b. Feb. 28, 1784; Richard Bond, b. 
Dec. 6, 1788; Sophia Hendricks, formerly Sophia Bond, b. 1793; 
Frances Santin, formerly Frances Bond, b. 1794; Lindsey Bond, 
b. Feb. 28, 1801. Following is from an almost illegible Bible 
Record: Permele Bond, b. May 22, 1786; Elizabeth Bond, b. Feb. 
1 LoL, 


BOWLING, EDWARD,—Clarke Co., Ga., Nov. 21, 1832: b. 
St. Mary’s Co., Md., Aug. 25, 1744; moved to Amherst Co., Va., 
where he entered the service in three separate tours of 6 months; 


“Feb. 27, 1781. Capt. Landrum with about 30 men, who had been at 
the mouth of Tye River, from Friday last, marched by my home on their 
way to join Gen. Greene to the Southward. The remainder of the lower 
Battalion were ordered to Stovall’s Ferry, at least 50 miles out of their 
way, to Moore’s Ordinary in Prince Edward, where they were ordered to 
Rendez-vous. Strange orders and conduct when the enemy are almost at 
our doors.” William Cabell’s Diary, The Cabelis € Their Kin, p. 113. 
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vol. as Sergt. in Capt. Richard Ballenger’s Co. of Infantry & was 
at the battle of Guilford Court House. In Siege of York under 
the command of Gen. Washington. Some years after the Revolution 
he moved to Clarke Co., Ga. Thomas Simonton & John Gardner, 
of Clarke Co., testified James Bransford, an old and respectable 
citizen formerly living in same county, said he knew Edward Bowl- 
ing in the Revolution ; that Bowling gave Bransford his spoon, tray 
& Sifter when he quit the Army at Little York. Allowance ended 
March 4, 1833. 


BOWLING, JAMES, Sr.,—Amherst Co., Va., Aug. 20, 1832: 
b. St. Mary’s Co., Md., 1752; enlisted in Amherst fall of 1775, 
under Capt. William Fontaine, 2nd Va. Regt., Col. Woodford, Lt.- 
Col. Charles Scott, Maj. Hardiman, 1st Lt. John Marks, 2nd Lt. 
Thomas Hughes of Augusta Co., Ensign Robertson of Augusta 
Co. The company was raised in Amherst, Albemarle, Augusta and 
Buckingham ; was at battle of Great Bridge, Dec. 9, 1775, when 
Lord Dunmore was defeated. We pursued the retreating army and 
took possession of Norfolk after compelling Lord Dunmore and his 
troops to evacuate and take shelter on their shipping. While we 
were in Norfolk the enemy set fire to the Town, partly destroying 
it. We remained in Norfolk during the winter, and burnt the re- 
maining part as we were leaving, in order to render it useless for 
the enemy. Discharged, Williamsburg, April or May, 1776. Served 
at Albemarle Barracks under Capt. William Thurmond & at York 
Town under Col. Meriwether. Placed on Pension Roll Oct. 26, 
1832; d. March 12, 1836. Letty M. Bowling, widow of James 
Bowling, aged 76, applied Amherst, Sept. 4, 1838. They were mar- 
ried April 7, 1777, by Rev. Kemp. The banns were published in 
the different churches of Amherst Co., as the law required: Pedlar, 
Maple Run & Keys Church. All the records of the churches have 
been destroyed. Bible Record: James Bowling and Letty More 
Gillaspie were married April 7th 1777. 

Dec. 17, 1838, Samuel M. Garland, Clerk of Amherst Co. testi- 
fied that they were married April 7, 177?—after third publishing 
of the banns without license from the Clerk, or marriage bond—a 
mode of celebrating the rites of matrimony then & now lawful 
in Virginia. 

BOWMAN, JOHN,—Roane Co., Tenn., Oct. 21, 1822, aged 70: 
b. in Amherst Co., Va., where he enlisted March, 1777, in Capt. 
Clough Shelton’s Co., Col. Edw. Stevens’ Regt., Gen. Scott’s Brig. ; 
in battle of Germantown; from there to winter quarters at Valley 
Forge, and while there was on duty at a village called Penny packd 
and in a scrimmage with the British he and 14 others were taken 
prisoners & carried to Philadelphia & then to New York, and was 
a prisoner of war when the battle happened at Monmouth. Shortly 
afterwards exchanged & joined my Regt. at Brunswick. At battle 
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of Stony Point and continued a private soldier in 10th Va. Regt. 
for 3 years; discharged at Burlington by Lt. James Dillard, Capt. 
Clough Shelton & Col. Ed. Stevens. His family consisted of him- 
self, wife, Barsheba, aged 60, son Lewis, aged 19, and dau. Sally, 
aged 24. He died May 25, 1841. His widow, Barsheba (Hooper) 
Bowman, applied Oct. 2, 1843. They were married 1785. Both 
pensions were allowed. She died 1860. 


BROWN, JOHN,—Shelby Co., Ky., July 11, 1853, Nancy 
(Glenn) Brown, aged 81, widow of John Brown, applied, stating 
on account of disability resulting from a wound in the elbow, which 
was shot to pieces in the battle of Saratoga, her husband was pen- 
sioned from Dec. 1, 1811, while residing in Woodford Co., Ky., 
where he died Aug. 20, 1822, and refers to his application in Wash- 
ington for particulars. They were married in Woodford Co., Ky., 
March 23, 1806, by Rev. Isaac Crutcher. Issue: George, Lucinda, 
Nancy, Maurice, Joshua and Sydney Scott Brown. John Brown's 
pension papers could not be found on file, although he had received 
a pension, and as all the soldiers with whom he had served were 
dead, his widow tells what she remembers he stated in his lifetime: 
“While a resident of Amherst Co., Va., he entered service as a 
private in the Virginia troops soon after the battle of Lexington. 
He was in the battle of Bunker Hill, marched to Canada, was at 
the storming of Quebec, spent the winter there, after which he re- 
turned to the Main Army under Washington and was placed in a 
company of picked men as Sergt. under Morgan. While serving in 
line of duty in the fall of 1777, was in the battle of Saratoga in 
which he was shot in the elbow. Feb. 21, 1854, Mrs. Susannah 
Waugh, born in Amherst Co., Va., 1761, wife of George Waugh, an 
old settler of Gallia Co., Ohio, testified her brother, John Brown, 
left Amherst with three of his brothers and after more than two 
years service returned home wounded. Anderson Brown, Marion 
Co., Mo., July 18, 1854, aged 63, testified he was the son of John 
Brown and his first wife whom he married January, 1778. His 
mother d. 1805, and his father then married Nancy, widow ot 
Tyra Glenn; her maiden name was Cloak. His father was Sergt. 
in Daniel Morgan’s Riflemen, and was shot through his left elbow 
during the first day’s battle near Saratoga, a short time before the 
surrender of the British General Burgoyne and his army. He was 
in the hospital for some time and when able to travel returned 
home. His father drew a pension allowed disabled soldiers. The 
widow’s claim was not allowed as she failed to furnish proof of six 
months service. On her application, April 12, 1855, for bounty 
land, also, which was due on account of the Revolutionary War 
Service of her husband, she was allowed 160 acres on Warrant No. 
30702, under Act of March 3, 1855. 
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BROWN, STARK,—Walton Co., Ga., Aug. 20, 1832: b. July 
6, 1756; enlisted March 1, 1776, Capt. Samuel Cabell, Col. Mor- 
decai Buckner’s 6th Va. Regt., Gen. Lee. Marched to Williams- 
burg, thence to Gwynn Island. Returned to Williamsburg, marched 
north and joined Gen. Washington and was in the battle of Tren- 
ton and Princeton. Inoculated for smallpox, and when fit for duty 
joined Gen. Washington at Middlebrook. Detached, June 10, 1777, 
from the main army and placed under command of Col. Daniel 
Morgan, Lt.-Col. Butler, Major Morris, Capt. Cabell, as one of the 
Regt. of Riflemen. Marched to King’s Ferry upon the Hudson and 
sailed up the Hudson to Albany; marched to Stillwater and was in 
the engagement with Gen. Burgoyne; thence marched in pursuit . 
of sd. Burgoyne to Saratoga, where the enemy surrendered, Oct. 
17, 1777; marched to Albany and by land to Trenton, and Col. 
Morgan’s Regt. of Riflemen was stationed upon the line until Gen. 
Washington built his huts at Valley Forge; deponent was then 
quartered at a village called Whitehorse, about 24 miles from Phila- 
delphia, where he was discharged, March, 1778. Cert. of Pension 
issued Jan. 2, 1833. 

Dosha Wood, Henry Co., Tenn., Sept. 8, 1846, aged 66, ap- 
plied as only living heir of Stark Brown, who d. Feb. 5, 1840, in 
Walton Co., Ga. Her father served as Orderly Sergt. She m. at 
the age of 19, James Wood, who is now dead. Her sister Matilda 
m. John Stokes—both now dead. Her brother, Meredith, died 18 
years ago. Stark Brown m. Tabitha Reynolds, May 8, 1779. 

Note: September Court, Amherst Co., 1782. 

Order to summon James Gatewood, Guardian of Stark Brown, 
orphan of William Brown, decd. (of Essex Co., Va.) to Render 
an Account of sd. Orphan’s Estate Dismissed. 


BRIANT, JOHN,—Lincoln Co., Ky., Aug. 10, 1818: enlisted 
under Capt. Jesse Allen as Sergt. “for as long as the prisoners re- 
mained at the Barracks.” Served nearly three years in the Regt. 
commanded by Col. Francis Taylor. John Warren testified he saw 
him in service at the Barracks. Sept. 19, 1820, John Briant, aged 
69, appeared in Garrard Co., Ky., Court and declared he was a 
single man, and the same John Briant who was pensioned Aug., 
1818 in Lincoln Co., Ky. 


BRIANT, ZACHARIAH,—Daviess Co., Ky., Oct. 11, 1832, 
aged 67: enlisted Feb. 17, 1779, in Regt. Va. State Troops under 
Capt. Jesse Allen, Col. Francis Taylor, & was in service at Albe- 
marle Barracks until 1781, guarding British prisoners; marched to 
Winchester with them and returned to the Barracks & discharged ; 
two years service. Substituted then for James Stewart, Militia man 
drafted to go to the Siege of York and was enlisted in New Kent 
Co. for during the War by Capt. Meeky, of Albemarle or Louisa 
Co., and was a regular soldier under furlough at the cessation of 
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hostilities. John Briant, now dead, was a fellow soldier at the Bar- 
racks. William Carter, of same county, was a fellow-soldier, 1779- 
1780. Raised in Amherst Co., Va.; removed in 1800 to Mercer Co., 
Ky., then to Washington Co. until 1818, then removed to Daviess 
Co. Feb. 25, 1837, Zachariah Briant, Spencer Co., Ind., made oath 
that he was the same person who was pensioned in Daviess Co., Ky., 
at $80 per annum, under Act of June 7, 1832, and desired to have 
his Certificate transferred to Indiana, as most of his family resided 
there. 


BURFORT, TANDY,—Powhatan Co., Va., Aug. 15, 1832: b. 
Goochland Co., 1761; drafted Amherst, 1778, marched under Capt. 
John Trent against the Indians on Holston; took fever after 6 
weeks and furloughed ; again drafted under Capt. Nicholas Cabell 
& served around Richmond. Rejected. 


CABELL, COL. NICHOLAS,—Nelson Co., Va., Feb. 3, 1855, 
Col. Edward A. Cabell testified “a trunk of old papers belonging to 
the late Judge Cabell was sent up from Richmond to his brother 
Joseph, who turned them over to me for examination. I found a 
number which go to show that my grandfather, Col. Nicholas 
Cabell, rendered military service during the Revolution, which 
should entitle his descendants to further compensation from the 
Government. It appears from them, that in the year 1775-6, he 
raised 2 companies of minute-men, the first perhaps as a volunteer 
Recruiting Officer, the second certainly by appointment—that he 
marched with the latter company to Manchester, Jamestown & 
Williamsburg; & that his company didn’t return until late in the 
month of September.” Joseph C. Cabell, only living child of Col. 
Nicholas Cabell, authorized his nephew, Nathaniel Francis Cabell, 
to act as his agent to collect & apply papers for the Pension Declara- 
tion. Family Record in possession of Joseph C. Cabell: “Nicholas 
Cabell, 4th son of Dr. William & Elizabeth Cabell, b. Oct. 29, 1750; 
m. Hannah, dau. of Col. George Carrington, April 16, 1772; d. 
Aug. 18, 1803. Mrs. Hannah Cabell d. Aug 7, 1817, aged 67.” 
N. Francis Cabell testified Col. Nicholas Cabell left six children. 
He sent the following proof of his service: Sept. Court, 1780. Copy 
of the Court record stating he served as Capt. of minute-men. Ex- 
tract from a letter of Col. William Cabell, Sr., addressed to Col. 
Hugh Rose, Aug. 1, 1780: “N. Cabell early in the present dispute 
was appointed Capt. of a Minute Company in which capacity he 
was called into service for some considerable time, after which he 
had an appointment by the General Assembly of Lt.-Col. in State 
service, but as the Regt. was not raised he was not called for duty, 
& it is not long since that he was recommended by our Court as a 
proper person to be Colonel of the Militia, in which character he 
has since acted & as far as I have been informed with the approba- 
tion of the people.” 
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CAMPBELL, ANTHONY,—Russell Parish, Bedford Co., Va., 
Jan. 28, 1833: b. Caroline Co., Va., Feb. 6, 1761; enlisted Amherst 
Co. Aug., 1779, as private under Capt. Reuben Jordan, Lt. Roger 
Shackleford, Col. Taylor, Albemarle Barracks. Drafted Jan. 10, 
1781, Capt. Richard Ballinger, Lt. Thomas Jones, Ensign John 
Matthews. When Tarleton came to Charlottesville, summer of 1781, 
was drafted July 4, and marched to Williamsburg, joined Gen. 
Stevens; field officers, Col. John Pope, Major William Cabell, Capt. 
Diggs, Lt. Charles Eads, Ensign Barnett. When he returned home 
was placed in Col. Meriwether’s Regt., Hardeman, Major, and was 
In an engagement under Gen. Stevens at James Town. Discharged 
by Col. Peter Rose in Amherst. Removed to Bedford, 1790. Dec. 
24, 1832, James Cottrel, aged 80, Bedford, Va., testified he served a 
tour Jan., 1781, under Capt. Richard Ballinger with Campbell. 
Claim allowed. 


CAMPBELL, HENRY,—Nelson Co., Va., Nov. 30, 1832: b. 
in Amherst, Feb., 1764, in the part which became Nelson; 1781, on 
Guilford Expedition, under Capt. James Dillard. At Siege of York 
Town under Capt. John Loving, Gen. Lawson and Col. Richeson ; 
John Campbell was a fellow soldier on this 4 mos. tour. Sarah 
Campbell, same place, applied Oct. 31, 1839, widow of pensioner, 
who d. Jan. 18, 1835, testified they were m. May 19, 1786, by Rev. 
Benjamin Coleman. 


CAMPBELL, JOHN,—Amherst Co., Va., June 18, 1833: b. 
Albemarle Co., 1750; removed to Amherst when a boy where he 
has lived ever since. Private, 1781, Capt. James Dillard’s Co., on 
Guilford Expedition; Henry Campbell was a fellow soldier. Placed 
on Pension Roll Sept. 6, 1833. His widow, Frances Campbell, ap- 
plied Oct. 18, 1841, aged 80. Benjamin Campbell & William 
Wright, his neighbors, stated he d. Jan. 29, 1838, and his son, 
Wyatt Campbell, testified there was no other record of his father’s 
death. Wilham Tucker, aged 63, testified he went to school with 
their children, Betsey & Nancy, previous to his moving to Powhatan 
Co. in 1796, 


CAMPBELL, LAWRENCE,—Green Co., Ky., Sept. 17, 1832: 
b. Nov., 1763; drafted Amherst Co., Va., 6 mos. as private in Capt. 
George Penn’s Co., Col. Scott’s Regt., to guard County Stores at 
Charlottesville. His neighbors, Col. Wiliam Barnett, Carter Hub- 
bard & Armstrong Kerr, testified to his character and service in 
the Revolutionary War. Placed on Pension Roll April 12, 1833. 


CARPENTER, BENJAMIN,—Schuyler Co., Ill., Sept. 3, 1832, 
age 78: enlisted Amherst Co., Va., May, 1776, Sergt. under Capt. 
Joseph Cabell, Lt. Nicholas Cabell, Ensign Nathan Crawford, Col. 
Mason’s Regt. Was in engagement at Long Bridge, on York River, 
in which Capt. Fordyce, the British commander, was killed. Second 
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tour under Capt. James Higginbotham, Lt. Samuel Higginbotham** 
& Ensign James Pamplin, Col. Mason; third tour, under Capt. Win. 
Harris, Lt. Charles Eads, Ensign Tilman Walton, stationed at Four 
Mile Run, on James River; later in Richmond guarding prisoners 
taken at battle of King’s Mountain; fourth tour, under Capt. James 
Montgomery, Lt. Tilman Walton & Ensign Robt. Montgomery. 
The company joined Gen. Lafayette about the first of June at Deep 
Run Church, Va., and continued with the army until Cornwallis 
was taken at York Town, and was present at the surrender. In 
1790, removed to Tenn. & later to Illinois. Placed on Pension Roll, 
Oct. 9, 1833. 


CARPENTER, WILLIAM,—Wayne Co., Ky., Aug. 28, 1832: 
b. Rockfish River, Amherst Co., Va., March 19, 1761, where he vol. 
as private to guard prisoners at Albemarle Barracks; drafted, 1780, 
under Capt. William Harris, Lt. Wm. Montgomery,—‘“we met at 
one old Mr. Joplin’s, on Rockfish River, and marched to Richmond, 
and acted, I think, under Col. Aaron or Joseph Higginbotham. Was 
in no engagements, but kept guard up and down James River, 
Malbon Hills & Hickory Neck Church; discharged at Richmond 
by our Captain and each man had his expenses home.” Drafted 
after Christmas in Capt. Tilman Walton’s Co.; marched against 
Cornwallis & Tarleton under Gen. Wayne & Gen. Lafayette “where 
I first saw him.” The army split into several large detachments, 
some marching towards Norfolk and some up the River. Cornwallis 
marched over Chickahominy Bridge & tore it up and camped a 
while in Half Mile of James River; 250 with our company, were 
ordered to repair the bridge, which we did, and just as we had 
finished and were cleaning the mud off of our breeches, Gen. Wayne, 
with 4000 men, as I understood, passed in pursuit of Cornwallis & 
marched up the hill & fired upon the enemy. We were commanded 
to guard and keep the bridge, which we did. After a hard battle 
with Cornwallis, Gen. Wayne retreated back over the bridge and in 
the rear of them, Tarleton, with his Light Horse and with Horns 
blowing, came up. Under command of Capt. Walton, we fired our 
Rifles and kept them off Wayne’s Army, and they retreated, Col. 
Tarleton having two horses shot from under him, as we heard. We 
then retreated about three or four miles back to the Army. Shortly 
afterwards, Cornwallis & Tarleton marched to Little York, where 
we were commanded to march, & endeavored to keep them there. 


“Sept. 18, 1777. “Mr. Samuel Higginbotham having produced the Treas- 
urers Receipt for One hundred & thirty Six pounds sixteen Shillings 
returned by him & also two bonds of Lieutenant David Bellews for fifty 
pounds each, being in full for so much advanced by the Board to the 
County Lieutenant of Amherst for the purpose of recruiting Men for the 
Service of this State; it is ordered that the said Mr. Higginbothams Bond, 
which he gave to the aforesaid County Lieut. be Cancelled.” Journals of 
the Council of the State of Virginia, 1, 492. 
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Shortly afterwards I was taken sick & lay 18 days out of my senses 
in the Hospital. When able to travel, with the balance of the sick 
was ordered home—many died on the Road. After the Siege of 
York, our Captain said we had done our duty and we were dis- 
charged. Removed to Knox Co., Tenn., 1806, where he lived 18 or 
19 years, and then to Wayne Co., where he was inscribed on the 
Ky. Pension Roll, March 1, 1831. He d. Sept. 14, 1835, in Adair 
Co., Ky., and his widow, Mary Carpenter, applied Sept. 24, 1840, 
aged 73; they were m. in Augusta Co., Va., Jan. 9, 1786. Mrs. Hliza- 
beth Luttrell, Knox Co., Tenn., Sept. 24, 1843, aged 70, widow of 
William Luttrell, formerly of Amherst Co., Va., whence they moved 
30 years ago, testified she was present when Parson Brown married 
Mary or Polly Strickling & William Carpenter. Mary Carpenter 
d. Oct. 20, 1846, and Dec. 16, 1857, Mary, wife of McFarlane 
Canterberry, aged 56, of Adair Co., Ky., applied, stating that Re- 
becca Pratt, Susan Ore, Nancy Money & deponent were the only 
surviving children of William & Mary Carpenter. Claim was re- 
jected for lack of proof of the marriage. 

CARTER, WILLIAM,—Ohio Co., Ky., Nov. 5, 1832: b. Aug. 
21, 1760, in what is now Amherst Co., Va.; entered service after 
Burgoyne’s defeat as a substitute under Capt. Philip Thurmond, 
Lt. Joseph Edwards, to guard prisoners at Albemarle Barracks, 
under Col. Francis Taylor. Substituted for 3 mos., Aug., 1779, 
under Capt. John Christian, Lt. James Ware & Hnsign Travis 
Chambers; 1780, drafted under Capt. Richard Taliaferro, was crip- 
pled in the knee and furloughed. After returning to Amherst, said 
Captain raised a vol. company and he enlisted. Drafted Feb., 1781, 
under Capt. James Dillard, marched in company with Capt. James 
Franklin (there being two companies from Amherst) to join Col. 
Gabriel Penn and Col. Hugh Rose, at Stovall’s Ferry, on the James 
River, where they rendezvoused. Arrived at Guilford day after the 
battle & was attached to Col. Buford’s Rifle Regt. with 10 or 12 
others of his company. He was taken sick with pleurisy, furloughed 
and returned home. He passed Gen. Greene’s Army and was ord- 
ered to take a waggon and aided to Surry Town on Dan River, 
where he was in a hospital a few days. Same year marched against 
Cornwallis under Capt. Samuel Higginbotham, south side of James 
River to Carter’s Ferry, crossed over®* and marched to New Kent 
Co., where they halted and were joined by other troops. Enlisted 
here under Capt. Meeky for during the war, consequently fur- 
loughed for 90 days. Returned home and made preparations for 
service during the war, but before the time expired, Cornwallis sur- 


April 29, 1782. Claim of John Woodson (Carter’s Ferry) for £1-7-3 
for ferriage 80 men, 9 horses & 2 waggons and teams under command of 
Capt. Saml. Higginbotham, in Continental service, on their way to join 
the Army under Major-General Marquis De La Fayette, 6 Aug. 1781. 
Cumberland Co., Va., Order Book, p. 212. 
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rendered. He removed in 1802, to Carter Co., Tenn., and in the 
fall to Washington Co., Ky.; in 1805, to Ohio Co., Ky., where he 
died Oct. 14, 1842. Sarah (Williams) Carter, pensioner’s widow, 
applied Dec. 13, 1853, aged 74. They were m. in Breckenridge Co., 
Ky., about Jan. 15, 1809, by Rev. Walls, a Methodist Minister. She 
applied from the same county, April 5, 1859, for Bounty Land, 
under the Act of Feb. 3, 1853, which was allowed. 


CARTWRIGHT, JUSTINIAN, or J ESSE,—Caldwell Co., 
Ky., April 27, 1819: b. Feb. 22, 1752; enlisted Feb. 26, 1776, as 
Sergt. in Capt. Samuel J. Cabell’s Co. of Riflemen, Col. Buckner’s 
Va. Regt. Contl. Troops. May following, by order of Gen. Charles 
Lee, transferred to Capt. James Innes’ Co., Col. Harrison’s Artillery 
Regt., was in the battle of Monmouth and many skirmishes. In 
1780 or ’81, he became impaired in health and furnished a sub- 
stitute at the enormous sum of $500, equal to silver, on which he 
was discharged by Gen. Charles Scott. On moving to Ky., 1782, 
left discharge with Hon. John Marshall, now Chief Justice of the 
Federal Court. Placed on Pension Roll, June 5, 1819; d. Dec. 
27, 1832. 

Nov. 17, 1846, James A. Cartwright, Caldwell Co., Keyspan 
order to secure a pension for the heirs, testified that his father en- 
listed under Capt. Samuel Cabell, of Morgan’s Va. Rifle Corps, on 
Contl. Estabmt. & was transferred to Capt. James Innes’ company 
& was engaged in the battle of Monmouth. Discharged Dec. 28, 
1780. His father married in 1777, Frances Gillaspie who d. the 
latter part of 1818. He left the following children: James A., 
Nancy S., Henry L., Winnefred, Sally m. Leonard Brown, residents 
of Caldwell Co., Ky., Polly M. m. Elisha Thurman, Livingston Co., 
Ky., Bennett G., Levin L., residing in Mississippi, Justinian, Ter- 
resa m. Tutt Brown. 


CARTWRIGHT, PETER,—Sangamon Co., Ill., Nov. 19, 1852, 
Rev. Peter Cartwright,® son and only surviving child of Peter and 


“This was the celebrated Peter Cartwright “the Backwoods preacher.” 
He was an original character of whom many anecdotes are told. In 1846 
he ran for Congress, his opponent being Abraham Lincoln. “It is related 
that during this campaign, Lincoln made a speech in a town where Cart- 
wright had an appointment to preach in the evening, and that Lincoln 
attended the service at night, sitting in the rear of the room. At the 
close of the sermon, Cartwright called upon all who expected to go to 
Heaven to rise, and all rose except Lincoln. Then Cartwright, following 
the well-known evangelistic method of the period, asked all who expected 
to go to hell to rise. Still Lincoln remained seated. Cartwright never 
hesitated to be personal in his applications and appeals. He leaned across 
the pulpit and said, ‘I have asked all who expect to go to Heaven to rise, 
and all who expect to go to hell to rise; and now I should like to inquire, 
where does Mr. Lincoln expect to go?’ Lincoln rose, Saying that he had 
not expected to participate in the service otherwise than by his presence, 
but since Mr. Cartwright insisted on knowing where he expected to go, 
he would answer, ‘I expect to go to Congress.’” Barton’s The Life of 
Abraham Lincoln, 1, 277-278. 
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Christian Cartwright, testified his father d. in Caldwell Co., Ky., 
1809 or 710; entered service from Amherst Co., Va., about the year 
1777 or 778. He heard his father say he was in the battle of Brandy- 
wine, where he lost two brothers, and that he married, Feb. 27, 
1787, Christian Garvin, in Amherst Co. They moved to Kentucky 
in 1791. Shortly afterwards their home burned, and the Family 
Bible was destroyed. They had the following children: Rosanna, 
Peter and Polly Cartwright, all dead except deponent. Mother d. 
in Caldwell Co., Ky., Dec. 23, 1838. Neither parent ever applied 
for a pension. Oct. 18, 1852, Mrs. Sophia Wilcox & John Rucker 
testified Peter Cartwright was the son of Peter Cartwright, the 
Revolutionary soldier and his wife, Christian Garvin; their other 
children, Rosanna Vineyard & Polly Pentecost, and his widow, 
Christian Cartwright, being dead. 


CASH, BARTLETT*,—Amherst Co., Va., Oct. 15, 1832: b. 
Albemarle Co., Dec. 18, 1757; vol. in 1776, served 3 mos. in Capt. 
John Sale’s Co., Lt. James Franklin, Col. Christian’s Va. Regt., 
marched to the western frontiers of Virginia to protect the country 
from the depredations of the Cherokee Indians; 1781 on Guilford 
Expedition under Capt. James Franklin, where he was placed in 
Capt. Young Landrum’s Co., Col. John Holcombe’s Va. Regt. Ben- 
jamin Higginbotham stated he was raised in same county and 
neighborhood and knew his statement to be true. Claim was al- 
lowed. He d. April 11, 1835. Soldier’s widow, Elizabeth, was al- 
lowed a pension on her application executed Oct. 11, 1841, while 
residing in Amherst Co., Va.

Elizabeth Cash, his wife, was born Jan. 15, 1764. Bartlett

CASH, JOHN,—Henry Co., Ga., Nov. —, 1832: b. Albemarle 
Co., Va., April 5, 1757; entered service under Capt. John Sale, Lt. 
James Franklin, Ensign Jesse Allen; on Cherokee Expedition ; 
marched by Big Lick, Botetourt Co., English Ferry on New River 
to the Holston River about the Long Islands, where the country 
generally had been scared by large forces of Indians. We formed 
what was called a Ranging or Scouting party. There was a skirmish 
at Fort Chissell and we were in severe engagements; burned the 
Indian towns and drove the scattered Indians away. On returning 
home after 3 mos. tour, deponent and his brother Peter marched 
under Capt. James Pamplin, 1 mo. tour Albemarle Barracks. Col. 
Taylor was in command of the garrison. Again deponent served 
in second division (they were counted minute-men) under Capt. 
Samuel Higginbotham, Lt. James Ware, Ensign Joseph Staples— 
privates, John Giles, William Giles & Joseph Giles (three brothers), 
William Venison, William Tyra, Dick McCary—marched through 
Albemarle, Fluvanna & Goochland counties to Richmond and took 
charge of the artillery. Capt. John Barnett’s Co. from the Lower 
Battalion of Amherst accompanied Capt. Higginbotham’s Co. to 
Richmond ; thence marched to Petersburg. Higginbotham’s Co. re- 
mained in Richmond until the expiration of the tour and were dis- 
charged by company. Next tour under Capt. James Pamplin, 
joined Gen. Lawson at Ground Squirrel Bridge, was in hearing of 
the firing of the battle of James Town; night after the battle we 
marched by Moonshine to the battle-ground, were fired upon and 
retreated past Hickory Neck Church, where wounded persons were 
receiving aid. From there to Malbon Hills, Richmond & New 
Castle, upon Pamunkey River, where we met Col. Samuel Cabell 
lately exchanged from British confinement. Before they got to 
James Town, the Army prepared for battle at Big Springs, Mc- 
Neece, the officer who commanded the proportion to which he & 
his brother Peter belonged, slipped off home to Amherst, which 
gave the parade field the name of “McNeece’s field.” About this 
time Gen. Lawson, for some misconduct, was deprived of his sword 
& his command given to Gen. Stevens. There was a suspicion 
against Gen. Lawson that he held back from the battle; he did lie 
by during the day & march the whole night in confusion. From 
New Castle deponent was marched towards York. A relief from 
Amherst overtook them at Prickly Pair old field, where he was dis- 
charged with others Aug. 14th immediately preceding the capture 
of Cornwallis. Fellow soldiers: Bartlett Cash, Howard Cash (now 
living in Habersham Co., Ga.), Joseph Bond, John Smith, James 
Ware, decd., Edmund Hodges & David Ballew.

They lived seven years in Amherst, moved to Bedford Co., Va., then 
to Hlbert Co., Ga., about 1802, where the Family Bible was de- 
stroyed when their house burnt. March 16, 1853, Nancy Cash, of 
Spalding Co., Ga., aged 61, James Cash, b. Nov. 6, 1784 & Mary 
Cash, aged 52, testified their mother d. Jan. 23, 1848 ; their brother, 
George Cash, d. Aug. 14, 1848, and Stephen Cash, of Miss., has 
since died and they are the only living heirs. Allowed. 


CASH, PETER,—De Kalb Co., Ga., Nov. 15, 1832: b. Feb. 21, 
_ 1759; enlisted at age of 18 in company with his elder brother, John 
Cash, under Capt. John Christian, Lt. Benjamin Taliaferro, Roger 
Shackleford, Orderly Sergt.; 2nd tour, same year, under Capt. 
Charles Christian, brother to his first captain; 3rd tour, in the 
same division under Capt. Samuel Higginbotham, James Ware, 
Lt., Joseph Staples, Ensign—privates James Gulland, Howard & 
John Cash (deponent’s brothers), etc. (same testimony as John 
Cash). He was taken sick at Malbon Hills and never recovered 
until Christmas after Cornwallis surrendered. Dr. John Rose at- 
tended him. Called out under Capt. Daniel Tucker, Henry Bal- 
linger, Lt., John Taliaferro, Ensign, William Taliaferro, Orderly 
Sergt., Gen. Mathews, Commander, against the insurgents of Penn. ; 
three months tour lacking nine days and discharged. After the 
Revolution, lived one year in Rockbridge Co., with Jo, Alexander - 
and one year at widow McDowell’s, mother of Col. James McDowell, 
until April, 1827, removed to Ga. Claim was rejected for lack of 
proof of six months service. 


CASHWELL, HENRY,"'—Amherst Co., Va., Sept. 17, 1832: b. 
Amherst Co., 1757; enlisted fall 1779 as Corpl. under Capt. John 
Sale as guard to British prisoners at Albemarle Barracks; enlisted 
Feb., 1781 as Orderly Sergt. marched under Capt. James Franklin, 
arriving at Guilford day after the battle. Capt. Franklin resigned 
and Capt. Young Landrum, of Col. John Holcombe’s Regt., Law- 
son’s Brig., took command; discharged at Deep River, N. C. 1781, 
Orderly Sergt. under Col. Hugh Rose, escorting from Amherst C. 
H. a small body of British prisoners and delivering them on board 
a British vessel in James River below James Town. Benjamin Hig- 
ginbotham, William Hartless, William Lavender and William Cash- 
well testified they were with Henry Cashwell on the Guilford Ex- 
pedition. His claim was allowed.

b. Feb., 1762; private, 1779, under Capt. David Woodroof, marched 
to Albemarle Barracks; vol. 1780, in Capt. John Morrison’s Rifle 
Corps, marched to Richmond and stationed about three miles from 
Petersburg at Long’s Ordinary; here were 1500 men under Gens. 
Lawson & Steuben. In Feb. drafted under Capt. James Franklin 
on Guilford Expedition; reached there in time to hear the guns at 
the battle of Guilford; fellow soldiers: William Hartless, Philip 
Smith & Benjamin Higginbotham. Drafted under Capt. John 
Stewart & was in the Siege of York Town; marched with the pris- 
oners taken in the siege to Winchester Barracks.

Francis Taylor’s Regt.; 18 mos. service & discharged at Albemarle 
Barracks; vol. 1781, in Col. Mathews’ Rifle Regt. & was at the 
Siege of York Town; two years service. His claim was allowed. 


CHEATHAM, JOSIAH,—Nelson Co., Va., March 18, 1839, 
Lucy Cheatham, widow, aged 69, applied stating her husband served 
as private under Capt. Samuel Cabell and Lt. Archer Perkins; 
battle of Saratoga, Buford’s Defeat and Siege of York. They were 
m. Nov. 5, 1786, by Rev. Martin Dawson. He d. Feb. 13, 1813. 
Richard Hare, a fellow soldier at Siege of York, testified Cheatham 
enlisted under Capt. Samuel Cabell at the beginning of the war. 
Her claim was allowed. 


CHILDRESS, ABRAHAM,—Perry Co., Ky., Oct. 17, 1832: 
b. Nov. 15, 1752; enlisted 1777 under Capt. Saml. Cabell; placed 
in the 4th or 5th Regt.; made a cook under Gen. Washington & 
served him as such 18 mos. & was then under Capt. Pamplin and 
Col. Meriwether for 3 years; discharged at Winchester 1 mo. after 
Cornwallis surrendered. Was in the battle of Brandywine and in 
hearing of the guns at Guilford. Stephen Arthur, J. P., Powell Co., 
Ky., testified Nov. 28, 1856, he is applicant for a pension; b. March 
8, 1760, Bedford Co., Va., and raised near Abraham Childress in 
adjoining county. “I was present when most of my acquaintances 
left Liberty. At the same time Abraham Childress marched, went 
William Childres, Moseby Childres, Moses Fleetwood, John Fleet- 
wood, Joseph Vurman & Thomas Arthur. Some time after they left 
the county under Capt. Cabell’s command, I heard of the battle of 
Brandywine & that Moses Childres was shot down by the side of 
his brother. Abraham Childres & William Childres were taken pris- 
oners of War, and William never returned. Abraham Childres re- 
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turned home with the Fleetwoods, my brother being killed. I 
entered service before the battle of Guilford, under Capt. Thomas 
Leftwich, Lt. Walters, 9th Regt. commanded by Col. Trigg.” 

William Childress, Owsley Co., Ky., son of Abraham Childress 
who d. May 6, 1849, in Letcher Co., Ky., declared he left the follow- 
ing heirs: William, Francis, Polly, Dicy, Abraham, Jr., Elizabeth, 
Goldsby & Seley. His mother, Elizabeth Childress, d. Feb. 17, 1833. 
Rejected. 

CHILDRESS, BENJAMIN,—Albemarle Co., Va., Nov. 13, 
1850: b. April 3, 1764; entered service as a private Oct., 1780, 2 
mos. in Capt. Christian’s Co.; 1781 2 mos. & 1 week under Capt. 
James Pamplin; two weeks later was ordered to Yorktown; fur- 
loughed on account of illness by Major Wm. Harris & Col. Hugh 
Rose. Before he recovered the army was disbanded. Samuel Chil- 
dress declared that in 1781 his elder brother, Benjamin Childress, 
was called into service. Rejected as he did not serve six months. 


CHILDERS, HENRY,—Grant Co., Ky., Feb. 11, 1833, aged 
68: b. in Albemarle Co., Va., removed to Ky. 34 or 35 yrs. ago; 
vol. in Amherst Co., Va., and served 3 mos. as private in Capt. 
Samuel Higginbotham’s Co. Next tour substituted for William 
Knight Bowles for 3 mos. as private in Capt. William Tucker’s Co., 
Col. Dabney’s Va. Regt., was in slight skirmish with the British 
near “Half Way House” and was discharged a short time before 
the British entered Yorktown. Placed on Pension Roll Feb. 28, 
1835. 

CHILDRESS, JOHN,—Knox Co., Tenn., Jan. 9, 1833: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va., Dec. 2. 1759; moved to Amherst Co., Va. while 
a child; vol. Aug., 1778, served as private in Capts. Roger Shackle- 
ford’s & Richard Gaffert’s companies, under Col. Broadhead; 
marched through Staunton, Va. & crossed the Allegheny Mts. at 
Braddock’s old trace & crossed the Monongahela River at a place 
called the boat yard; from there the army marched to the Ohio 
River & built Fort McIntosh, which was occupied a few months 
when they crossed the Ohio River to Muskingum River. Discharged 
Feb. 20, 1779, having served 6 mos., enlisted fall 1779, under Capt. 
Richard Woodroof, Col. Taylor’s Va. Regt. Spring of 1781 sub- 
stituted for William Davis in Capt. William Tucker’s Co., marched 
to Malbon Hills. Here our company lay about a week then marched 
to the “Half Way House” between Old Hampton and Little York, 
where we met the main army of militia under Gen. Nelson ; marched 
under Gen. Nelson to Little York where we met the regular army 
under Gen. La Fayette. While we lay at Little York, Gen. La 
Fayette gave them a sham battle and then reviewed their troops. 
Moved to Burke Co., N. C. 1785 or ’86, remained one year, then 
moved to Wilkes Co., N. C., where he resided 7 or 8 years, then to 
Knox Co., Tenn. Placed on Pension Roll May 3, 1833. 
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CLARKE, JOHN,—Washington Co., Ky., Aug. 14, 1834: b. 
Henrico Co., Va., Feb. 27, 1764; enlisted 1780 in Amherst Co., 
Va., as private in Capt. Christian’s Co.; marched under Capt. 
James Dillard and joined Gen. Greene’s Army a few days after the 
battle of Guilford; attached to a division of 500 riflemen command- 
ed by Col. Lynch, who, after the battle, kept in pursuit of Corn- 
wallis, He d. Jan. 25, 1839. Oct. 16, 1845, Ann Clarke, pensioner’s 
widow, applied from same county aged 73. They were m. by Rev. 
John Bailey, May 19, 1791, at the home of her mother, Mrs. Ann 
Whitten, Lincoln Co., Ky. She d. Nov. 25, 1845. 


COFFEE, REUBEN,—Wayne Co., Ky., Aug. 28, 1832: b. Albe- 
marle Co., Va., Sept. 16, 1759. His father moved to Amherst 1764. 
He testified that he vol. under Capt. Moses Guest, Major Winston, 
Col. Benjamin Cleveland & was in the battle of King’s Mountain. 
Moved with his father to Wilkes Co., N. C.; settled in Bucks Co., 
N. C. & after 22 years moved to Wayne Co., Ky. His claim was 
allowed. 


COFFEY, OSBORN,—Casey Co., Ky., Feb. 8, 1830, “aged 
about 71”: enlisted Feb. 14, 1776, under Capt. Samuel J. Cabell, 
Col. Mordecai Buckner’s 6th Va. Regt., Contl. Line; later attached 
to Col. Morgan’s Regt. Discharged Feb. 14, 1778; served as Sergt. 
at battles of Guilford, Hutaw Springs & Camden. William Mont- 
gomery testified Dec. 8, 1829, he was with Coffey under Capt. Sam- 
uel Cabell at Trenton, Princeton & Saratoga (where we took Bur- 
goyne after two hard battles) and White Marsh. They were marched 
home to Amherst by Capts. Rose & Barnett. Served 1 yr. as Sergt. 
under Col. Greene in the South. Coffey has been neighbor to him 
in Ky. since 1797. He d. March 13, 1840, and Polly Coffey, 
pensioner’s widow, applied same place April 8, 1844, aged 83. Ezra 
Morrison, Lincoln Co., Ky., Sept. 2, 1844, aged 88, & Patrick 
Hyght, aged 79, Casey Co., Ky., Nov. 2, 1844, testified they were 
at the marriage of Osborn Coffey & Mary Nightingale, in Amherst 
Co., Va., Feb. 15, 1783. Two children, Lucy & Jesse Coffey, living 
in Middleburg, Ky., Sept., 1844. 


CONNER, DANIEL,—Nelson Co., Va., Oct. 4, 1820, “aged 
about 72”: enlisted Feb., 1776 as private in Capt. Samuel J. Cabell’s 
Co., Contl. Estabmt., Col. Daniel Morgan’s Regt. for 3 years; trans- 
ferred to Capt. John Stokes’s Co. of Infty., Col. Thomas Parke’s 
Regt. Battle of Saratoga under Capt. Cabell & Stony Point under 
Capt. Stokes, Gen. Wayne commanded at last named place. Dis- 
charged, Phila., 1779. He has no children & his aged wife lives 
with her children by a former husband. John De Masters & Charles 
Jones, fellow soldiers, testified Daniel Conner was at the taking of 
Burgoyne at Saratoga. Placed on Pension Roll Jan. 9, 1822; d. 
March 4, 1822. His widow, Mary (Hurt) Conner, applied April 
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30, 1853, aged 80. They were m. in Patrick Co., Va., Aug. 30, 
1785, by Major Brett Stovall, J. P. Her claim was allowed. 


COTRELL, JAMES,—Pikes Co., Ohio, June 9, 1841: b. Oct. 
14, 1748; summer of 1776 private under Capt. Sale to guard de- 
serters from Amherst Court House to Williamsburg; discharged 
after 6 weeks; Sept. 1, 1777 1 mo. under Capt. John Dawson, Col. 
Taylor; Jan., 1781 under Capt. Richard Ballenger, Lt. Thomas 
Jones, John Mathews, Ensign; vol. 1782 under Capt. John Sale. 
Rejected as he failed to furnish proof of six months service. 


CREWS, JOSEPH,—Bedford Co., Va., May 11, 1832, aged 75: 
enlisted 1777, in Capt. Nicholas Cabell’s Rifle Co., Col. Edward 
Carrington, on Contl. Estabmt. Discharged, Jamestown—?2 yrs. 6 
mos. service. In no battles except a scrimmage at Craney Island, 
where he received a ball in his left leg. His family consisted of 
wife & two daus. aged 3 & 7. Placed on Pension Roll, July 28, 1832; 
d. May 26, 1843. His widow, Nancy (Eubank) Crews, applied 
July 31, 1855, aged 66, stating they were m. in Bedford by Rev. 
John Sledd, Jan. 4, 1822. 


CRITTENDEN, RICHARD,—Bartholomew Co., Ind., Nov. 12, 
1832: b. Charles City Co., Va., March 6, 1761; March 15, 1778, 
substituted for his father who was drafted from Amherst Co., Va., 
as private under Capt. James Dillard, Lt. William Martin, Col. 
Patrick Rose; in battle of Guilford Court House. Served 18 mos. 
under Capt. Isaac Parker & Col. Nicholas Cabell in the Virginia 
troops on Cherokee Expedition; battles of Island Ford & Big 
Catawba; Siege of Yorktown under Capt. Charles Christian, Col. 
Bullitt, Gens. Washington & Greene. His last discharge, given him 
by Gen. Washington, was burned in 1789. After the Revolutionary 
War lived 5 years in Botetourt Co., Va.; 1 year in Salem, N. C.; 
9 years in Union Co., 8. C.; 20 years in Ky.; then removed to Ind. 
His claim was allowed. He d. June 22, 1841. His widow, Sally 
Crittenden, applied Oct. 9, 1843, aged 75, stating her husband was 
a leutenant in the Revolution. Martha Le Master, Johnson Co., 
Ind., testified March 7, 1845, Sally, widow of Richard Crittenden, 
was her dau.

In 1775 
enlisted under Capt. Thomas Pinckney, of Charleston, S. C. In 
battles of Stono, Fort Moultrie, Siege of Savannah & Charleston. 
He applied again Aug. 28, 1820, aged 84; 1775 enlisted in Thomas 
Pinckney’s Co., Col. Charles C. Pinckney’s Regt. for 18 mos.; dis- 
charged 1779. In battle of Savannah under Gen. Lincoln, battle 
of Stono & Siege of Charleston taken prisoner, escaped & was 
taken prisoner at Camden & after eight weeks escaped & joined 
Gen. Thomas Sumter & was with him in battle of Hanging Rock, 
& battle of Fishing Creek where he was defeated & the force got 
scattered & he joined Capt. Samuel Richardson’s Co. in Goochland, 
Va., Col. Hopkins’ Regt. to end of War.

James River in order to take the British Prisoners at the Barracks 
in Albemarle Co. & marched to Lynch’s Ferry. After 30 days 
watching for the British and in detachments getting all the water 
crafts several miles up & down the river they were marched back to 
Amherst Court House & discharged. Served 4 mos. at Albemarle 
Barracks & 1 mo. as guard to the British Prisoners when they were 
moved for safety. Discharges were lost when his home burned. 
Moved with his father to Fayette Co., Ky. & lived with him 6 years 
then moved to Wayne Co. Rejected as he failed to prove he served 
six months. 


DICKERSON, THOMAS,—Henry Co., Va., Oct. 29, 1845, 
Jeremia Dickerson, aged 83, widow of Thomas Dickerson who 
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served 2 years under Capt. Samuel Cabell, applied. At the capture 
of the Hessians at Trenton Christmas Day, 1776, and battle of 
Germantown. He moved from Amherst Co. about the close of the 
Revolutionary War to Henry Co., Va., where they were m. Oct. 2, 
1782, by Rev. Guilliiam. He d. Nov. 7, 1806. Oct. 30, 1845, James 
Thomas, Pittsylvania Co., Va., testified he became acquainted with 
Thomas Dickerson at Valley Forge. “He was a tolerable tall man 
and played the fiddle.” He married Jeremia, dau. of Capt. John 
Wells, of Henry Co., Va. Pension was allowed. 


DILLARD, JAMES,*—Amherst Co., Va., April 28, 1809, aged 
53: enlisted from Amherst, Feb., 1776, as a Cadet in Capt. Samuel 
J. Cabell’s Co. of Riflemen, and the same year was appointed Lt. 
in Capt. James Franklin’s Co. of Infantry, belonging to the 10th 
Va. Regt. on Contl. Estabmt. “Owing to Capt. Franklin’s resigna- 
tion in 1777, his command devolved on me, which office I filled for 
six months.” Nov. 28, 1809, Col. Samuel J. Cabell testified that 
“Capt. James Dillard joined my company of Riflemen as a Cadet 
in the month of Feb., 1776, after which he was appointed a Lieut. 
in Capt. James Franklin’s Co. of Infantry belonging to the 10th 
Va. Regt. on Contl. Estabmt. and commanded by Col. Edward 
Stevens and I do further certify that the sd. Capt. Dillard acted as 
Commandant of a Company for several months whilst I was Brigade 
Inspector to the Brigade to which the 10th Va. Regt. was attached.” 

Aug. 15, 1828, Capt. James Dillard applied for a pension due 
him for his service in the Revolutionary War, under the act of 
May 15, 1828 and Dec. 15, 1829 sent additional proof of his service : 


Amherst Court House of Virginia 
15th Dec. 1829. 
Sir, 

Received your favor under date of 27th of November, 
1828, and mark its contents as to its long delay and am much 
surprised when you inform me the Books of the War De- 
partment does not corroborate with my declaration and claim 
under the above Act. It might be expected they would not 
be perfect but did not suppose they would have been so much 
lacking as through your information I believe they are. 

I now say that I know of no cause why they should not 
correspond with my declaration and claim under the above 
Act. 

I should regret very much to think after serving my 
country through the war of the Revolution, that I should 
dishonor myself by sending forward a declaration and claim 


*Capt. James Dillard was a grandson of James Dillard, (d. in Am- 
herst Co., 1768) Captain of a Company of Rangers in the French & Indian 
War. 
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under the above Act that I was not only legally, but honor- 
ably entitled to under the above Act. 

I did not know when I sent forward my claim that fur- 
ther proof would be necessary as I fully expected the Books 
of the War Department kept in time of that war would have 
justified my declaration and claim under the above Act. 
Agreeable to your advice I now send you the Deposition of 
Moses Wright, one of my old and reputable soldiers who en- 
listed with me when I was a Lieut. and also a certificate 
from the Virginia Land Office showing that I had drawn my 
bounty land as a Capt. in the Continental Line, which I hope 
will prove satisfactorily my service and rank in that Army. 
You will please to write on to Amherst Court House, Vir- 
ginia, as heretofore. The branch of the United States Bank 
in the City of Richmond, Virginia, is the most convenient 
to me. 

Hope you will write on as soon as convenient if I am to 
receive anything for my youthful service. Now at the age of 
seventy four can expect to enjoy it but a short time. 

My hand has got very unsteady—fear you will hardly 
read it.

Jan. 20, 1829, Moses Wright, Buckingham Co., Va., testified that 
he enlisted under Capt. James Dillard of Amherst, for 3 years, 
when he joined the 10th Va. Regt. commanded by Col. Edward 
Stevens. Feb. 5, 1810, a Warrant was issued to James Dillard for 
4000 acres of land as Capt. Contl. Line. Capt. James Dillard d. 
April 4, 1832. His widow, Jane Dillard, was allowed pension on 
her application executed April 7, 1840. She d. Sept. 3, 1843. April 
7, 1840, Mrs. Mary London, of Amherst Co., Va., aged 89, testified 
she had lived in the county 67 or 68 years and became acquainted 
with Mrs. Jane Dillard in the spring of 1782. In March, 1782, she 
had seen the sd. James Dillard, decd., recruiting men in sd. county 
for the U. S. service in the Revolutionary War. They were married 
in Hanover Co., and moved to Buckingham Co., 1782 and in 1784 
or *85, returned to Amherst Co., Va., where they lived together 
until his death. April 8, 1840, Micajah Pendleton, aged 82, Nelson 
Co., testified he was a guest at the infare which took place at the 
home of the bride’s father, Major John Starke, in Hanover Co., 
1782; the same year they moved to Buckingham Co., and thence to 
Amherst Co., Va.

my father, James Dillard, departed this life 24th August, 1794, 
aged 67. My youngest son, Washington Dillard, departed this life 
the 4th of April, 1814. 


Nort. Mary Ann (Hunt) Dillard was a daughter of John 
Hunt, Sr., and wife, Ann. 


EADS, CHARLES,—Logan Co., Ky., July 22, 1833: b. Am- 
herst Co., Va., March 10, 1755; enlisted 1775, one year under 
Capt. William Fontaine, Lt. John Marks, Ensign Wilson; ordered 
to join Gen. Scott and helped drive Lord Dunmore from his forti- 
fications near Norfolk; discharged at Little York. Enlisted under 
Capt. Jordan Cabell; marched north to the Jerseys; was attached 
to Col. Morgan’s Regt. of Riflemen, who had orders to join Gens. 
Gates & Arnold at Still Water, which was a forced march, and was 
there in time to assist in the capture of Burgoyne & had the pleas- 
ure after the battle was over of seeing 5700 proud Captives stack 
their guns on Saratoga plains. After the surrender Col. Morgan 
returned to Gen. Washington’s head-quarters at White Marsh; a 
few days after we arrived the British sallied out from Philadelphia 
& took a stand on Chestnut Hill Ridge & Col. Morgan with 500 
Riflemen (of whom this deponent was one), attacked them and 
greatly annoyed them, driving them frequently from the ravine, 
but we were compelled to give back. After two years was discharged. 
Capt. Cabell was promoted Major. On returning home visited my 
brother, Abraham Eads, in Henry Co., and while there attached 
myself to a troop of horse & served two years under Capt. Levins 
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Shelton. Returned to Amherst as his services were not needed & 
was invited by Col. Gaines to take command of a company as cap- 
tain, which he did, & had the satisfaction of seeing Lord Cornwallis 
with all his proud host stack their arms on Pigeon Hill, at Little 
York. He generally acted as a supernumerary officer; in service 
four & one-half years. His claim was allowed; d. July 27, 1833. 
George Blakey, Logan Co., Ky., Sept. 10, 1833, aged 83, testified 
he enlisted in Capt. Patterson’s Co. and was transferred to Capt. 
Samuel Cabell’s Co.; attached to Morgan’s Regt. of Riflemen. 


EDMISTON, WILLIAM,—Wilkes Co., N. C., Aug. 2, 1844, 
aged 84: served 1 mo. under Capt. John Jacobs, Col. Taylor’s Regt., 
Albemarle Barracks; substituted for brother, Robert Edmiston, Oct. 
1, 1780, as private in Capt. Samuel Higginbotham’s Co.; Joseph 
Higginbotham Morrison, Lt.; marched to Richmond; after tour of 
3 mos. returned to the home of my father, James Edmiston, upon 
the headwaters of Pedlar River, Amherst Co.; following March 
emigrated to Lower Creek, Burke Co., N. C. On the eighth day 
after my arrival was again called into service, this time as Sergt. 
under Lt. James Blair, Capt. William Sumpter, Col. Charles Mc- 
Dowell’s N. C. Regt. Discharged Sept. 15, 1781. Twentieth of 
that month went home to Amherst. Called into service in two 
weeks under Capt. Richard Ballinger to go to Little York. We were 
ordered to rendezvous at Amherst C. H. On my way there I met 
Charles Ison who informed me Lord Cornwallis had surrendered. 
Sept., 1782, returned to Burke Co., N. C., where he lived until 
about 1841, then moved to Wilkes Co. March 22, 1853, John T. 
Edmiston, Wilkesboro, Wilkes Co., N. C., applied for a pension for 
the heirs. Susannah Blair, Watauga Co., N. C., testified she was 
a dau. of William Edmiston, Revolutionary soldier, who d. Oct. 21, 
1847, aged about 88, leaving thirteen children: Susannah Blair; 
Sally, Robert, Lucy, Emanuel, William, Betsy, Allen, Abraham, 
Thomas, Suthard, Belinda & John T. Edmiston. Rejected for lack 
of proof of 6 mo. service. 


EVANS, JAMES,—Amherst Co., Va., Jan. 21, 1828, aged 70: 
enlisted 1779 or 780 & served as private in Capt. Stribling’s Co., 
Col. Samuel Hawes’ Va. Regt., until close of the War. Wife dead, 
and his only children, two married daus. were living in another 
State. Sept. 24, 1827, James Dillard testified: “Some time in 
March, 1781, a few days after the battle of Guilford C. H., on the 
retreat of the enemy, I was a Captain in the Army, and was ordered 
in front with my company to attack the enemy at Deep River, and 
as I marched through our army, which had opened for me to pass, 
_I stopped at our ammunition waggons to get some powder and a 
few flints that my company was lacking; at that time James Evans 
came to me and shook hands, being well acquainted, as we lived 
in the same county; he was equipped as a soldier, but I have no 
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knowledge of the company or regiment to which he belonged, as 
we only halted a few moments. James Dillard, formerly a Capt. 
in the 10th Va. Regt. of U. 8.” Placed on Pension Roll March 
22, 1828. 


FORBES, ALEXAN DER,—Lincoln Co., Tenn., Oct. 19, 1832: 
b. Amherst Co., Va., March 3, 1760; enlisted 1777, for 3 years as 
private under Lt. Clough Shelton, Major Hawes, Col. Stevens, 
10th Va. Regt. Contl. Line, Gen. Muhlenberg’s Brig. which was 
reduced to the 6th commanded by Col. Green, Gen. Scott’s Brig. 
of which troops Lord Stirling was Major-General. Marched to 
White Marsh Camp, Penn., thence to Valley Forge, where the 
troops took up Winter quarters; storming of Paulus Hook, where 
the watchword for the Americans was “Stony Point,” as that battle 
had been recently fought. Deponent was not at the battle of Stony 
Point, but in hearing of the guns. As reward for the bravery of 
the troops in taking Paulus Hook, each soldier received $20; his 
term of enlistment had well nigh expired, for which reason he was 
sent as guard over the British prisoners to Philadelphia where he 
was discharged by Col. Gist. Noel Battles, St. Clair Co., Ala., was 
a fellow soldier. After the war moved to Madison Co., Ky., then to 
Adair Co., from there to Jackson Co., Ala., then moved to Lincoln 
Co., Tenn. Placed on Pension Roll May 11, 1833. 


FORTUNE, JOHN,—Rockbridge Co., Va., Feb. 18, 1834, aged 
71: enlisted for 18 mos. as private under Capt. Barrett, Col. Bay- 
lor’s Regt. on Contl. Estabmt. He and his wife lived with his son, 
Zachariah T. Fortune, who, owing to his growing family, was finan- 
cially embarrassed. Nancy Fortune, pensioner’s widow, applied from 
Kanawha Co., Va., Feb. 11, 1839, aged 69, stating that her hus- 
band d. March 16, 1834. “John Fortune & Nancy Henderson, m. by 
Rev. Wm. Irvin, Nov. 1, 1785, Albemarle Co., Va.” (M.R.). Her 
claim was allowed. 


FOSTER, JAMES,—Nelson Co., Va., March 31, 1853, Nancy 
McClure, aged 85, former widow of James Foster who enlisted 1777 
as private under Capt. Samuel J. Cabell for five years, applied; 
battles of Schuylkill or Red House, Monmouth & various engage- 
ments with Gen. Washington, Cols. Campbell, Gaines & other of- 
ficers; was taken prisoner with Col. Cabell, 1780, and held at Had- 
drell’s Point; exchanged about 1781. He d. April 15, 1795, and 
his widow m. Alexander McClure, July 15, 1799, who d. Oct. 15, 
1850. Susan Roberts testified James Foster & his wife, Nancy Shep- 
herd, moved to Albemarle Co., where he died. They were m. Dec. 
30, 1785. Alexander McClure d. in Orange Co., Va. 


Bartholomew Cyrus, Appomattox Co., Va., Sept. 10, 1853, Revo- 
lutionary pensioner, was in the battle of Schuylkill or Red House 
with James Foster until taken prisoner at Haddrell’s Point. Zach- 
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ariah Morris, Wood Co., Va., Aug. 7, 1854, aged 94, testified he 
and James Foster enlisted under Capt. Samuel Jordan Cabell about 
the commencement of the War, 1776, and that Foster was taken 
prisoner while in service. Wingfield Norvell, Nelson Co., Va., May 
2, 1853, aged 79, testified that since 1797 ‘he had known Nancy, 
widow of James Foster, by whom she had several children. Her 
claim was allowed. 


FRANKLIN, JAMES,—Capt. 10th Va. Regt. Contl. Line, in 
fall of 1776, recruited his whole company and joined the main 
Army; in battles of Brandywine, Germantown & Guilford Expedi- 
tion. Warrant No. 7290, for 3750 acres of land issued 14th Dec. 
1832, to the heirs-at-law: Henry Landon Davies & Anna C., his 
wife, formerly Anna C. Franklin; Sarah W. (Franklin) Davies, 
widow of Samuel R. Davies; Elizabeth H. Franklin; Nancy Frank- 
lin, widow of James Franklin, decd., and Admx. of John R. Frank- 
lin, who departed this life since the said James Franklin. James 
Franklin’s will proved in Amherst, March 10, 1813. Edward Stev- 
ens, formerly Col. of the 10th Va. Regt. Contl. Line, made affidavit 
Sept. 20, 1811, that James Franklin served under him as Captain 
and was an excellent officer; he was a volunteer on the Guilford 
Expedition. July 12, 1832, Thomas Jones, Nelson Co., testified he 
enlisted in the 10th Regt. Va. Contl. Line, Dec., 1776, under Capt. 
James Franklin; Franklin’s Co. and affiant were at Brandywine. 
Joseph Thomas’s declaration: b. Buckingham Co., 1759; enlisted 
by Lt. Clough Shelton in Capt. James Franklin’s Co., which was 
raised in Amherst, Buckingham & other counties; was attached to 
the 6th Regt. Va. Regulars under Col. Edward Stevens; Franklin 
resigned and Shelton appointed Captain ; remembers Col. Green, of 
Culpeper. 

FRANKLIN, SAMUEL,—Bedford Co., Va., April 22, 1833: 
b. Amherst, Dec. 29, 1762, where he entered service 1778, as sub- 
stitute for Cornelius Sale, under Capt. John Jacobs, Lt. David 
Davis, Ensign John Burnette, as guard at Albemarle Barracks; 
drafted, 1780, tour under Capt. Samuel Higginbotham, James 
Ware, Ist Lt., Joseph Staples, 2nd Lt., Travis Chambers, Ensign. 
Two companies marched at the same time under Capts. Harris & 
Christian. Drafted, 1781, out of the company commanded by Capt. 
Samuel Higginbotham, and marched under Capt. John Stewart to 
Little York & was attached to Gen. Washington until the surrender 
of Cornwallis & marched then under Capt. Stewart guarding pris- 
oners; taken sick on the way in Md. & discharged. Francis Wood, 
aged 70, testified he served 3 mos. under Capt. John Stewart 
& was in the Siege of York Town & served on other tours stated 
by declarant. Placed on Pension Roll, May 22, 1833. 


FRAZER, MICAJAH,—Jackson Co., Mo., May 2, 1836: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va., Dec. 25, 1753; private under Capt. Richard 
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Ballinger, Col. Taylor’s Regt., 1 mo. at Albemarle Barracks. En- 
listed, 1780, in Capt. Samuel Cabell’s Co. for 18 mos.—Major 
William Cabell, Col. Pope, marched to Hoods Fort; then marched 
under Capt. Richard Ballinger, Major Hardeman & Col. Dabney to 
Little York and engaged in making breastworks against Cornwallis 
under Gen. La Fayette until Cornwallis surrendered; then put in 
a detached company commanded by Capt. Green, Major Hardeman 
& guarded Cornwallis’s men to Winchester. Discharge given him 
by Capt. Taliaferro was destroyed by his home burning in Amherst 
many years ago. John Witt, Littleberry Witt, John Hardy, Alex- 
ander Miller, Benjamin Fry, Benjamin Gerrell and many others, 
making about twenty, were discharged same time and returned 
with me to Amherst. Adam Crum, Revolutionary soldier, old and 
blind, testified he was acquainted with Micajah Frazer during the 
Revolutionary War & saw him in service at Williamsburg & Little 
York; saw John & Littleberry Witt at the same places. Henry 
Peyton, Cabell Co., Va., testified he was a fellow soldier of Micajah 
Frazer’s at York Town. One year after the Revolution Frazer re- 
moved to Wilkes Co., N. C.; after two years went to Amherst, mar- 
ried and moved to Pittsylvania Co.; there two years and moved to 
Western part of Va. on Sand River; thence to Jackson, Mo. Susan 
(Hamilton) Frazer, Wayne Co., Va., Oct. 13, 1846, testified she 
was 89 years of age, and was b. in Orange Co., Va. When 12 years 
of age removed with her parents to Amherst Co. Was married to 
Micajah Frazer in Staunton, by Rev. Jones, she thinks. He d. in 
Lawrence Co., Ky., Nov. 9, 1843. John Thompson testified Wayne 
Co., Va., Oct. 14, 1846, aged 71, that he was acquainted with 
Micajah Frazer, late of Lawrence Co., Ky., Revolutionary soldier 
& with Susan Frazer, his widow, and knew their daus. Nancy & 
Susan Frazer. Deponent further saith that a grandchild of said 
Micajah & Susan, a son of Nancy, died at Norfolk as a soldier in 
the War of 1812. Josiah Marcum testified that he was a fellow 
soldier under Capt. Richard Ballinger, Major Wm. Cabell & Col. 
Pope at Hoods Fort & was with him at Yorktown. Claim was 
allowed. 

FROST, JOSEPH,—Coles Co., Ill., June 2, 1834; b. Amherst 
Co., Va., Dec., 1753 ; vol. 4 mos. as private under Col. Joseph Cabell ; 
they marched as two companies, one under Capt. Higginbotham, 
the other under Capt. Nicholas Cabell; 3 mos. under Capt. Charles 
Taliaferro. Afterwards vol. under Col. William Cack against the 
Cherokee Indians & fought against them at Holston River. He 
served this tour from Bedford as his brother resided there: all other 
tours from Amherst, where he resided during the Revolutionary 
War. He d. Dec. 31, 1840, and Anna (Brooks) Frost, pensioner’s 
widow, applied July 25, 1843, “Aged 86 last Sept.” She was m. to 
Joseph Frost by Rev. John Frost, Washington Co., Va., July 20, 
1786. Her claim was allowed. 
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FULCHER, RICHARD,—Barren Co., Ky., Sept. 17, 1832: b. 
Caroline Co., Va., March 9, 1756; enlisted Goochland Co., Va., 
1777, as Corpl. under Capt. Richard Bibb, 1st Lt. James Ware, 
2nd Lt. Walter Johnson, Ensign Obediah Smith, Gen. Alexander | 
Nelson. One tour hired a substitute, John Conner, under Capt. | 
Richard Taliaferro, Major William Cabell, Col. John Pope; en- ; 
listed Amherst fall of 1781, under Capt. John Woodroof, Lt. John 
Watson, Major Hardeman, Col. Meriwether, Gen. Stevens’ Brig. . 
In battle of James Town. Placed on Pension Roll, Aug. 17, 1833. | 


GATEWOOD, JOHN,—Allen Co., Ky., Sept. 17, 18382: b. Cul- 
peper or Spotsylvania Co., Va., July 10, 1761; while a resident of 
Amherst Co. enlisted as private Feb., 1778 or 1779 in Capt. Chris- 
tian’s Co, guarding prisoners at Albemarle Barracks until April 
following, when his father learning of his illness went for him, had 
him released from duty & returned home with him; enlisted fall 
1780, served 2 mos. & 20 days in Capt. James Montgomery’s Co.; 
enlisted Jan. 1, 1781 under Capt. William Tucker as substitute 
for Thomas Powell, marched to the Half-Way House & while there 
the British slipped in & barbariously murdered Col. Mallory at 
his own house a little below where we lay. We pursued them and 
took 13 prisoners & guarded them to Williamsburg & returned to 
the army. May, 1782, in Capt. James Pamplin’s Co., Col. Lind- 
sey’s Regt.; fifth tour under Capt. John Stewart at Siege of York- 
town and assisted in guarding the prisoners on the march to Win- 
chester, Va., and on to the “New Barracks” on the South Branch 
of the Potomac. “I had certificates but thinking they would be no 
service to me I sold them to Moses Higginbotham, for three wool 
hats.” He was placed on Pension Roll Aug. 17, 1833; d. Oct. 6, 
1835. Soldier’s widow, Nancy, was allowed a pension on her ap- 
plication executed Aug. 16, 1839, while a resident of Allen Co., 
Ky. Samuel Carpenter, J. P., testified that the following record 
was taken from a Bible showing great age:

GILES, JOSIAH,—Prince Edward Co., Va., Sept. 17, 1832: 
b. Chesterfield Co., Va., 1756; served 3 mos. under Capt. Jacobs 
guarding prisoners Albemarle Barracks, Col. Burley & Major Mere- 
dith commanded ; 2nd tour under Capt. Richard Ballenger; 3 mos. 
under Capt. John Christian & Gen. Lawson, at Richmond, Hobb’s 
Hole, Bottom’s Bridge, Chickahominy; 3 mos. under Capt. John 
Phillips; 5th tour, his father’s wagon being impressed by Col. 
Gabriel Penn, he was assured by said Penn that if he went with the 
wagon it would answer a tour of duty; tour included Siege of York 
Town. Substituted for Robert Hudson one tour. Placed on Pension 
Roll, June 21, 1833. He d. July 16, 1837. Patsey Giles, soldier’s 
widow, was allowed pension on application executed Feb. 17, 1840, 
aged 68. They were married in Buckingham Co., Va., by Rev. Wm. 
Flowery, “Aug. 15, 1793, Josiah Giles & Patsey Abbott.” (M.R.) 


GREGORY, THOMAS,—Thomas Gregory, Jr., Lyon Co., Ky., 
April 24, 1854, aged 63, testified his father was b. in Amherst Co., 
Va. & d. in Caldwell, now Lyon Co., Ky., June 10, 1814. While a 
resident of Amherst Co. he enlisted June, 1776 as a private in Capt. 
Samuel J. Cabell’s Co. & was in the battles of Brandywine, Mon- 
mouth & Siege of Yorktown; taken prisoner once and held for 6 
mos. before he was exchanged. He remembered hearing a conversa- 
tion between Justinian Cartwright (who d. in this county many 
years ago) and his father that they served five years together; then 
his father served in the place of his brother, Jeremiah Gregory, two 
years. “My mother Sally Gregory told me she was raised in Hali- 
fax Co., Va., and her brother, Joseph Staples, was opposed to her 
marriage, her father being dead.” They were married in the fall, 
1787, in Amherst or Halifax Co., Va. Children of Thomas & Sally 
Gregory: Samuel, Betsey, m. Jacob Fowler, Joseph, Thomas, Jere- 
miah, John W., Abigail, Mary Ann, m. Samuel Henderson. John 
W. Gregory, Lyon Co., Ky., 1854, aged 33, grandson of the soldier 
and son of Thomas Gregory, testified his grandmother d. about 
March 7%, 1842, as he distinctly remembers, on that day “Jacob 
Fincannon and I cut our names on a beech tree: I cut ‘John’ and 
he ‘Jack’; it was the day she was buried.” The following children 
were alive in 1854 & were allowed the pension due their mother: 
Thomas Gregory, Joseph Gregory, and Mary Ann Henderson, a 
widow. 
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GUTHRIE, (or GUTTRY), NATHANIEL,—Madison Co., 
Ky., Aug. 18, 1832: b. Hanover Co., Va., Dec. 23, 1763; living in 
Amherst 1778, where he served as private under Capt. Ambrose 
Rucker, 1 mo. Albemarle Barracks; 1780 marched under Capt. 
William Tucker & his brother, Lt. Joseph Tucker to Hampton 
Roads, and stationed at a place called “The Half-Way House’; 
also stationed some time at Little York; Col. Dabney & Gen. Law- 
son were Commanding Officers; 1781 under Capt. John Loving, 
Lawson’s Brig., and was at the Siege of York; discharged a few 
days before Cornwallis surrendered. Placed on Pension Roll March 
27, 1833. 


HALL, JOHN, Sr.,—Daviess Co., Ky., Oct. 11, 1832: b. 1746; 
served as private in Ist Division, Amherst Co. Militia under the 
following officers: fall 1779 in Capt. William Harris’ Co. 8 weeks 
guarding prisoners at Albemarle Barracks, which was under com- 
mand of Col. Charles Lewis; marched in Capt. John Diggs’ Co. to 
Warwick & was stationed at Gillie’s Landing on James River to 
prevent the enemy’s vessels ascending the river; 1779 under Capt. 
William Harris, Col. Meriweather’s Regt. marched below Rich- 
mond, Va.; 1781 marched in Capt. James Montgomery’s Co. to 
James Town, & was one of Col. Meriweather’s guards at the Battle 
of James Town.

“The Whigs 
were divided into ten classes, and every Whig in the county came 
forward to the Court House, drew a number, and according to 
number drawn was placed in one or the other 10 classes. He drew 
No. 6, and was called out a few months before Richmond was taken 
by Cornwallis, as private under Capt. Richard Ballenger, Lt. Thom- 
as Jones, Ensign Richard Prior, marched to Richmond where the 
Rope works, Magazine, Smith shops & all public works were de- 
stroyed & guns spiked & rolled down into James River by Corn- 
wallis; 2nd tour under Capt. John Diggs, Lt. Hads, Col. Pope; 3rd 
tour substituted Edward Masters, then apprentice with him at the 
hatting business, gave him $1000 in Continental money & a 
blanket; next tour under Capt. Watson, Lt. Watts, Albemarle Bar- 
racks; next tour guard to British Tories to Augusta Co., under 
Capt. John Jacobs; he understood the Tories were taken to Nova 
Scotia. After the Revolution moved to Augusta Co. & learned the 
hatter’s trade, where he married; thence to Botetourt Co., from 
there to Wythe Co. thence to Russell Co. & then to Lee Co., Va.

His eldest dau. Mrs. Doughty, is 55 years old. May 23, 1835, he 
appeared in McMinn Co., Tenn., Court & declared he was the same 
James Hamilton who was placed on the Virginia Pension Roll & 
wished to be transferred to above State as his wife died & he had 
come to live with his children. He d. Feb., 1844 leaving an only 
child, Wyatt Hamilton. 


HANSBROUGH, JOHN,3—Hampshire Co., Va., Jan. 29, 
1833: b. Amherst Co., Va., 1762; private 1781 for 6 mos. under 
Capt. James Barnett, Lts. Lewis Neville & Woodroof, Lt.-Col. 
Pope, Col. Charles Dabney, Major Hardeman, Gen. Stevens; 
marched to Hampton, Va., to repel Benedict Arnold’s Invasion. 
Charles Lavender was substitute one tour. Since the Revolution 
lived in Culpeper & last 40 years in above county. Pensioner d. 
August 9, 1844, and his widow, Fanny Hansbrough, same Co., ap- 
plied Sept. 24, 1853, aged 72; m. in Culpeper, Sept., 1820. Claim 
allowed. Living May 25, 1869. 

HANSBROUGH, WILLIAM,—Sarah, widow of William Hans- 
brough, applied Culpeper Co., Va., Sept. 18, 1845, aged 77; he 
enlisted 1775, private Capt. Fontaine’s Co., 2nd Va. Regt. ; at battle 
of Great Bridge when Capt. Fordyce was killed. He kept his dis- 
charge until his death. Married to Sally, dau. of William Vaughan, 
by Rev. John Woodville, Culpeper, Nov. 2, 1786. Two years in 
regular military service. Referred to brother, John Hansbrough, 
for proof. Same place & date, his dau. Mrs. Patsey Wale, aged 57, 
testified to seeing her father’s discharge & hearing his conversation 
of the Revolutionary War. He d. in Culpeper, Oct., 1815. His 
brother, Samuel Hansbrough, Nelson Co., testified he was too young 
to be a soldier in the Revolutionary War; that his brother was 
under Capt. Fontaine for two years. Bransford West & George 
Purvis, two respectable old gentlemen, testified while living they 
knew my brother was a soldier under Capt. William Fontaine. Claim 
was allowed. 

HARDY, ANDREW,—Simpson Co., Ky., Aug. 11, 1823, aged 
“about 71”: enlisted Charlottesville, Va., 1775, private under Capt. 
William Fontaine, Lt. Marks, Col. Woodford, for one year. In 
battle of Great Bridge & assisted in taking three British vessels at 
Gwynn Island, where he lost his hearing by the firing of the guns; 
discharged in Amherst Co. by Col. Gaines. Next tour marched to 
Georgia under Capt. Pannel, Col. Samuel Elbert’s Regt. & placed 
in Capt. Mosbey’s Co.; discharged after three years by Capt. John 
Morrison, Albemarle Co., Va. Sept. 25, 1891, Andrew Hardy, 
Breckinridge Co., Ky., applied for a pension stating he was the son 
of the only child of Andrew Hardy, decd., a Revolutionary pension- 
er. Rejected.

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HARE, RICHARD, Sr.,—Nelson Co., Va., March 18, 1833: 
b. “Kingdom of Great Britain, 1750”; served five tours as private, 
one under Col. Richardson; two under Capts. John Loving & James 
Pamplin at Albemarle Barracks; another tour under Capt. Jacobs 
& a fifth under Capt. Harris at Siege of York. After the Revolution 
lived in Albemarle, Amherst & Nelson counties. James Kidd was 
a fellow soldier on 3 tours. William Harris fellow soldier. Placed 
on Pension Roll Sept. 11, 1833. Last payment June 28, 1842. 


HARGROVE, HEZEKIAH,—Nelson Co., Va., Sept. 25, 1832: 
b. Caroline Co., Feb. 21, 1748; enlisted Amherst, 1775, fifer, under 
Capt. Nicholas Cabell, Va. State Troops, or as they were usually 
called “Minute-men,” attached to Col. Samuel Meredith’s Regt. & 
marched to James Town. Detached under Lt. James Pamplin to 
Halifaxtown, N. C., as guard to ammunition; delivered same, re- 
turned to James Town & with his Regt. went to Richmond on board 
a schooner, where, after 16 mos. service was discharged by Capt. 
Cabell. On returning home was ordered West under same captain 
against the Indians; rendezvoused at Lynch’s Ferry, 15 or 20 days 
& discharged owing to the great indisposition of many of the com- 
pany. After two weeks at home, marched under same captain to 
Williamsburg. Next tour marched under Capt. James Pamplin, 
successor to Capt. Nicholas Cabell, to S. C.; attached to Gen. Gates 
near Charleston, where Capt. Pamplin left him & his officer he can’t 
remember. After a few days was in Gates’s Defeat & was put to 
rout, after which a part of said army called at Yadkin River, N. C. 
Discharged by an officer named Leftwich who merely told the 
soldiers “they had as well go home”; 2 mos. service. Again called 
out under Capt. James Pamplin, Lt. James Stewart, marched to 
Hood’s Ferry ; 4 mos. service. Next tour, 4 mos. under Capt. Azariah 
Martin, marched to a place called “The Half Way House,” between 
Hampton & Williamsburg; that night was attacked by the enemy; 
tour of 12 mos. under Capt. James Franklin, joined Gen. Stevens 
at Williamsburg. At home a short time when he marched under 
Major Pope to Lynch’s Ferry & waited for some time for prisoners 
taken at the Cowpens, and upon their arrival marched with them as 
guard to Rockfish Gap, where he received orders to march in a day 
or two under Capt. James Franklin to Petersburg & join Gen. 
Scott. Next tour his company had become so reduced he was en- 
rolled in the Militia under Capt. Young Landrum; joined Gen. 
Lawson, Col. Holcombe & Major Skipworth at Cumberland C. H., 
and marched to Guilford & joined Gen. Greene. An engagement 
issued about 11 o’clock one morning, which waxed hot for about 
three hours when Gen. Greene was compelled to give ground, it 
was then said by 800 N. C. Militia having fled from the left wing. 
After burying our dead the enemy left their position & we pursued 
them 8 days & nights & they took shipping at Cross Creek. After 
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4 mos. tour discharged and returned home. Called out under Capt. 
John Loving, Sept. or Oct. to go to the Siege of York; marched to 
Buckingham Co., where he was bitten by a rattlesnake, after which 
accident he hired a substitute & that was the end of his military 
service. Placed on Pension Roll July 16, 1833. 


HARPER, HENRY,—Nelson Co., Va., March 27, 1834: b. 
Amherst Co., Va., March, 1757; private spring of 1778, marched 
under Capt. James Dillard, Contl. Army, Valley Forge; inoculated 
for smallpox. After he recovered marched to White Plains; from 
there taken to a hospital at Danbury; when recovered was placed 
under Capt. Clough Shelton, 10th Va. Regt. & went into Winter 
Quarters at Bound Brook until Spring. 1780-81, in Militia under 
Capt. James Franklin marched from Amherst under Col. Peter 
Rose to N. C. and joined Gen. Greene. Thomas Jones testified 
Nov. 27, 1833, he was in Contl. service 1778, and while at West 
Point Henry Harper joined his company there. Benjamin Hawkins, 
alias Fitzgerald, Nelson Co., April 15, 1834, pensioner under Act 
of 1818, testified he marched North in Contl. Army & saw Henry 
Harper, whom he was acquainted with in Amherst, at White Plains, 
1778; they belonged to the same brigade; also saw him in service 
in N. C. Wilham Cashwell testified he marched with him under 
Col. Peter Rose to Guilford Court House. Placed on Pension Roll 
April 28, 1834. 


HARRALL, WILLIAM,—Daviess Co., Ind., Sept. 2, 1832: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va.; when 13 years old his parents moved to Am- 
herst. Aug., 1776 (1775) two companies were raised by voluntary 
enrollment, at a general muster of the Militia of Amherst Co., one 
commanded by Capt. Higginbotham, under whom he enlisted & the 
other by Capt. Joseph Cabell. They marched by way of Richmond 
to Williamsburg where the troops rendezvoused & the company to 
which he belonged was attached to Col. Mason’s Regt. & Major 
Cabell’s Battalion (sd. Joseph Cabell being promoted from rank of 
Capt. to Major) & his brother Nicholas Cabell commandant of com- 
pany. After 3 mos. troops were discharged & returned home. Aug. 
or Sept., 1777 enlisted as private 6 mos. under a recruiting officer, 
Thomas Morrison & marched by sd. Morrison to Staunton & placed 
in Capt. Alexander Henderson’s Co., Cols. Gibson & Boyer, Gen. 
McIntosh, & marched into what is now Ohio until they reached 
Tuscarawa River where they built Fort Lawrence; Col. Gibson was 
left with a detachment of the Army in command of the Fort & Gen. 
McIntosh with the rest of the troops including Capt. Henderson 
returned to Fort McIntosh; discharged & returned home March, 
1778. Aug., 1780, vol. under Capt. John Morrison, joined Col. 
Randal, Major Holcombe, Gen. Lawson’s Brig. Early in Jan., 1781, 
an express arrived at Amherst informing the citizens of the ap- 
proach of the British under Gen. Arnold & of the destruction of 
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public stores at Richmond, a Foundry & powder Magazine at West- 
ham. With 15 or 16 other men he enlisted under Lt. James Mont- 
gomery, marched to Richmond (which the British had left 2 or 3 
days previous), thence to Fredericksburg & at Williamsburg joined 
the militia & attached to Capt. David Shelton’s Co.; vol. Sept., 1781 
under Capt. John Loving marched to Richmond & Williamsburg 
where the Virginia Volunteers & Militia rendezvoused; placed un- 
der Cols. Richardson & Randal, Major John Martin & was in the 
Siege of Yorktown; discharged after Lord Cornwallis surrendered. 
In 1784 moved to Union Co., 8. C. & 1809 to Daviess Co., Ind. 
Placed on Pension Roll April 6, 1833. 


HARRIS, WILLIAM,—Nelson Co., Va., Oct. 22, 1832: b. 
Goochland Co., Va., July 13, 1748; vol. Sept., 1776, 4 mos. under 
Col. Joseph Cabell, Capt. Nicholas Cabell, Lt. Nathan Crawford; 
private April, 1777, under Capt. Christian, Lt. [Col.] James Hig- 
ginbotham, Col. Lindsey; stationed at Malbon Hills where he was 
discharged ; 1780, under Col. Richerson, Capt. James Pamplin, Lt. 
Joseph Staples, Ensign Thomas Smith; 1781, under Capt. John 
Loving, Lt. Abraham Seay & was at the Siege of York Town. 
Nathan Crawford testified he marched with William Harris as stated 
on a tour of duty as volunteer, two companies from Amherst being 
regularly ordered. Placed on Pension Roll May 31, 1838. 


HARRISON, JAMES,—Amherst Co., Va., Sept. 3, 1832: b. 
Sept. 4, 1755, Culpeper Co., Va., “the year of Braddock’s Defeat” ; 
enlisted in Rockbridge, 1774, private under Capt. John Paxton; 
marched to Point Pleasant against the Shawnee Indians. “Whilst 
there witnessed the death of Cornstalk, the Shawnee Indian King, 
and his son, Ellenepsico, and two of his warriors, Red Hawk and 
Petello. Applicant can not recollect the length of time he served 
in this tour, he can only say that he went early in the fall, having 
slept comfortably in open barns when he started, and returned a 
short time before Christmas. Officers remembered: Col. Dickerson, 
from Bath, Col. Skillern, from Botetourt, both now dead. Was draft- 
ed from Amherst, spring 1779, under Capt. Shelton, now dead, as 
guard to British Prisoners at Albemarle Barracks; chief commander 
at the Barracks was Col. Taylor, of Orange.” Winter 1779 served 
3 mos. under Capt. Ambrose Rucker, Col. Taylor, Albemarle Bar- 
racks ; June, 1780 called out by Col. Hugh Rose to exchange British 
prisoners at Jamestown, and deliver deserters from the American 
rank then at New London, Bedford Co., Va., to American Recruit- 
ing officers. In service 6 mos. then 6 mos. patrolling the county 
twice a week. His pension was allowed. 


HARTLESS, WILLIAM,—Ambherst Co., Va., Sept. 17, 1832: 
b. Caroline Co., Va., 1754; moved to Amherst Co. when 23; 1779 
served as private under Capt. Philip Thurmond at Albemarle Bar- 
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racks; 1781 marched under Capt. James Dillard to N. C., joined 
Gen. Greene’s Army; Siege of York and surrender of Cornwallis 
under Capt. Christian; guard to British prisoners to Winchester 
Barracks then discharged. Placed on Pension Roll May 14, 1833. 


HEIGHT, MATHEW,—Nelson Co., Va., April 22, 1833: b. 
Hanover Co., Va., March 10, 1763; served a tour 1779, as a vol. for 
James Bibb, Albemarle Barracks, under Capt. Rucker, Lt. Ware; 
1780, while visiting a relative in Pittsylvania Co., vol. as private 
under Capt. Williams & was in Gates’ Defeat at Camden; his com- 
pany escaped to the swamps pursued by the enemy, where many 
were killed. He, with two comrades, concealed themselves in the 
swamp, until night, then made their way to Salisbury, joined some 
officers, marched to Hillsborough where he was taken ill and dis- 
charged, Nov., 1780. Detached from the militia, 1781, as guard to 
British prisoners taken at the Cowpens. Claim allowed. 


HIGGINBOTHAM, BENJAMIN,4*—Amherst Co., Va., Sept. 
17, 1832: b. Amherst, 1757; called out 1779 private Amherst militia 
under Capt. Richard Ballinger, guarding British prisoners at the 
Barracks in Albemarle Co.; 1781, on Guilford Expedition under 
Capt. James Dillard; discharged at end of 3 mos. & returned home 
to Amherst. Same year was on a tour under Capt. Samuel Higgin- 
botham, driving cattle from Amherst to Williamsburg for the Army. 
Officers remembered : Col. Taylor, Capts. Porter & Price at the Bar- 
racks, and when attached to Gen. Greene’s Army remembers seeing 
Gen. Greene, Commander-in-Chief, Col. Lynch & Capt. Dillard, 
under whom he served. Same date James Smith, Sr., testified that 
in 1781 Benjamin Higginbotham & Philip Smith were on a tour 
of duty 4 mos. Va. militia driving beeves for the main army. 
William Hartless testified he was well acquainted with Benjamin 
Higginbotham & knew he performed the tours stated in his declara- 
tion. Henry Cashwell, William Cashwell & Philip Smith testified 
they performed a tour of duty with him in 1781; they all marched 
from Amherst to join Gen. Greene in N. C. His claim was allowed. 


HIGGINBOTHAM, JACOB,”*—April 21, 1855, John Higgin- 
botham, applied from Elbert Co., Ga., for a pension for the heirs 
of Jacob Higginbotham, decd. (d. Jan., 1836), stating that his 
father served in the War of the Revolution as Capt. Amherst Co.. 
Va., Militia. Claim was rejected for lack of proof. He stated that 
his father married Oct. 18, 1772, Anne , & that they had the 
following children: 


“The list of Pensioners printed in 1834-35 erroneously states his service 
was with “Connecticut militia.” 

“June Court, 1780, Amherst Co., Va., Jacob Higginbotham took the oath 
as Lieut., & at a Court held July 5, 1784 he was recommended as Captain.

17, 1832: On the application of Joseph C. Higginbotham, of Bed- 
ford Co., & George W. Higginbotham, James Higginbotham & 
Joseph Dillard & Judith his wife, of Amherst Co., it satisfactorily 
appears to the Court from the testimony of Capt. Benjamin Higgin- 
botham, Frederick Padget & Capt. Anderson Thompson; from a 
receipt of the late Col. James Higginbotham of the said County 
of Amherst for a recruit by the name of Thomas Oglesby, enlisted 
as a soldier in the regular Army of the United States for 18 months 
during the War of the Revolution; as also a commission bearing 
date the Ist day of Nov., 1775, appointing the said James Higgin- 
botham Major of the Militia of Amherst County, from the Com- 
mittee of Safety for the Colony of Virginia: That Major James 
Higginbotham was stationed part of the year 1776 at Williamsburg 
and in 17%8 was promoted to Colonel in the Virginia State Line 
on Continental Establishment in which capacity he continued to 
serve, principally as a Recruiting Officer, until the close of the War. 
He died March, 1813. 

Benjamin Higginbotham, Dec. 6, 1832, aged 75, b. Amherst 
Co., deposeth that his uncle, Col. James Higginbotham, entered 
service as a Major of militia 1776 & was stationed part of that year 
at Williamsburg, Va. 1778 was promoted, and bore the title of 
Colonel in one of the regular Regiments (he thinks the 9th) of the 


7%He was born Dec. 25, 1729, and died March 14, 1813. The following 
record of payment to him is found in the Virginia State Library: “Sept. 
27, 1777. Capt. James Higginbotham for pay &c of his Comp. of Amherst 
Militia Pr. Accot., £189 7s. 414d.” War, 23 (1777). Col. James Higgin- 
botham’s sword, carried by him through the War of the Revolution, by 
his son Lieut. George W. Higginbotham through the War of 1812, and 
by his grandson Capt. William A. Higginbotham through the Civil War, 
is now in possession of his descendants in Virginia. His three sons served 
in the War of 1812: Col. Joseph Cabell Higginbotham was stationed at 
Norfolk. He was b. Aug. 9, 1782, and d. Nov. 18, 1842, “Fairy Dale,” 
Bedford Co. Lieut. George Washington Higginbotham, 90th Regt. 3rd 
Brig. 2nd Division, Amherst County Militia, was called into active service 
12th Jan. 1814 and was stationed at Lambert’s Point. He was b. Dec. 20, 
1783, and d. April 30, 1862, and is buried in Mount Pleasant Cemetery, 
Amherst Co. James Higginbotham, Jr., enlisted July 27, 1814, and marched 
under Capt. Hudson M. Garland to Norfolk, Va. He was b. Nov. 22, 1789, 
and d. in Warren Co., Ky., Aug. 15, 1852. Joseph Dillard also served in 
the War of 1812, in Capt. Hudson M. Garland’s Co. and was stationed at 
Norfolk. William & Mary Quarterly, XXVI, No. 3, pp. 205-209, XXVII, 
No. 1, pp. 48, 49; Virginia Magazine of History & Biography, XLVI, No. 
2, pp. 246-253, No. 4, pp. 329-338. 
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State line, raised in pursuance of an Act of the Legislature of said 
State, and continued to act in that capacity from the time of his 
said promotion to the end of the War. He knows that said James 
Higginbotham was in the last mentioned service, at Albemarle Bar- 
racks, in the year 1779 acting in the capacity of Col. in the said 
State line, as also at Williamsburg & York town in the year 1781. 
He the said Benjamin being in the service himself at that time, 
and placed on a detachment to collect Beef Cattle for the use of 
that portion of the army to which the said Col. Higginbotham be- 
longed. He knows also that the said James Higginbotham served 
regularly in the War of the Revolution from the year 1776, nearly 
the whole of the time until its close—that he has known him to be 
from home in the said service more than 18 mos. at a time. He is 
positive in this, because in his absence, and at his request, he super- 
intended his plantation affairs in the said County of Amherst. That 
the said James Higginbotham was chiefly engaged in the Recruit- 
ing service, in which he was more than ordinarily successful—has 
seen him recruiting men for the Army of the Revolution at the 
Court house of the said County of Amherst, for the term of 18 
mos., and during the War—he remembers particularly of having 
seen him enlist the same Frederick Padget now residing in the 
County of Bedford, whose testimony has been taken to that effect, 
in support of the application of the heirs of the said James Hig- 
ginbotham for the compensation due him for military services. That 
he has often heard the said James Higginbotham say, the Country 
was largely indebted to him for Military services as a colonel in 
the State line, that he had never received the compensation due to 
him, but had confidence that the State, when she could would do 
him justice, as he had served her faithfully, and much to the detri- 
ment of his private affairs. That the station of the said James 
Higginbotham in the army of the Revolution was matter of perfect 
notoriety at the time & for many years after the close of the War, 
but the men of that time have so nearly passed away, but few are 
left, who can testify with certainty any thing about it he knows of 
none who are now alive, except the said Padget and himself. The 
said Col. James Higginbotham at the time of his death had four 
children only towit: Joseph C. Higginbotham, Geo. Washington 
Higginbotham, James Higginbotham & Judith who had intermar- 
ried with Joseph Dillard—all of whom are now alive and reside in 
the said County of Amherst, except the said Joseph C. Higgin- 
botham who resides in the County of Bedford in said State. The 
Wife of Col. Higginbotham departed this life before him. Deponent 
after the close of the Revolutionary War was commissioned Capt. of 
Militia, attached to the 90th Regt. Va. Militia of the said County of 
Amherst, but he does not know that the said Col. James Higgin- 
botham performed any military duty after the close of the Revo- 
lutionary War, he does not think he did—because at that time he 
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must have been nearly 60 years of age, being advanced towards 50 
when he first entered the service, but remarkably active, hardy and 
athletic, and so continued to a very advanced age. 


Frederick Padget, Bedford Co., Va., Nov. 16, 1832, aged 80: 
Sayeth that he knew the late Col. James Higginbotham of Amherst 
Co. & State of Virginia as a Col. in the Virginia Continental & 
State line, he also received Soldiers in the War as regulars for 18 
months and during the War, which will show from a Recpt. now 
in my possession as follows: Amherst County St: This day I have 
received from James Harrison, Frederick Padget who acknowledges 
himself to be regular enlisted for the 32nd division to serve as a 
Soldier for during the War in the Army of the United States of 
America. Given under my hand this 10th day of March 1779. 
James Higginbotham, C. C. And when I was enlisted under Col. 
James Higginbotham I was sent on with the regulars, and was soon 
after wounded in the army and did not get well until the War 
ended; the term of enlistment was as stated in the Rect. the said 
James Harrison as above was the Orderly Serjeant. 


Capt. Anderson Thompson, Bedford Co., Va., same date, aged 
78: Sayeth that in 1776 he saw the late Col. James Higginbotham 
of the County of Amherst & State of Virginia in actual service as 
a Major at Williamsburg in said State, and as I understood & do 
believe, he the said Higginbotham was in the Continental & State 
line service, to what Regiment I do not recollect he belonged.

“The Committee of safety for the Colony of Virginia, to James 
Higginbotham Ksgqr. 


By virtue of the power and authority invested in us by the 
Delegates and Representatives of the several Counties and Cor- 
porations in general convention assembled, we, reposing especial 
trust and confidence in your patriotism, fidelity, courage and 
good conduct, do by these presents constitute and appoint you 
to be Major of the Militia of the County of Amherst; and you are 
therefore carefully and diligently to discharge the trust reposed in 
you, by disciplining all Officers and Soldiers under your command. 
And we do hereby require them to obey you as their Major. And 
you are to observe and follow all such orders and directions as you 
shall from time to time receive from the convention, the Committee 
of safety for the time being, or any Superior Officers, according to 
the rules and regulations established by the Convention.

HIGGINBOTHAM, WILLIAM,—Hardin Co., Tenn., Jan. 31, 
1829: enlisted Amherst Co., Va., Jan. 6, 1777, as Sergt. in Capt. 
Samuel J. Cabell’s Co., 6th Va. Regt.; again enlisted Dec., 1778, 
and served to the end of the war in Capt. James Mabon’s Co., 2nd 
Va. Regt. Certificate of Capt. James Mabon, May 28, 1783: 
“Sergeant William Higginbotham enlisted with me for the war in 
Dec. 1778, in the 2nd Va. Continental Regiment.” Certificate of 
Col. Samuel J. Cabell: “I do hereby certify that William Higgin- 
botham enlisted in my Company of Riflemen attached to the 6th 
Va. Regt. in the month of Jan. 1777, for the term of three years, 
after which he re-enlisted for the War and was taken prisoner at 
Buford’s defeat South or North Carolina, in the month of May, 
1780, and I do further certify that the sd. William Higginbotham 
acted as a Sergeant and that during his term of service which gen- 
erally came under my observation he conducted himself as a good 
Citizen and a brave soldier. Given under my hand this 25th day of 
Feb’y, 1810. Sam. J. Cabell, late Lt. Col. Virga. Line on Contl. 
Kstablishment.” June 19, 1811, Edward Ware, James Ware & 
Caleb Higginbotham, Elbert Co., Ga., testified: “we knew William 
Higginbotham as a soldier and Lieutenant in the late Revolutionary 
War with Great Britain; he entered service 1776, and served until 
the end of the war in the Va. Contl. Line.” Warrant was issued to 
him for 455 acres, March 9, 1793, as Sergt. & Feb. 28, 1810, one 
for 2666-2 /3 acres as Lieut. 


HOGG, JOHN,—Declaration of Susannah Hogg, Henry Co., 
Tenn., March 3, 1849, aged 88, widow of John Hogg who enlisted 
1779 or early in 1780 under Capt. or Col. McKee, in the Virginia 
Troops & was discharged 1782. They were married by Rev. Craw- 
ford April 14, 1779, in Amherst Co., Va., & moved to the frontiers 
of Va. & stationed at a fort on the Kanawha River where they both 
stood guard. He died in Garrard Co., Ky., June 12, 1802. Goolsby 
Childress testified he served as mess-mate of John Hogg in the 
infantry during the Revolutionary War. In 1823, Susannah Hogg 
was living in Logan Co., Ky. Her claim was allowed.

HOSICK, WILLIAM,—Ulster Co., N. Y., June 22, 1810, aged 
65: enlisted in Amherst Co., Va., fall 1776 as private for 3 years 
in Capt. James Franklin’s Co., Col. Stevens’ 10th Va. Regt. on 
Contl. Estabmt. After the Va. Regts. were reduced he served in 
Capt. Clough Shelton’s Co. & the 6th Va. Regt. commanded by 
Col. Green, Lt. Col. Samuel Hawes. Battles of Monmouth, German- 
town & Stony Point. Discharged Nov. 23, 1779. Placed on Pension 
Roll April 23, 1819. He died May 3, 1819. 


HOUCHENS, CHARLES,—Edmondson Co., Ky., May 31, 
1836: b. March 20, 1761; enlisted as private in Capt. Woodroof’s 
Co. guard at Albemarle Barracks; served 2 years under Capt. 
Clough Shelton. Rejected for lack of proof of service. 


HUFFMAN, JOHN,—HEdgefield Dist., S. C., Aug. 4, 1818, 
aged 61: enlisted Amherst Co., Va., July, 1780, joined Capt. F. 
Cowherd’s Co., Major Sneed’s Battalion, Col. Hawes’ 2nd Va. Regt. 
on Contl. Estabmt. Battles of Guilford Court House, Camden, Siege 
of 96 & Eutaw Springs. Placed on Pension Roll, Jan. 4, 1819. 
Dropped under Act of May 1, 1820. Restored, commencing Nov. 
14, 1825. He sent additional proof of his service June 2, 1823 & 
testified his wife was aged 62; they had 3 children; one having 
died leaving them the care of two grandchildren now “tender in 
years.” Nov. 14, 1825 he testified that he was wounded twice in 
the battle of Eutaw Springs by a bullet which entered in at his 
left arm & came out near his shoulder blade & the other entered 
near his collar bone & came out by the shoulder blade. From effect 
of wounds he has not been able to work & unless he receives help 
from the Government for which he has fought to gain freedom the 
land where his youngest dau. and grandchild les buried will be 
sold for debt.

entered service as private 1775 or ’76 for 3 mos. under Capt. David 
Chadwell. His messmates were William Small, Ned North & John 
Hodges ; 1779 served 1 mo. under Col. Taylor, Albemarle Barracks ; 
drafted again 1779 served 3 mos. in Washington’s army. His mess- 
mates were William Edmondson & James Hartless. Rejected. 


JOHNS, THOMAS,—Harrison Co., Ohio, Oct, 8, 1819, aged 
77: enlisted Amherst Co., Va., 1776, for 2 years as private under 
Capt. Samuel Cabell, 6th Va. Regt. commanded by Col. Buckner 
on Contl. Estabmt. When Col. Buckner was broke, Capt. Cabell’s 
Co. joined the Regt. commanded by Col. Daniel Morgan. Was at 
Stillwater, White Marsh, Trenton, Princeton & taking of Burgoyne 
at Saratoga. Discharged spring of 1778 in Penn. by Gen. George 
Weedon & Col. Parker. John Kendall, of same county, testified 
he had not seen Thomas Johns since he started with Col. Morgan’s 
Regt. to Quebec until they both came to Ky. He was living in 
1834, aged 92. Claim allowed. 


JOHNSON, WILLIAM,—Wayne Co., Ky., Sept. 24, 1832: b. 
Aug. 2, 1757; vol. for 6 mos. 1775, under Capt. James Buford, in 
Bedford Co., Va., as Sergt. and marched to Williamsburg & the 
company was soon marched back to the frontiers under Col. William 
Christian, and burnt several Indian towns on the Tenn. River. 
While a resident of Bedford, enlisted 1776 in Amherst as Sergt. 
under Capt. James Franklin, Lts. Clough Shelton & James Dillard, 
10th Va. Regt. commanded by Col. Edward Stevens. In battle of 
Brandywine, Gen. Weedon’s Brig., after which Capt. Franklin re- 
signed & our company was commanded by Clough Shelton. Battles 
of Germantown & Monmouth. Discharged at Petersburg, Va., after 
serving 3 years. Served 3 mos. as Sergt. under Capt. Jeremiah 
Pate, of Bedford Co. & was at battle or siege of 96; enlisted again 
from Amherst Co. as Sergt. under Capt. Charles Christian as sub- 
stitute for Ballinger Wade. Placed on Pension Roll Sept. 2, 1833. 


JONES, JOHN,—Calloway Co., Ky., Nov. 27, 1832: b. Albe- 
marle Co., Va., Feb. 1, 1760; drafted as Orderly Sergt. Dec., 1779 
under Capt. Richard Ballinger, Albemarle Barracks. May, 1781, 
vol. under Capt. James Barnett, Lt. John Gilmore, in a horse com- 
pany raised for the purpose of opposing Col. Tarleton, who was ap- 
proaching Charlottesville. He found his own horse & arms & im- 
mediately proceeded with the company toward Charlottesville. 
They pursued Col. Tarleton & were in a skirmish with the British 
at Burnt Tavern. Aug., 1781, vol. under Capt. Loving, Col. Samp- 
son Mathews, Major Duvall. Next tour substituted for James 
Bibb, Capt. James Stewart’s Co., Lt. Charles Eades, Major Duvall, 
Col. Mathew’s Regt., Generals Lawson & La Fayette. In service 
during the Siege labouring most of the time in the intrenchments, 
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and after the surrender of Cornwallis proceeded under his captain 
as guard to the prisoners to Winchester Barracks, 184 miles, then 
discharged. “He never received any pay for his service except, per- 
haps, a few dollars as substitute, which then was good only to light 
a pipe with.” He moved to Ky. 1787. Claim allowed. 


JONES, JOSIAH,—Anderson Dist., S. C., March 4, 1833: b. 
Cumberland Co., Va., about 1752; enlisted 1775, served 2 years 
under Capt. Cavill (Cabell), Col. Buckner, Gen. Lewis, in no en- 
gagements, after which he vol. with a company all of which deserted 
except 3 to go on an expedition to Stono; served 3 mos. under Col. 
Hampton, Gen. McDowell & was in an engagement upon Packolet 
near the line of North & South Carolina with the British & Tories; 
again vol. & served 40 days in a scouting party under Capt. Kirken- 
dale in the Light Horse. He served as an Armorer repairing arms, 
making swords and shoeing horses for 2 years under Gen. McDowell 
& never received any remuneration for his services; vol. again for 
26 days against the Cherokees under Capt. Watson. John Looney 
testified he served with him in 1776 in the 6th Va. Regt. The 
printed list of 1832 gives cause of rejection as “Proof required of 
his enlistment and service under Capt. Cavil.” 


JONES, NICHOLAS,—Declaration of Amarella Jones, widow 
of Nicholas Jones, Rockbridge Co., Va., April 4, 1888: “Her hus- 
band, Nicholas Jones, private Va. Contl. Line in Capt. Franklin’s 
Co.; was in battles of Brandywine & Germantown, and was wound- 
ed in the thigh in one of the battles and allowed to return home on 
furlough.” They were married in Amherst at the home of her father, 
John Camden, July, 1783, by Rev. Coleman, a Baptist minister, who 
removed to Ky. and is probably now dead. They had 10 children; 
survivors: Nancy, m. James McDaniel, lives in Kanawha Co., Va.; 
Lavina C.,m. John Buntan, lives in Ky.; Winston J. lives in Ohio; 
Susan L., m. Halbert McAllison; William P., and John Nicholas, 
live in Rockbridge Co., Va. Feb. 4, 1845, Mrs. Amarella Jones, 
aged 79, was living in Rockbridge Co., Va.

JONES, WILLIAM,—HElizabeth J. Jones, Sumter Dist., S. C., 
Feb. 2, 1854, applied for a pension for the heirs of her father, William 
Jones, who died Feb. 12, 1809, leaving her mother a widow with 
nine children, all dead except herself & brothers, Leonard & Wiley 
Jones, of Marengo Co., Ala. Her father served in the Revolution 
from Amherst Co., Va., and accompanied Gen. Greene’s troops 
from Virginia to Sumter Dist., 8. C., serving at various times from 
sometime prior to 1780, until June, 1782, as private under Capts. 
Long, Malone, Joseph Hill, George McCauley, and Cols. Marshall, 
Anderson, Peter Horry & Richard Richardson, and was in the 
battles of Guilford Court House & Eutaw Springs. He d. Feb. 12, 
1809. Her mother who d. June 3, 1847, m. second, Dec. 1, 1811, 
John Parker, who d. Nov., 1831.

John R. Pollard, Sumter Dist., S. C., April 25, 1855, aged 68, testi- 
fied he was well acquainted with William Jones who married Ann, 
dau. of James & Ann Freeman, Jan. 24, 1780. William Vaughan, 
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same place, June 9, 1855, a Revolutionary pensioner, aged 90, testi- 

fied he served under Capt. Malone in S. C. on a scouting party 
against the Tories, with William Jones, Joshua Stafford & John 
Pollard, of Va. John Brandford, William Broadway, Abraham 
Nicholson & Obediah Spears were other soldiers remembered in 
same company. We surprised a large party of the enemy, killed 
two & captured ten and delivered them to Capt. Postell. Rejected 
for lack of proof of service. 


JONES, THOMAS,—Mercer Co., Ky., July 6, 1818, aged 73: 
in 1832, a resident of Putnam Co., Ind.; enlisted Amherst Co., Va., 
1775 as private under Capt. William Fontaine, Col. Stevens’ 10th 
Va. Regt., Gen. Weedon’s Brig.; afterwards placed in Capt. Clough 
Shelton’s Co.; battles Brandywine, Germantown ; discharged, 1779. 
Claim allowed. 


JONES, THOMAS,—Nelson Co., Va., Sept. 25, 1832, aged 
77; enlisted 1776, served as Sergt. in Capts. Samuel J. Cabell’s, 
James Franklin’s and Clough Shelton’s Va. Cos. and in Cols. Ed- 
ward Stevens’ and Samuel Hawes’ Va. Regts. In battle of Brandy- 
wine under Capt. Franklin, Lts. Clough Shelton & James Dillard, 
Ensign William Powell. Was often at Capt. Franklin’s side in the 
battle & his conduct was that of a brave officer. Shortly after the 
battle of Brandywine, Franklin left his company and was said to 
be sick. Clough Shelton was promoted Capt., James Dillard 1st 
Lt., declarant Orderly Sergt., and were in the battle of German- 
town where one of our company was killed & several (including 
declarant) wounded & removed to Reading. About 1 month later, 
Franklin called at the hospital & told him he was on his way home 
as his constitution would not stand the fatigue of the army. Dis- 
charged Dec., 1779, having served 3 years. Again enlisted N OV., 
1780, 1st Lt. under Capt. Richard Ballinger, who was taken sick 
& returned home, & he commanded the company the remainder of 
the 6 mos. About a month later he again entered the service & was 
a commissioned officer in Col. Linsey’s Va. Regt. until after the 
surrender of Cornwallis. He m. Oct. 17, 1780, Catherine Clarkson 
(b. June, 1760). Placed on pension roll, May 31, 1833. He d. July 
8, 1835, Jonesboro, Nelson Co., Va. His widow Catherine Jones 
was allowed pension on application executed Oct. 19, 1838. Ben- 
jamin Childress, Albemarle Co., testified he lived in Amherst dur- 
ing the Revolution & served two tours under Capt. Thomas Jones. 
A leaf of Bible containing ages of eldest children accompanies 
declaration :

JOPLING, THOMAS,—Nelson Co., Va., April 29, 1832, aged 
73: enlisted Feb. 9, 1776, Capt. Walker, Col. Russell’s 9th Va. 
Regt., Gen. Muhlenberg’s Brig.; discharged at Valley Forge, Feb. 
9, 1778. He d. March 29, 1837, and Molly Jopling, pensioner’s 
widow, applied same place, April 27, 1840, aged 69. Marriage 
bond accompanies declaration: “Nov. 22, 1790, Thomas Jopling, Jr., 
bachelor & Mary Stephens, spinster, both of Amherst Co. Consent 
of her father, James Stephens, Sr.” Her claim was allowed. 


KEY, GHORGE,—Callaway Co., Mo., June 5, 1833, aged 80: 
enlisted March, 1776 under Capt. Cabell, Alexander Rose, 1st Lt., 
Benjamin Taliaferro, 2nd Lt., marched to Williamsburg where 
we remained some time, thence to Gwynn Island against Lord Dun- 
more. After a month returned to Williamsburg. In the fall started 
to Cross Creek, N. C., having taken our baggage over the river at 
James Town, we were ordered to return to Williamsburg & about 
the 10th of Oct. ordered to join Gen. Washington in the Jerseys. 
Christmas eve we crossed the Delaware River & marched most of 
the night towards Trenton, suffering much, but were told we were 
going for new clothes. We reached Trenton between daylight & 
sunrise, attacked the Hessians, & after they surrendered we started 
for our camping ground & reached the Delaware River the same 
evening, which we crossed the next morning, when we discovered 
that two of our men had froze to death that night. Shortly after 
this affair, we recrossed the Delaware & by a stolen march in the 
night, surprised a small body of the British army at Princeton and 
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defeated them. After this, was ill for 3 mos. When fit for duty 
was attached to Morgan’s Rifle Regt. & marched beyond Albany to 
oppose Burgoyne’s Army at Stillwater. Here a party of Morgan’s 
troops were scouting & were attacked by enemy. The British killed 
one man at the first fire, and the party retreated. Morgan rallied 
his men & was joined by Gen. Gates. An attack was brought on 
between the two armies about 10 o’clock & the action ended when 
night parted them. The British kept their ground & we retired 
to our old encampment, about two miles off. Here we lay for some 
days and Morgan’s men went out of the encampment in the after- 
noon & were met by the British. A fight issued between the armies 
& we beat the enemy back to their temporary encampment or fort. 
The British spiked a part of their cannons, threw some into the 
river & endeavored to retreat to Saratoga, to cross the river by 
night, but when they reached the river they found a part of our 
army on the other bank ready to oppose their crossing. After a 
shght skirmish, the British finding themselves enclosed, surrend- 
ered. We then returned to Penn. two miles above Philadelphia. 
After 2 years discharged by Col. Butler. Returned to Amherst, 
joined Capt. John Rogers, Light Infty., Nov., 1779. From Bed- 
ford we marched to Pittsburgh, and in spring of 1780 crossed the 
Mississippi River to Illinois where the Indians, about 400 strong, 
had killed 50 persons at a place called Strawberry Patch. Here we 
were joined by Col. Geo. R. Clark. On returning home we were 
compelled to kill a horse for subsistence; about two pounds came 
to my share, which then I thought was pretty good eating. Dis- 
charged after 2 years by Lt.-Col. Montgomery. Placed on Pension 
Roll, Oct. 17, 1833. He d. Jan. 15, 1836, and his widow, Sus- 
annah Key (dau. of John Craighead) applied, April 16, 1840, 
aged 74; they were married in Bedford Co., Va., Oct. 12, 1785, by 
Rev. Salesberry. Her brother, Robert Craighead, also moved to 
Callaway Co., Mo. Claim allowed. 


KIPPERS, JOHN, Sr.,—Monroe Oo., Mo., DECOM Saori: 
March 4, 1751; enlisted 1778 or °%9 with Lt. J ordan, Major Riddle, 
Col. Heath, Col. Parker, Gen. Charles Scott ; marched to S. C. in Col. 
Hawes’ Regt. On the arrival of Col. Buford in S. C., was placed under 
his command & was in the engagement at Waxhaws. Col. Buford was 
defeated by Tarleton. Deponent was wounded by three saber cuts 
on the head & two thrusts of the bayonet, one in the right & the 
other in the left shoulder. He was taken prisoner & paroled by 
Col. Tarleton, which said parole was lost. While in said service 
he was at different periods under Capts. Stubblefield, Pain, Hoard 
& Adam Wallace who was killed at Buford’s Defeat. He was at 
the Battle of Point Pleasant under Capt. Matthew Arbuckle ; dis- 
charged by Gen. Hand. July 21, 1835, Charles Crutcher, Monroe 
Co., Mo., testified John Kippers came to his father’s house, 1780, 
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in Henry Co., Va., just after Buford’s Defeat, with two or three 
cuts on his head, & remained 6 mos., until his wounds had almost 
healed. Afterwards, he removed to Greenbrier Co., Va., and several 
years afterwards returned to his father’s home in Henry Co., and 
he is the same John Kippers who settled in Missouri 2 years ago. 
Rev. Lewis Allen Anderson, Greenbrier Co., Va., testified he was 
raised in the neighborhood of Capt. John Kippers & knew him to 
be a Revolutionary soldier. Affidavit of George Lee, Marion Co., 
Mo., Jan. 2, 1835, aged 80, a soldier of the Revolution.

KNIGHT, AUSTIN,—Amherst Co., Va., July 19, 1843, Hliza- 
beth (Ham) Knight, aged 70, widow of Austin Knight who d. 
Sept., 1817, applied. He served as private in Capt. Landrum’s Co., 
Col. Holcombe’s Regt. on Guilford Expedition; 1779 or *80 under 
Capt. William Tucker; under Capt. Stewart, Col. Holcombe at 
capture of Cornwallis. They were m. in Amherst Co., Va., Feb. 24, 
1789 by Rev. Dameron. She d. Dec. 25, 1844, & her son, William, 
Admr. of her estate, applied, stating that Ann Mays & deponent 
were the only surviving children of Austin & Elizabeth Knight. 
Matthew Rickets testified he served in Capt. William Tucker’s Co. 
with Austin Knight & his brother, William Knight, & in 1781 was 
at Guilford C. H. He was under Capt. LeRoy Upshaw & Knight 
was in Capt. James Dillard’s Co. of Riflemen. Claim allowed. 


LAIN, CHARLES,—Roane Co., Tenn., Sept. 10, 1832, aged 
3: substituted for Hendrick Arnold, 1780, Corpl. under Capt. 
John Jacobs, Major Roberts, Col. Taylor, as guard to Burgoyne’s 
prisoners at Albemarle Barracks. Next tour, Orderly Sergt. under 
Capt. James Pamplin, John Horsley, Lt. Major Roberts, Col. 
Taylor; tour under Capt. Richard Ballinger; 4th tour under Capt. 
John Woodroof, Col. John Pope, Col. William Cabell, joined Col. 
Meriwether & Gen. Stevens. Thomas Robertson, John Bowman & 
Joseph Lain were fellow soldiers. Thomas Robertson testified he 
served with him in Capt. Richard Ballinger’s Co, & under Capt. 
John Woodroof, Major Hardeman & Col. Meriwether. He was 
placed on the Pension Roll Feb. 15, 1833; d. Nov. 6, 1843. His 
widow, Sally Lain, applied Oct. 14, 1853, Bradley Co., Tenn., aged 
76. Marriage bond accompanies declaration: “Charles Lane & Sally 
Leister, Cocke Co., Tenn., Jan. 6, 1801.” They raised 6 children. 
She was living Feb. 6, 1866. Claim allowed. 


LAYNE, JOSEPH,—Roane Co., Tenn., Sept. 10, 1832: aged 
76; while residing in Amherst Co., Va., enlisted in Albemarle Co. 
under Capt. John Jacobs, 2 mos. guarding prisoners at Albemarle 
Barracks; same year 2 mos. at same place under Capt. James 
Pamplin ; next tour under Capt. William Tucker, Lt. Joseph Tucker 
& Ensign Daniel Tucker, Regt. commanded by Col. Dabney & 
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Major Hardeman; marched from Amherst through Richmond 
Town, Williamsburg & to the Half-Way House; 3 mos. under Capt. 
John Woodroof, Col. Stevens’ Regt.; next tour substituted for 
Charles Rodes; at Siege of Yorktown & surrender of Cornwallis in 
Capt. John Wear’s Co. Charles Lain & John Bowman of Roane 
Co., Tenn., were fellow soldiers. The latter testified that Joseph 
Layne married his sister, Rebecca Bowman. He also stated that 
there were two Joseph Laynes living in Amherst Co., Va., at the 
same time. Placed on Pension Roll, Feb. 19, 1834. He d. in Brad- 
ley Co., Tenn., March 15, 1846 & his widow applied, Nov. 3, 1849, 
aged 94. They were m. about 1775. Their eldest child, Anderson 
Layne, was b. 1782. Claim allowed. 


LANDRUM, REV. JAMES,—Green Co., Tenn., Sept. 4, 1832, 
aged 70: served 2 tours of 3 mos. each under his father Capt. 
Young Landrum as guard to British prisoners at Albemarle Bar- 
racks; vol. 1781 under Capt. Young Landrum, Lt. Stephen Watts, 
Ensign Robert Horsley, marched South against Lord Cornwallis, 
joined Gen. Lawson, Col. Holcombe, Major Hubbard & was in the 
battle of Guilford; Thomas Trail who served in said company 
with Rev. Landrum and Vincent Jackson of Green Co., Tenn. 
testified to his service. Placed on Pension Roll Jan. 5, 1833. He 
d. Jan. 15, 1840 and his widow applied from the same place, Nov. 
4, 1843, aged 70. M.L.B. Amherst Co., Va.: “Dec. 13, 1787, James 
Landrum, bachelor & Mary Clark Alford, spinster.” 


LAVENDER, CHARLES,—Lucy Lavender, applied Sept. 18, 
1845, Jackson Co., Ga., aged 79, widow of Charles Lavender, who 
d. May 5, 1802, Edgefield Dist., 8S. C. He served a tour of military 
duty as a substitute at Albemarle Barracks, Col. Meriwether’s Regt., 
Major Goodall; enlisted under Capt. Samuel Cabell, Contl. Line, 
and was gone so long that on his return his mother did not know 
him. They were m. in Amherst Co., Va., by Rev. David Patterson. 
Claim was allowed. 

Charles Lavender, Jr., Jackson Co., Ga., Feb. 22, 1853, applied 
for a pension for the heirs of Charles & Lucy Lavender. He was 
Admr. of the estate of his mother, who d. June 14, 1846, leaving 
three children: Deponent, Simeon Lavender of Lowndes Co., Ala., 
& Willis Lavender of Choctaw Co., Miss. M.L.B Amherst Co., Va.: 
“Dec. 21, 1785, Charles Lavender, Jr., bachelor & Lucy Ballew, 
spinster.” Joseph Ballew, McDowell Co., N. C., Aug. 20, 1852, 
testified he knew Charles Lavender in Amherst. Deponent had a 
brother, John Ballew, and Charles Lavender had a brother, William 
Lavender, and all! three enlisted in the Continental Army. Charles 
Lavender moved to 8. C. about 1787. 


. LAVENDER, WILLIAM,—Amherst Co., Va., May 17, 1830, 
aged 70: entered service as a private 1778 under Capt. Jesse Allen, 
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Col. Francis Taylor’s Regt. Family consists of wife, dau. & grand- 
child. Hardin Woodroof, Buckingham Co., testified he was in same 
Regt. with Lavender & they served 18 mos. He d. Jan. 17, 1835, 
and his widow, Sarah Lavender applied May 19, 1838, aged 71; 
they were m. April 4, 1781, by Rev. Holmes. Both pensions were 
allowed. 


LEAKE, JOHN M.,—Rutherford Co., Tenn., Oct. 21, 1833: 
b. Albemarle Co., 1758, in that part later Amherst Co., Va.; 1777 
served as private on 3 tours of 1 mo. each at Albemarle Barracks: 
substitute for William Johnson under Capt. David Shelton; Capt. 
John Diggs’ Co.; substitute for Josias Dodd under Capt. John 
Christian. About the time Arnold burnt Richmond marched under 
Capt. Richard Ballenger to Albemarle Old Court House & joined 
a company commanded by Capt. Joseph Tucker. The corps were 
transported in canoes from the river 18 miles of Richmond, dis- 
embarked & marched to the City. Capt. Tucker was ordered to 
Williamsburg & Capt. Ballenger to Hood’s Fort. Drafted Aug. 1, 
1781 under command of Col. Daniel Gaines. The corps was 200 
strong. Marched to Williamsburg. The French had marched to 
that place & the corps under Col. Gaines haulted until they passed 
in front & the whole command marched to York—while stationed 
at York declarant was dispatched part of the time to drive a wagon 
for the purpose of transporting bread from Williamsburg for Gen. 
Lawson’s Brig. After the capture of Lord Cornwallis declarant 
marched with the Army to Pages Warehouse on Pamunkey & dis- 
charged. Moved to Rockbridge Co., Va., 1795, then to Knox Co., 
Tenn. 1811 & in 1821 to Nelson Co. & then to the present Co. 
Placed on Pension Roll Noy. 19, 1833; d. Aug. 24, 1840. Nov. 14, 
1840, his son Mark Leake, Admr. of his estate, applied for a pension. 


LOCKARD, WILLIAM,—Amherst Co., Va., Jan. 4, 1821, 
aged 70: private 1779 for 18 mos., Capt. Call, Col. Baylor’s Regt. 
Va. State Line on Contl. Estabmt.; discharged 1781; then enlisted 
in a company of cavalry under Capt. George Bowyer, at Bucking- 
ham C. H., commanded by Col. Wm. Washington, later by Col. 
Jones. Siege of Charleston & taking of Cornwallis & several minor 
engagements. Discharged 1783 in 8S. C. Family consists of wife, 
aged 61, and children all grown & married. Patrick Rose, formerly 
Lt. Col. of the Lower Regt. of Amherst, testified William Lockard 
served under Col. Wm. Washington. John Spitfathom stated he 
served in the 4th Va. Regt. & during that time he was personally 
acquainted with William Lockard who belonged to another corps. 
Claim allowed. 


LUTTRELL, JAMES,—Knox Co., Tenn., Sept. 9, 1837: b. 
Westmoreland Co., Va., Feb. 12, 1755. When 9 years of age re- 
moved to Amherst Co. Drafted as a minute-man, 1780; rendez- 
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voused at home of Abraham Warwick & under Capt. James Dillard, 
Lt. Thomas Morrison, Col. Peter Rose marched to Hillsborough, 
N.C. Gen. Gates was defeated before they reached Camden. Draft- 
ed under Capt. Charles Christian, Lt. Stephen Watts, Ensign Elijah 
Christian, Guilford Expedition; they were in sight of battle, after 
which they joined Col. Charles Lynch & pursued the British. 
Moved to Knox Co., Tenn., 1795. Joseph Lane, Bradley Co., Tenn., 
testified they both served as privates in Amherst Co. Militia & 
marched to N. C. 


LYON, EDWARD,—Abbeville Dist., S. C., Oct. 16, 1820, aged 
68: enlisted fall of 1775 for 1 year in Capt. Wilham Fontaine’s 
Co., Col. Adam Stephen’s 2nd Va. Regt., & participated in battle 
of Great Bridge. Family consists of wife, aged 65, son aged 16 & 
children living in distant parts of the country. His brother-in-law, 
Henry Harper, testified to the truth of his statement. Placed on 
Pension Roll March 5, 1819; d. Jan. 12, 1828. 


LYON, WILLIAM,—Nelson Co., Va., Oct. 9, 1837, Frances 
Lyon, aged 89, widow of William Lyon who d. March 30, 1811, 
applied under Act of June 7, 1832, stating that they were m. 1766. 
He served 3 tours of 3 mos. each & was discharged from the 4th 
after being in service a short time. John Pugh testified he served 
a 3 mos. tour with him in the Revolution. She d. April, 1838. 

“Amherst Co. This day Thomas Ewers made oath Before me, 
that he has two Different Times been in Company with Wm. Lyon 
which particular times he saw the said Lyons knee Easily put out 
of Joint, or at least complained & applied to him to put in Place. 
Certified by me this 13th day of Sept. 1781. John Diggs.” 

“Wm. Lion a Soldier of Col. Gaines Regiment having an Km- 
pediment in One of his Legs is hereby Dischd. and tis hopd. that 
no Officer will attempt to send sd. Lion in the field any more Given 
under my hand at Goochland Court house this 21 day of Sept. 1781, 
Jno. Woodroof Capt.” 

The claim was not allowed as there was no satisfactory proof 
of 6 mos. military service. 


MARTIN, AZARIAH,—Clay Co., Ky., Aug. 27, 1832, aged 
68: vol. in militia summer of 1780; stationed at Amherst C. H., 
private under Ensign Jonathan Reid, guarding deserters; fall of 
1780, vol. under his uncle, Capt. Azariah Martin; “marched 30 
miles to Tye River where we met Gen. Morgan’s Riflemen with 
prisoners taken at the Cowpens; we took charge of them, marched 
to Amherst, from there were taken by Rockingham & other militia 
to Winchester.” Feb., 1781, vol. under Capt. James Dillard, Col. 
Rose’s Regt., marched to Old Iron Works or Troublesome Iron 
Works, N. C. & joined Gen. Greene; discharged at Ramsey’s Mills, 
on Deep River. On reaching home vol. under Capt. James Barnett 
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an officer in Contl. Army under command of Col. Hugh Rose, 
marched to Richmond & joined Gen. Lafayette in battle of James- 
town & Siege of York until on account of illness obtained leave of 
absence a few days before Cornwallis surrendered. Placed on Pen- 
sion Roll, Aug. 21, 1833. Lucy Martin, pensioner’s widow, applied 
Madison Co., Ky., Feb. 28, 1840, aged 74; they were m. in Amherst 
Co., Va., April 20, 1791, at the house of her father, Charles Rodes; 
moved to Ky. same year. William Martin of same place testified 
he went to school with Lucy Roades. She m. his brother Azariah & 
they raised 6 children. March 2, 1840, Liberty B. Martin, aged 28, 
testified his father d. April 15, 1834, at Rockcastle, Ky. Claim al- 
lowed. 


MARTIN, HUDSON,—Nelson Co., Va., Nov. 26, 1832: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va., May 14, 1761; entered service Feb. 15, 1779, 
under Lt. Goodwin, Albemarle Barracks, Col. Taylor. May follow- 
ing substituted for his brother, William Martin, who was ill, as 
Sergt. under same officers. Commissioned Ensign, Nov. 3, 1780, 
and served under Capt. James McAlexander, Lt. Tilmon Walton, 
Richmond, Va. Drafted, May 19, 1781, Fluvanna Co., marched to 
Louisa Co., where they joined Gen. La Fayette’s Army, and from 
there to Burnt Ordinary & Old James Town, where an engagement 
took place brought on by Gen. Wayne, in which there was a right 
smart loss sustained & the enemy maintained their ground & after- 
wards went on board their vessels. Placed on Pension Roll May 
31, 1833. 


MASSEY, JOHN,—Nelson Co., Va., Sept. 24, 1853, Thomas 
Massey, aged 67, son of John Massey who d. in Amherst Co. Oct. 
20, 1800, and Admr. of the Estate of Susanna Massey, who d. Dec. 
1, 1847, widow of decd. soldier, applied for a pension under Act 
of July 4, 1836, due the heirs of John & Susanna Massey: Edmond, 
Jesse & Thomas Massey, Nelson Co.; William W., John & Charles 
Massey, Amherst Co.; Elizabeth Gill, formerly Elizabeth Massey & 
Mary Campbell, formerly Mary Massey, Rockbridge Co. His father, 
John Massey, served 4 or 5 years as Cornet in the Revolutionary 
War. He moved from Albemarle to Amherst during the war, where 
he married Susanna Wright, Jan. 1, 1779. Landon 8. Gowing, 
aged 87, a schoolmate of John Massey, made affidavit as to his 
service. Rejected for lack of proof of marriage. 


MATHEWS, JOSEPH,—Nelson Co., Va., Dec. 24,° 1882 20b. 
Fauquier Co., 1754; vol. as private under Capt. J oseph Cabell, Lt. 
Nicholas Cabell, Ensign Crawford; 2nd tour, under Capt. John 
Christian ; 3rd tour, Capt. James Pamplin, Lt. J oseph Staples, Col. 
Lindsey’s Regt. ; 4th tour, Capt. John Loving, Ensign Abram. Seay. 
William Harris, a fellow soldier, & Capt. John H. Mosby testified 
as to his service. Placed on Pension Roll May 20, 1833. 
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MAYS, BENJAMIN,—TIredell Co., N. C., Aug. 7, 1832: b. 
Stafford Co., Va., 1757; entered service as private under Capt. 
Ballinger, Albemarle Barracks; 2 mos. under Capt. Samuel Higgin- 
botham, Richmond; 8rd tour, early part of 1781, was in the Foot 
under Capt. Higginbotham, Col. Gaines, at New Glasgow ; under 
Capt. Woodroof & Col. Gaines at Siege of York Town & Surrender 
of Cornwallis. Placed on Pension Roll June 21, 1833. Leutitia 
Mays, Davidson Co., N. C., Dec. 4, 1851, widow of pensioner, ap- 
plied. 


MAYSE, CHARLES,—Amherst Co., Va., July 15, 1833: b. 
Amherst, 1763; private 1779 or ’80 in Capt. William Turner’s Co., 
Albemarle Barracks; next tour under Capt. Young Landrum, joined 
Gen. Greene & was in battle of Guilford. Claim allowed. 


McALEXANDER, ALEXANDER,—Nelson Co., Va., Aug. 27, 
1834: b. Albemarle Co., May 1, 1756; enlisted spring 1778, Corpl. 
under Capt. John Higginbotham, Lt. Linsey Coleman, Albemarle 
Barracks ; autumn, 1780, vol. Orderly Sergt. under Capt. John Mor- 
rison, Lt. Ewers, Ensign William Barnett, Col. Randolph’s Va. 
Regt.; Jan., 1781, vol. under Lt. James Montgomery, marched to 
Williamsburg, where we joined Capt. James Barnett’s Co., Col. 
Dabney’s Va. Regt.; next tour, under Capt. William Tucker; 70 
men were detached under Capt. Tucker by a forced march to Hamp- 
ton, but found the enemy had gone to their shipping. Returned to 
York & The Half Way House, and erected new pine huts. Micajah 
Wheeler, a Rev. soldier, testified he knew the soldier in the winter 
of 1781 at The Half Way House. Charles Rhoades, fellow soldier 
in Capt. John Morrison’s Co. He d. Jan. 30, 1840, and his widow, 
Martha McAlexander, applied from same place, May 4, 1844, aged 
75. They were m. by Rev. Irving. She was living in 1849. Both 
pensions were allowed.

after 15 years to Logan Co., Ky.; Wilhamson Co., Tenn.; thence 
to Muscle Shoals; thence to Maury Co. and to Lincoln Co. Placed 
on Pension Roll March 5, 1833. 


MONTGOMERY, JOHN,—Adair Co., Ky., Oct. 8, 1833: b. 
April 3, 1762; private May, 1779, 18 days under Capt. Burras, guard 
Albemarle Barracks; 1780, vol. under Capt. John Morrison, Col. 
Meade’s Regt., Gen. Lawson’s Brig.; Jan., 1781, under Capt. James 
Barnett marched to Richmond, Williamsburg & York & there at- 
tached to Col. Dabney’s Regt., thence to Hampton, back to Half 
Way House between York & Hampton then moved to York & there 
heard the British had surrounded the encampment they recently 
left. We expected them at York the Regt. paraded in front of York 
& some horsemen came & informed us the British had turned back. 
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Major Campbell called for volunteers to march against them & he 
was one that vol. & pursued the British to Hampton but did not 
overtake them ; marched back to the Half Way House, to Williams- 
burg & discharged by Capt. Barnett; served another tour under 
Capt. Taliaferro, Col. Meriwether. In 1789 removed to Ky. Claim 
allowed. 


MONTGOMERY, WILLIAM,—Marion Co., Mo., Sept. 4, 1832, 
aged 75: enlisted 1776 under Capt. Samuel J. Cabell, 6th Regt., 
Contl. Line. Capt. Cabell’s Co. was drafted into Col. Morgan’s 
Regt. Affiant was in 3 battles, Trenton, Princeton, Saratoga & tak- 
ing of Burgoyne & had a hard engagement at White Marsh; dis- 
charged Feb. 14, 1778. In 1779, commissioned Lt. in State militia 
& appointed Recruiting Officer by Joseph Cabell & James Higgin- 
botham. His wife d. prior to him & shortly after he was pensioned 
he d. Nov. 22, 1832. His son, John J. Montgomery, was living in 
Palmyra, Mo., April 25, 1845. 


MORRISON, EZRA,—Uincoln Co., Ky., Aug. 30, 1832: b. 
Albemarle Co. in that part later Amherst Co., Va., 1756: “There 
is a record of his age in the lower part of Kentucky at the house of 
his sisters” ; enlisted Nov. 9, 1776, in the 2nd Georgia Regt. Contl. 
Line, under Samuel Elbert, Col., John Stirk, Lit.-Col., Major Moseby, 
Capt. Joseph Pannel, afterwards George Hancock was Capt. & after- 
wards Shem Cook was Capt. Served 3 years. Was engaged in sev- 
eral skirmishes with the Florida Scout. He marched through Sa- 
vannah, Augusta, Forts on Ogeechee River & was a good deal at 
Fort Howe. He had his discharge until some years ago when he 
gave it to the late Thomas Montgomery, then a Member of Congress, 
for the purpose of getting his portion of the land which had been 
allowed to the soldiers of the Revolution, and it was by him mislaid. 
April 22, 1833, Jacob Warriner, William F. Lee, William Din- 
widdie, Archibald Huston & Benjamin Briggs, swear that they are 
well acquainted with Ezra Morrison, that he is reputed & believed 
in the neighborhood where he resides to be a soldier of the Revolu- 
tion, and that they concur in that opinion. Claim allowed. He d. 
Nov. 1, 1844.

NEWMAN, JOHN,—Davidson Co., Tenn., April 19, 1826: 
enlisted in Buckingham Co., Va., Oct., 1776 as private under Capt. 
John Moseley & on his march enlisted in Georgia Troops under 
Col. Elbert. In battle of Savannah, Dec. 29, 1778 where his right 
arm was shot off near the shoulder by a cannon ball; taken prisoner 
and after wound healed he was sent aboard a prison ship 15 miles 
below Savannah; exchanged Aug., 1779 & went to Augusta, Ga., 
where he applied to Gen. McIntosh for a discharge. “Damn you!” 
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he said, pointing to declarants shoulder “a better discharge than I 
can give you. I have no right to discharge you as you were enlisted 
for during the War.” This declarant at that time was doing noth- 
ing for the service, was receiving no clothing or pay, nor had he 
received any since the battle of Savannah. He then applied to Gen. 
Elbert for a discharge who told him he could not give him one until 
the War was over. He left Augusta, Ga., about Dec. 1, 1779, and 
reached home in Amherst Co., Va., about Christmas. In 1784 de- 
clarant received from Gen. Elbert a discharge. Placed on Pension 
Roll May 9, 1826. 


NEWMAN, JOSEPH,—Rutherford Co., Tenn., Oct. 9, 1828: 
enlisted 1776 for 3 years as private under Capt. Clough Shelton, 
10th Regt. Va. Line; again enlisted 1778, Col. Posey’s 3rd Regt. 
Wilham Knight, Franklin Co., Tenn., Oct. 27, 1828, aged 70, testi- 
fied he knew Newman served in Capt. Clough Shelton’s Co., 1776. 
Claim allowed. 


NEVIL, THOMAS,—Rutherford Co., Tenn., Nov. 18, 1832: 
b. Amherst Co., Va., 1761; drafted Nov., 1781; served 7 mos. as 
private under Capt. Ned Garland, guard at Albermarle Barracks 
to prisoners taken in the defeat & capture of Lord Cornwallis at 
Yorktown ; furloughed on account of illness; fall of 1782 called out 
under Capt. James Mathews & rendezvoused at Thomas Jopling’s 
in Amherst Co. The company was ordered to go out & collect beef 
for the use of prisoners at Albemarle Barracks & the Garrison at 
Irvine’s Store in Albemarle Co. Placed on Pension Roll Oct. 16, 
1833, 


OGLESBY, JESSE,—Madison Co., Ky., Oct. 1, 1832, aged 72: 
b. Fluvanna Co., Va.; served 3 mos. tour under Capt. James Bar- 
nett, Col. Dabney, as substitute without any reward or fee, for his 
nephew, Richard Perkins, a man of family. I was drafted in my 
absence & said Perkins went in my place. Vol. 1781, under Lt. 
Young Landrum, Col. Pope, and was in battle of Jamestown. Re- 
moved to Ky. 15 years since. Robert Dinwiddie, aged 70, Madison 
Co., Ky., testified he was well acquainted with Jesse Oglesby. He 
d. March 23, 1852. Celia (Witt) Oglesby, pensioner’s widow, ap- 
plied May 21, 1855. They were m. in Amherst Co., Va., by Rev. B. 
Berry, Sept. 25, 1794. Claim allowed. 


PADGETT, FREDERICK,—Bedford Co., Va., July 2, 1828: 
b. Essex Co., Va., 1753 or 754; 1779 enlisted in Amherst Co., Va., 
as private under Capt. James Harrison, marched by Lt. Jordan to 
Fredericksburg & placed under command of Capt. Howard. After a 
few weeks the company marched in Col. Buford’s Regt. to Williams- 
burg, thence to James River & crossed at Cedar Point to Petersburg, 
where we took up winter quarters. In the spring marched under 
same Officers to Charleston, S. C. & arrived within 12 miles of this 
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place the very day the enemy surrounded the town. He distinctly 
heard the firing of the cannon. Col. Buford immediately ordered 
a halt & they lay that night on their arms & next morning re- 
treated to Camden to the Waxhaw settlement & were engaged in a 
bloody battle with the British. The Americans were about 400; a 
great many were killed & wounded. The British forces far exceed- 
ed the Americans who were here defeated & taken prisoners of war, 
and were put in a barn that night & guarded. Next morning all 
who were able to walk marched as prisoners with the British & the 
others left upon the ground; among the latter men was the appli- 
cant. All left were placed by Tarleton, the British commander, on 
their parole. July 2, 1828, William Padgett, Bedford Co., Va., 
testified Frederick Padgett enlisted, March, 1779 in Capt. James 
Harrison’s Co., 3rd Va. Regt. Contl. Line & served faithfully until 
May, 1780, on which day the sd. Regt. with exception of 2 men 
were all killed or wounded in the battle called “Buford’s Defeat” 
in the state of N. C.; deponent & his brother Frederick Padgett 
were wounded & unable to travel with the British troops; they were 
paroled by Col. Tarleton May 30, 1780 in an old barn which served 
as a hospital for the wounded men. As soon as he & his brother 
recovered they joined the 11th Regt. July 22, 1833, Frederick 
Padgett, Bedford Co., Va., applied for a pension due him for his 
service in the Revolutionary War, under Act of June 7, 1832. He 
testified that he received a certificate 4 or 5 years ago which he 
placed in the hands of Charles Whitley for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a pension which he forwarded to the War Department. He 
testified further that he was defrauded by Charles Whitley, Leroy 
Jordan & Anthony Evans, Jr., late of this Co. in relation to his 
claim for a pension. He submitted the following additional proof 
of his service & his name was placed on the Pension Roll Nov. 2, 
1832: 


Amherst County St: This day I have received from James 
Harrison, Frederick Padget who acknowledges himself to be 
regular enlisted for the 32nd division to serve as a Soldier 
for during the War in the Army of the United States of 
America. Given under my hand this 10th day of March 
Li, Ce

PANNEL, BENJAMIN,*—Todd Co., Ky., June 10, 1833: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va., March 1, 1755, in that part later Amherst Co, ; 


The list of Pensioners printed in 1834-35 erroneously gives his name 
as Benjamin Parmel. 
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vol, 1777 under Capt. Joseph Cabell, Lt. Nicholas Cabell, Ensign 
Abraham Seay; July, 1778, under Capt. James Pamplin, Col. Reu- 
ben Lindsay, Lt.-Col. Holt Richeson; July, 1779, under Capt. 
William Tucker, Col. Lindsay, Lt.-Col. Richeson; June Arg a pels be 
under Capt. Loving who was taken ill in Richmond & Capt. James 
Barnett took command, Major Overstreet, Adj. Campbell, Col. 
Lindsay, Lt.-Col. Richeson ; discharged a few days before the sur- 
render of Cornwallis. In battle of Hot Water when Gen. Wayne 
was in command. Placed on Pension Roll Oct. LS yaLSooy 


PENDLETON, RICHARD,—Nelson Co., Va., Aug. 20, 1844: 
Mary Pendleton, aged 82, widow of Richard Pendleton, who d. May 
20, 1829, applied, stating they were m. in Culpeper Co., Va., by 
Rev. Herdsman, Jan. 4, 1784. He enlisted Amherst Co. as private 
or non-commissioned officer of the cavalry under Lt. William Penn”? 
in early part of the Revolutionary War with James Clements & 
William Tucker and marched North with Lt. Penn. In battles of 
Brandywine, Germantown & Monmouth in Capt. Spotswood Dand- 
ridge’s Co. Served 2 yrs. & 9 mos.; discharged by Col. Jameson. 
He took the smallpox while in service, marks of which were ap- 
parent to the day of his death. Lt. Penn d. at Trenton, N. J., of 
smallpox. Mrs. Mary Carter, Amherst Co., Va., July 31, 1844, 
deposed when her uncle James Clements returned from the North 
he stopped at the home of her father, Joseph Roberts, in Amherst, 
now Nelson Co. He had the smallpox while in service. William 
Cashwell testified he frequently conversed with Richard Pendleton 
and heard him say he was in battles of Brandywine, Germantown, 
Monmouth & Edge Hill under Gen. Washington; they were hard 
run at times to get food for the cavalry. Col. Samuel Cabell who 
recruited & marched a company from Amherst about the same time 
was also at battle of Edge Hill. John Shelton, Nelson Co., Vay. 
Aug. 28, 1844, aged 85, testified Lt. William Penn was recruiting 
officer of the Cavalry in Amherst Co, 17 76, and Richard Pendleton, 
William Tucker & William McDaniel enlisted & marched to the 
North. William McDaniel d. of smallpox. Pendleton returned 
home 1779. He served two tours after his return, one with his 
brother Reuben Pendleton. James Tinsley, Bedford Co., Va., Sept. 


“William Penn, b. in Caroline Co., Va., April 7, 1745 (son of George 
& Ann Penn), commissioned 1st Lt. Virginia Dragoons, 10th June, 1776: 
Capt. Ist Continental Dragoons, 25th Nov. 1776; d. 15th March, 1777, of 
smallpox at Trenton, N. J. Heitman’s Historical Register of Officers of the 
Continental Army, p. 435. His will, dated Aug. 13, 1776, mentions himself 
as “going into Service;” proved in Amherst Co., Va., July 7, 1777. (Will 
Book 1, p. 355). 

July 4, 1776, a Warrant was issued to his brother Gabriel Penn, com- 
missioner of Buckingham District, for the use of Wm. Penn, Lieut. in 
Capt. Jameson’s Troop of Horse, for £250 upon acct. for purchase of 
horses, Arms, accouterments. Calendar of Virginia State Papers, VIII, 236. 
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3, 1844, aged 81, testified he became acquainted with Richard 
Pendleton early in 1776 at the home of his father, William Tinsley, 
in Albemarle Co., while Pendleton was on his way to headquarters 
at the North as an enlisted soldier of the cavalry; said Pendleton, 
William McDaniel & others of the same company under command 
of Capt. Franklin stopped at their house for breakfast. After Pen- 
dleton returned home he served 1 mo. at Albemarle Barracks; de- 
ponent served a tour at said Barracks in winter of 1779 & 1780. 
William Tinsley, Madison Co., Va., Sept. 26, 1844, aged 76, testi- 
fied he was Exor. of his father’s will & paid said Pendleton the 
proportion which was the share of his wife, Mary Pendleton. Abra- 
ham Tinsley, Madison Co., Va., in a letter to his sister, Mrs. Mary 
Pendleton, Oct. 10, 1844, says: “I rode to Culpeper C. H., to obtain 
a copy of the marriage bond & found many of the old papers had 
been destroyed by worms.” June 2, 1845, Col. John Pryor, Amherst 
Co., aged 57, declared he heard Richard Pendleton & Francis 
Slaughter?® tell about their service in the North, under command 
of Spotswood Dandridge. Her claim was allowed. 


PETERS, JAMES,—Nelson Co., Va., May 6, 1818, aged 52: 
enlisted in Amherst Co. sometime after Gates’ Defeat as a private 
by one Mays, Recruiting officer for the Southern Army; marched 
under Capt. James Pamplin to Hillsborough, N. C., where he was 
attached to Capt. Ewell’s Co., Col. Hawes’ 2nd Regt., Contl. Hs- 
tabmt. for 18 mos. & served in sd. Regt. in Capt. Cowherd’s Co. 
until the capture of Cornwallis; battles of Guilford, Camden, Hutaw 
Springs & several skirmishes under Maj. Gen. Greene. Discharged 
by Capt. Cowherd at Salisbury, N. C. His family consisted of wife 
& 13 children. He was placed on Pension Roll Sept. 20, 1819; 
dropped under Act of May 1, 1820; apphed again Nov. 29, 1821; 
d. Nov. 1, 1823. His widow, Elizabeth, applied Nelson Co., Va., 
Jan. 28, 1839. Fall of 1841 she moved to Rockbridge Co. where 
she applied Feb. 27, 1844, aged 77, under Act of March 3, 1848, 
which was allowed. M.L.B. Amherst Co., Va.: “March 11, 1793, 
James Peters, bachelor & Elizabeth Stevens, spinster. Consent of 
her father, Barnett Stevens.” 


POWELL, FRANCIS,—Wilkes Co., Ga., March 28, 1854, 
Joseph T. Burdett, aged 43, made the following declaration in 
order to obtain pension for the only living children of Francis 
Powell, decd.: Mary Powell, Joseph Powell & Elizabeth Burdett, 


*Among the miscellaneous Court papers I found in 1931 was the fol- 
lowing application for a pension. There is no record of this declaration 
in the National Archives, Washington, D. C.: SLAUGHTER, FRANCIS,— 
Amherst Co., Va., March 21, 1828, aged 73: enlisted 1776 in Capt. John 
Jameson’s Co. Ist Regt. of Light Dragoons commanded by Theodorick 
Bland in the Va. State Line, Contl. Estabmt. Discharged at Winchester, 
Va., 1778. Living with dau., Lucy Spencer. 
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Wilkes Co., Ga.; Nancy Jackson, Chambers Co., Ala.; Jane Wor- 
tham, Coweta Co., Ga.; Sarah Wortham, Caroline Wells & Ben- 
jamin Powell, Meriwether Co., Ga.; Thomas Powell, Talbot Co., 
Ga.

PHILIP (PHILLIP), GEORGE NICHOLAS,—Mercer Co., 
Ky., Aug. 1, 1832, aged 75; enlisted in Amherst Co., Va., July, 
1780, under Capt. Estang & marched North. In May, 1781, marched 
from White Plains to Philadelphia & Alexandria, and attached to 
Col. Washington’s Reet. of Horse & was at the surrender of Corn- 
wallis. Resided in Amherst Co. after the Revolutionary War until 
1812, removed to Ky. Vol. in Col. Johnson’s Regt. & marched to 
Canada. Francis Adams, Revolutionary soldier, testified to his 
service. Placed on Pension Roll Oct. 16, 1832. 

James Davis, Livingston Co., Mo., Aug. 28, 1875, grandson of 
the Revolutionary soldier, stated his grandfather came with the 
French Army under Gen. Lafayette, in 1780, and after the war 
remained in America & was pensioned. He m. Sarah Bloom in Ky., 
and located in Floyd Co., Ind. They had a dau. Americus Phillips, 
who m. William Davis, deponent’s parents, and three other children. 


POLLARD, JAMES,—Spencer Co., Ind., Aug. 138, 1833: b. 
Culpeper Co., Va., 1762; private under Capt. Booker, Lt. Miller, 
Col. Kirkerdall, Gen. Muhlenberg’s Brig. Absalom Pollard, Garrard 
Co., Ky., testified he was present when his brother, James Pollard, 
enlisted in Va. State Troops, and saw him receive his bounty & 
march with Capt. Booker’s Co. from Amherst, and after 3 years he 
returned to deponent’s house in Amherst. Placed on Pension Roll 
Oct. 1, 1833; d. July 4, 1840. 


PRYOR, WILLIAM,—Amherst Co., Va., Oct. 16,)518320.5. 
Pedlar River, Albemarle Co., about 1752 or ’53, for he well recol- 
lects the war of 1755, or what was then called “Braddock’s War” : 
removed to the Great Kanawha River, Western Va., in autumn of 
1773, and next spring planted a crop of corn, but was driven back 
to Amherst by the Indians; again visited that river and was at 
Point Pleasant in the spring of 1775, and saw Capt. Isaac Shelby, 
later Governor of Ky., who had been left with the wounded after 
the battle of Point Pleasant, 10th Oct. 1774; was again there oc- 
casionally and in Amherst until early in 1776, when the Indians 
compelled him and many others to take shelter in the fort; was then 
substitute for James Frazer under Capt. Matthew Arbuckle, com- 
mander of the fort, and whose subaltern officers were Lts. Andrew 
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Wallace & James Thompson, Ensigns Samuel Woods & James 
McNutt; served out Frazer’s time (about 8 mos.) and then enlisted 
under Capt. Arbuckle for 2 years; about that time Capt. William 
McKee with Lt. James Gilmore with many private soldiers came to 
said place and were stationed there under Capt. Arbuckle; whilst 
there he (Pryor) performed many duties: was often detailed with 
others to go up the Kanawha River to the plantations above the 
Point for corn; was often stationed as guard on the Ohio River 
above the fort and often acted as a spy. In the fall of 1777, Cols. 
Dickerson & Skillern came to the fort with a number of men under 
their command on an expedition against the Shawnee towns; I 
served on this expedition with James Harrison, Micajah Goodwin 
and many others. When we arrived at the fort, a Lt. Gilmore went 
over the Kanawha to shoot turkeys and was killed by some un- 
known Indians, and as soon as his body was brought into the fort 
and was seen by his men, they immediately murdered Cornstalk, 
his son Nepseki, and another principal Indian then in the fort as 
hostages. Gen. Hand, of the U. S. Army, came to the fort from 
Pittsburgh and ordered the officers & men to return into the settle- 
ment, saying it was too late in the season to go over the Ohio & 
attack the Indian towns, the principal of which was Chilicatha. 
Fiand ordered Arbuckle & McKee to shorten the pay & daily allow- 
ances of their men, saying they feasted too high; when this order 
was put into execution, almost every man shouldered arms and 
girted on their knapsacks and started home, when Col. McDowell, 
then in the fort, stated to Hand the impolicy of such a measure 
and obtained Hand’s permission to follow & speak to the men, which 
he did, and promised them their former pay and allowances & the 
men returned. This deponent himself took no part in the mutiny. 

In consequence of the massacre of Cornstalk, the Shawnees 
mustered all their strength in the spring of 1778, and besieged the 
fort at Point Pleasant for several days and killed one man, Paddy 
Shearman, & wounded Lt. Gilmore. Finding they could not take 
the fort, they killed off all our stock & marched to attack the forts 
& settlement in Greenbrier. We obtained information of this fact 
from Grenadier Squaw, said to be sister of King Cornstalk, who 
had taken shelter in the fort & when her stock was killed with ours, 
she obtained leave of Capt. McKee to go out to the Indians; she 
went out with some spirits and soon became intoxicated & although 
in that state she overheard the intentions of the Indians & when 
sober she came in & informed the officers of the designs of the In- 
dians. Capt. McKee made a proposition that if any two men would 
carry the news to Greenbrier that, although he could not discharge 
them, yet he would extend their furloughs as would be paramount 
to a discharge; John Intchminger & John Logan volunteered & set 
out, but becoming alarmed returned the same evening. Philip Ham- 
mond & myself then agreed to go, when my older brother, John 
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Pryor, said that he should go as he was more experienced in Indian 
warfare, & as Hammond preferred that he should go, I gave way 
& they were dressed as Indians by the Grenadier Squaw & followed 
the Indians & passed them at the meadows, 10 or 12 miles from 
Donnelly’s Fort, & were in the fort but a short time when the 
Indians arrived & attacked it, & a dreadful conflict ensued. Capt. 
Arbuckle was in Greenbrier visiting his family at the time, & hear- 
ing of the coming of the Indians & hearing the firing at the fort 
he, with Capt. Lewis, raised a company, forced their way into said 
fort & finally drove off the Indians, after many of them had been 
killed & wounded. Thus Greenbrier was saved. The Indians were 
so discomfited they abandoned their expedition & returned home. 
During this expedition Gen. Clark, of the U. S. Army, stopped at 
Point Pleasant on his way to take possession of a place then called 
the O Post, but now Vincennes. 


During the autumn of 1778, there was a man named Morgan 
in the fort, who had been prisoner for many years with the Indians 
& who had a squaw with him said to be his wife. Morgan was held 
& ironed by the officers in order to take him to his father who had 
offered a large reward to any one who would bring his son to him. 
Finding himself but slightly guarded, he ran away with his wife 
& was never more heard of. The officers fearing that he would 
reach the Indian towns and inform them that our time had nearly 
expired, & that a great many of us would leave the fort in a few 
days, discharged myself, Zedekiah Shumaker & many others & we 
left the fort a few days before my two years had actually expired. 
After my return to Amherst at the close of 1778, I was the follow- 
ing year drafted in the militia to serve a tour of 3 mos. below Rich- 
mond under Capt. Samuel Higginbotham, Col. Christian’s Regt., 
& served this tour with Zedekiah Shumaker, William Brown, 
Samuel Allen & many others. In 1780, served another tour of 3 
mos. at Fort Powhatan, on James River below Richmond, now 
called Fort Jefferson, under Capt. Richard Ballinger; he served 
with Richard Tankersley, Nicholas Pryor (an elder brother), & 
many others. Certificates as to his character & services sworn to 
by Rev. John Davis, Abram Carter, Zedekiah Shumaker & Bartlett 
Cash. Placed on Pension Roll Sept. 6, 1833. 


PUGH, JOHN,—Nelson Co., Va., Oct. 2, 1832: b. Amelia Co., 
Noy. 18, 1762 or *63; substituted for his father, John Pugh, Jan., 
1781, under Capt. James Barnett, Major Campbell; drafted June, 
1781, Capt. James Pamplin, Lt. Joseph Staples, joined Gen. La- 
fayette’s Army. Some time after returning home visited his cousin, 
Burke Co., N. C., where there was a requisition for troops to go 
against the Indians. In Oct. or Nov., 1781, Capt. John McDowell 
came to his cousin’s & said one of them would have to go against 
the Indians & he consented to go. After this tour returned to Am- 
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herst where he lived 2 years; then returned to N. C.; thence to 
S. C. After 2 years returned to Amherst & in 1800 removed to 
Monroe Co., where he resided 1 year, then moved to Amherst, now 
Nelson Co., Va. Polly Chewning testified she remembered when 
her brother left on a 3 mos. tour as a substitute for their father, 
John Pugh. Placed on Pension Roll May 31, 1833. 


PURVIS, GHORGE,—Nelson Co., Va., Sept. 25, 1832: b. 
Caroline Co., Oct. 19, 1757; vol. 1775 in a company commanded 
by Capt. James Higginbotham, Lt. Joseph Cabell, Ensign Nicholas 
Cabell. We met at sd. Nicholas Cabell’s & marched to Williamsburg 
by way of Richmond. He was standing guard when Gov. Dunmore 
made his way to the British shipping. A guard was placed at his 
house to take him in case he should return. After 3 mos. we were 
marched back to Amherst & discharged. Vol. 1776, under Capt. 
James Montgomery, Lt. Tilman Walton; 1777, served under Capt. 
John Diggs, Lt. Morrison, Col. Meriwether, Major John Pope; 
same year tour under Capt. John Christian, Lt. James Pamplin, 
Lt. Samuel Bell, Ensign Samuel Allen, Col. Daniel Gaines, marched 
to Hickory Run Meeting House, below Richmond, between James- 
town & Williamsburg. Next tour under Capt. John Jacobs, Lt. 
James Reid, Col. Tompkins; 1780-81, Capt. Tilman Walton, Lt. 
James Roberts, Gen. Lafayette; vol. in Capt. James Morrison’s Co., 
Lt. Reid, marched from Warwick’s Gap, then called Key’s Gap, & 
joined Lafayette. We were directed to run 30 bullets at Jamestown 
& placed as foot guard to the artillery. Our company was in the 
advance & the company should fire & file to the right & left & let 
the artillery come into play. Before daylight an officer rode up 
& ordered a halt, but the army continued to march. When in sight 
of Jamestown found Cornwallis & his force had taken shipping. 
Charles Purvis, aged 66, & Hezekiah Hargrove testified Nov. 20, 
1832, to his service. He d. Oct. 15, 1838, & his widow, Hlizabeth 
(Murphy) Purvis, applied Jan. 26, 1852. They were m. Oct. 25, 
1795, Amherst Co., Va. Both claims allowed. | 


RAY, WILLIAM,—Franklin Co., Ga., March 7, 1821, aged 
64: enlisted Jan. 6, 1777, Capt. Samuel J. Cabell, Col. Morgan’s 
Regt., Contl. Estabmt. ; discharged Jan., 1780, Fredericktown, Md., 
by Col. Buford. At storming of Stony Point, battle of Monmouth. 
William Aaron testified he served 9 mos. with William Ray, was 
furloughed, & Ray remained the time stated. John Ray, Union 
Co., Ga., July 23, 1853, aged 46, applied stating deponent & sister, 
Suca Ray, were only children of William Ray who was placed on 
the Pension Roll Jan. 29, 1825 and d. April 6, 1833, His parents, 
William Ray & Patty Wilson, were m. in Oglethorpe Co., Ga., 
March 15, 1804. ) 


REID, ALEXANDER,—Gerrard Co., Ky., May 1, 1833: b. 
Albemarle Co., Feb. 11, 1752, in that part later Amherst Co., Va. 
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Enlisted in Amherst Co. against the Indians, 1774, under Capt. 
Alexander McClanahan, Col. Charles Lewis; joined the troops at 
Staunton & marched to Big Kanawha, where a severe engagement 
took place in which Col. Lewis was killed; vol. in Botetourt Co., 
Va., 1780, under Capt. James Barnett, Col. Hugh Crockett, for 3 
mos. against the Tories; vol. again the same year in Amherst Co. 
under Capt. Barnett & marched to Big Island on Holston River 
against the Cherokee Indians in Col. William Campbell’s Regt. 
Spring, 1781, in service in Capt. Barnett’s Co., mounted Infty. 
Placed on Pension Roll Sept. 2, 1833. 


ROBERTSON, THOMAS,—Monroe Co., Tenn., Sept. 17, 1832, 
aged 70: drafted 1780, 6 mos. as private under Capt. Richard 
Ballinger, Lts. Thomas Jones & Absalom Pollard, Ensign John 
Mathews; marched from Amherst Jan. 1, 1781; reached Richmond 
a few days after it had been burned by Arnold. On returning home, 
Col. Rose called for volunteers for 20 days, & declarant vol. under 
Capt. Woodroof, Col. Cabell, Lt. Col. Pope. Removed to Cocke 
Co., Tenn., 30 years ago; after 6 years moved to Knox Co.; 14 
years there, then to Monroe Co. Charles Lane & Joseph Lain testi- 
fied they were Robertson’s neighbors in Amherst Co., Va., during 
the Revolution; Charles Lane was Robertson’s messmate on both 
tours, & Joseph Lain messmate on tour under Capt. Woodroof. 
Claim was allowed. 


ROYALTREE, (ROYALTY, RIALLY), JOHN,—Casey Co., 
Ky., Aug. 21, 1832: b. Stafford Co., Va., 1759; Feb., 1781, sub- 
stituted for Thomas Waugh, private in Amherst Co. Militia, under 
Capt. Wallace, 4th Va. Regt.; joined Gen. Lawson, marched to 
Guilford; next tour under Capt. James Pamplin as substitute for 
Thomas Waugh, Col. Lindsey’s Regt., Gen. Lawson’s Brig. In 
engagement at old Jamestown. Discharged at Malbon Hills by Gen. 
Lawson. Aug., 1781, marched under Capt. Landrum & served dur- 
ing Siege of York & was at surrender of Cornwallis & guard to 
prisoners on their march to Winchester; taken sick and discharged, 
8 mos. service. He d. Dec. 16, 1844, & March 30, 1857, Sally 
Royalty, aged 87, widow of pensioner, applied from Collin Co., 
Texas, stating they were m. Jan. 25, 1803, by Jeremiah Vardeman, 
M.L.B. “John Rially & Sally Sage, Lincoln Co., Ky., Jan. 24, 
1803.” She testified they were illiterate & could not write & the 
Clerk of the Court misspelled their name. Rejected for lack of 
proof of marriage. 


RYAN, HARRIS,—Rhea Co., Tenn., Feb. 4, 1834: b. Amherst 
Co., Va., Nov. 4, 1764; enlisted fall 1779 6 mos. in Capt. John 
Morrison’s Co., Lts. Samuel Yours & Thomas Ewers, Col. John 
Pope’s Regt., & was in skirmish at Petersburg under Gen. Lawson. 
After the Revolution removed to Wilkes Co., Ga., then to Campbell 
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Co., Tenn., then to present county. Edward Demaster of Nelson 
Co., Va., was a fellow soldier in Capt. John Morrison’s Co. Harris 
Ryan was living in McCracken Co., Ky., Aug. 11, 1843, when he 
requested that his name be transferred from the Tenn. Pension 
Roll to that of Ky., as his wife had died & his youngest dau. Unity 
was mairied to George Burnett & he lives with them. 


RYAN, PHILIP,—Nelson Co., Va., Oct. 22, 1832: b. Albe- 
marle Co., Dec., 1756, in that part later Amherst Co. & then Nelson 
Co., Va.; drafted out of his division on three tours: under Capt. 
Wilham Harris, Lt. John Martin, Albemarle Barracks. After 1 mo. 
service taken with white swelling in his limbs & furloughed. On 
recovering, served 2 mos. in same company; 6 mos. in Capt. Richard 
Ballinger’s Co. Edward Demaster, soldier of the Revolution, testi- 
fied that during the War a certain John Morrison raised a volunteer 
company for 6 mos. service in Amherst Co., Va., that deponent & 
Harris Ryan were privates in sd. Co., they marched to Petersburg 
where sd. Philip Ryan was taken sick and brought home to Amherst 
in a wagon. Claim allowed. 


SCRUGGS, SAMUEL SCOTT, Sr. (or SCOTT MARTIN) ,— 
Nelson Co., Va., March 27, 1828, aged 70: enlisted under name of 
Scott Martin, 1777, for 2 vears under Capt. Samuel Jordan Cabell, 
in Regt. commanded by Col. Stevens, Va. Line, Contl. Estabmt. 
One dau. aged 20 living with him. Thomas Jones testified he served 
as stated. A copy of a deed dated Dec. 9, 1826, from Samuel S. 
Scruggs, & Jane his wife to their son, Samuel S. Scruggs, Jr., con- 
veying a tract of land in Amherst Co., Va., is with his application 
papers. Placed on Pension Roll June 20, 1828. 


SHUMAKER, ZEDEKIAH,—Ambherst Co., Va., Oct. 15, 1832: 
b. Henrico Co., about 1754; went to the Great Kanawha & there 
resided until driven back to Amherst by the Indians in 1775; en- 
listed autumn of 1776 for 2 years under Lt. Moore of Rockbridge, 
some comrades being John Hogg, John Finney, Samuel Peters & 
William Ricks; marched to Point Pleasant. Other officers were 
Capt. Wilham McKee, Lt. James Thompson & Ensign James Gil- 
more. Matthew Arbuckle was in command of the fort, his subal- 
terns being Lts. Andrew Wallace & Samuel Woods, & Ensign James 
McNutt. Served 2 tours under Capt. Samuel Higginbotham & Capt. 
Anthony Rucker, guarding British prisoners at Charlottesville ; fel- 
low soldiers were Moses Sweeney, William Cook & others. (The 
greater part of this declaration is merely a repetition of that of 
William Pryor, & for that reason is omitted). His claim was al- 
lowed. 


SIMMONS, JAMES,—Hawkins Co., Tenn., Aug., 1818: b, 


July 10, 1758; enlisted Jan., 1777, under Ensign William Powell, 
Capt. James Franklin, 10th Va. Regt., Gen. Weedon’s Brig.; Capt. 
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Franklin resigned & Clough Shelton took command; discharged by 
Col. Febiger, Philadelphia 1780; battles Brandywine, Germantown, 
Monmouth, storming of Stony Point & two skirmishes under Col. 
Stevens & Gen. Wayne, Gen. Scott’s Brig. Gave his discharge to 
his father, who lived in Rutherford Co., N. C. Placed on Pension 
Roll Sept. 30, 1819. 


SMITH, AUGUSTINE,—Nelson Co., Va., Nov. 1, 1832, “aged 
about 80”; b. Westmoreland Co.; enlisted under Capt. Samuel 
Jordan Cabell, marched to Williamsburg, promoted Sergt., returned 
to Amherst on recruiting service; remained at Amherst C. H. for 
several weeks, during which time he enlisted 4 men: Austin Smith, 
James Weeks, Josiah Jones & David Barnett, & marched with them 
to Williamsburg. The troops were ordered to Sandy Point to guard 
flour & provisions. Capt. Hopkins & Lt. Williams were also there. 
One morning two British tenders made their appearance & fired on 
the troops with grape shot & cannon balls. One of the latter struck 
near the spring where he was standing & tore up the ground, throw- 
ing dirt on him. The firing continued during the day & they cap- 
tured our flour & provisions. Militia from adjoining counties were 
in the engagement; the arm of one of their men was broken by a 
grape shot. Capt. Cabell’s Co. returned to Williamsburg. Deponent 
was sent to Richmond with a wagon for flour. On his return the 
negro driver turned the wagon over & some of the barrels of flour 
fell on him & broke his back. He was taken by a man named Harris 
to Capt. Bowers a doctor who lived in a fine house opposite. While 
there a neighbor of Dr. Bowers’, named Corbin, who owned many 
slaves came to see him. After 20 days was taken to Williamsburg 
& when able to travel was furloughed ; purchased a parcel of cotton 
& put it into a bag to ride on. Was aided home by his brother, 
John Smith, & Joel Thompson (both now dead). Never recovered 
until several years after his enlistment expired. Claim allowed; d. 
Dec. 1, 1832. His sister, Mary Smith, applied March 24, 1835, for 
the balance of his pay for his heirs: sisters, Mary & Judith Smith 
& Sally Lowe, wife of William Lowe. Cert. paid in favor of Mary 
Smith, Extrx. 


SMITH, PHILIP,—Amherst Co., Va., Oct. 15, 1832: b. Albe- 
marle Co., 1755, in the part later Amherst Co., Va.; drafted 1781 
as private under Capt. James Franklin & marched to N. C. Joined 
Gen. Greene’s Army the day after battle of Guilford; summer of 
1781, 4 mos. under Caleb Higginbotham driving cattle to Williams- 
burg for Contl. Army. Capt. Benjamin Higginbotham testified to 
seeing declarant on the Guilford Expedition. Bartlett Cash testi- 
fied he marched with declarant in Capt. James Franklin’s Co. & 
joined Gen. Greene after the battle of Guilford. Rejected—remarks 
in case: Only proved 3 mos. service, 6 mos. required under act he 
applied. 
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SMITH, THOMAS,—Washington Co., Ind., Oct. 12, 1818, 
aged 69: enlisted as private under Samuel Jordan Cabell, Col. 
Buckner’s 6th Va. Regt. Was in battle near Albany when Johnson’s 
Indians were made prisoners & carried into Albany; White Marsh 
and Saratoga. Discharged March 4, 1778, at the Sign of the White 
Horse, on Lancaster road 36 miles from Philadelphia. Wife, Hep- 
sibah, aged 53. Placed on Pension Roll July 12, 1819; d. Feb. 
27, 1829. 


SMITH, WILLIAM,—Augusta Co., Va., Feb. 25, 1833: b. 
Staunton, July 22, 1763; his father moved to Amherst when declar- 
ant was young; declarant returned to Augusta in 1825; drafted 
latter part of 1777 or early in 1778 & marched from Amherst as 
private under Capt. David Shelton to guard British & Hessian 
prisoners captured at Saratoga; served another tour of 1 mo. at 
the Barracks; 1781, under Capt. James Barnett, Lt. John Wood- 
roof, Col. Charles Dabney of Hanover. While stationed at Williams- 
burg, a soldier at the Half Way House announced that he had seen 
the British a few miles from camp, when declarant’s & several other 
companies marched out & captured 70, who surrendered without 
making any resistance. They were delivered to Gen. Steuben at 
Wilhamsburg, where declarant was discharged. Drafted late in 
April under Capt. Richard Taliaferro, Lt. Charles Eades, Col. Meri- 
wether, Gen. Stevens’ Brig., & while stationed at Malbon Hills 
marched to Hot Water to reinforce Gen. Wayne; arrived during 
the fight & was in the battle. Was not discharged until after har- 
vest. Claim allowed. 


STRATTON, ISAAC,—Tazewell Co., Va., Jan. 22, 1822: b. 
June 22, 1754; vol. as private under Capt. John Overton, Col. 
William Davis’ 14th Va. Regt., Contl. Estabmt., & in 1778 marched 
to Valley Forge where he joined the Grand Army. Battles of Mon- 
mouth, Storming of Paulus Hook, last named place under Major 
Henry Lee, where 300 men or upward were taken prisoners by the 
American Army. Served under Col. Morgan for 4 mos., then joined 
his former 14th Va. Regt. Discharged at Fredericksburg after 2 
years & 6 mos. service. His family consisted of wife & 3 daus. 
Placed on Pension Roll Sept. 12, 1819; d. Jan. 16, 1831. 


SWEENY (or SWEENEY), JOSEPH,—Washington Co., Ky., 
May 15, 1828: b. Feb. 28, 1760; enlisted Amherst Co., Va., Oct., 
1780, under Capt. Joseph Yarbour for during the War, Va. Line, 
Contl. Estabmt., & received Cert. of reward for $80 to which he 
was entitled under Act of May 15, 1778; marched to Richmond & 
was appointed Waggon Master with a command of 9 waggons, which 
was called a brigade of waggons, under Gen. Russell. In Siege of 
York & surrender of Cornwallis; discharged by William McGraw, 
officer under Gen. Russell. On his way home sold his Cert. to a

Mr. Brown for a little mare to ride home. Battles of Camden, 
under Capt. White; Eutaw Springs, Guilford, under Capt. Harris. 
He d. June 7, 1846. Nancy Sweeny, widow of pensioner, applied 
from Mercer Co., Ky., May 8, 1851. Her maiden name was Nancy 
Whitten, & they were m. Dec., 1781, in Amherst, Va., by Rev. Cole- 
man. Children, William, Elizabeth & Moses Sweeny, born prior to 
1790. Charles Sweeney, Casey Co., Ky., June 6, 1851, aged 84, 
younger brother of Joseph Sweeney, testified they lived in Amherst 
Co., Va., during the war with their parents. His brother came home 
on furlough, sick. When he recovered he took him to the army. 
Claim was not allowed as no record of her marriage could be found. 

Note. Their marriage is recorded in Amherst Co. Order Book, 
1782-1784, p. 73, as follows: “Joseph Swenney & Nancy Whitten, 
Dee. 5, 1782, by Rev. Benjamin Coleman.” 


TALIAFERRO, RICHARD,—Pickens Co., Ala., Oct. 31, 1837, 
Mildred Taliaferro, aged 74, widow of Richard Taliaferro, who 
died intestate in S. C., April 15, 1806, applied. He served as 
Captain & Recruiting Officer, Va. Contl. Line; for nearly 2 years 
he was stationed at Amherst C. H. near her father’s home & she 
well recollects his zeal & great success in the recruiting service. 
M.U.B. Amherst Co., Va.: “Richard Taliaferro, bachelor & Mildred 
Powell, spinster, July 18, 1780.” William Cashwell, Amherst Co., 
Va., July 7, 1838, testified Capt. Richard Taliaferro was Recruit- 
ing Officer, sometimes marching his recruits Northward; other 
times to the Carolinas. William Lavender stated he saw Capt. Talia- 
ferro in the Northern Army, 1777, & at Jamestown just before the 
Siege & Surrender of York. William Taliaferro declared that about 
1783 his brother, Richard, moved with his wife Mildred to 8S. Ce 
where they lived until his death, which took place years ago. His 
widow & many children survive. John Thompson, Jr., of Amherst 
C. H., now in Richmond, Nov. 16, 1838, wrote to the Pension Of- 
fice & sent the declaration of his aunt, Mrs. Mildred Taliaferro. 
who applied under Act of July, 1836. Her claim was allowed. 

Warrant No. 7624 for 4000 acres of land issued Feb. 27, 1834, 
to the following named heirs, children of Capt. Richard & Mildred 
Taliaferro: William, Elizabeth, wife of John Pitcher, Rebecca, wife 
of James M. Black, Richard, Benjamin, John, Roderick, Emily, 
wife of John Terry, & James P. Taliaferro, all living Jan. 20, 1834, 
except William, who died since the death of his father, leaving one 
dau. Rutha, who m. Abraham Smith. 


TAYLOR, GEORGE,—Schuyler Co., Ill, Oct. 15, 1833: b. Oct. 
12, 1762 ; enlisted in Amherst Co., Va., Sept., 1777, in Capt. Samuel 
Shackleford’s Co., Col. Broadhead’s Regt. attached to the command 
of Gen. McIntosh, for the purpose of marching to Detroit against 
the British. We left our county at Rockfish Gap in the Blue Ridge 
& moved on to Fort Cumberland, then took Braddock’s Road & 
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went to a place called The Shades of Death; crossed the Monon- 
gahela River from there to Loganstown on the Ohio River. There 
built Fort McIntosh. From there turned a northwest course, piloted 
by Delaware Indians, until we struck the Muskingum River at the 
mouth of a creek called Tuscarawa, crossed the river & built Fort 
Defiance ; were there met by about 70 Indians, which occasioned 
great joy amongst them—they fired one round & the troops fired 
two. That evening it commenced snowing & fell 3 feet deep, which 
covered the Gaps and everything on which our beeves could subsist ; 
we then had to turn in & slaughter the beeves to keep them from 
starving; about the same time our flour gave out & left us in a 
starving condition & a sickness in camp, of which about 40 of our 
men died. We were liberated from the place by companies to make 
the best of our way to Fort McIntosh or starve. I saw several who 
had starved; others dead & some speechless; some with raw tugs 
or hides in their mouths endeavoring to chew or eat them. When 
we got back to McIntosh we got plenty provisions. A Major Lock- 
hart, being Commissary, issued out plenty provisions without weight 
or measure. We lived at a high head on our way home. When that 
gave out our Captain would some days call for victuals as many as 
five times & give his certificates for same. I reached my Father’s 
home about the middle of Jan., 1778, & discharged. In March, 
1779, called out 5 weeks under Capt. Sherrard Clasby, of Albe- 
marle, to guard prisoners in the Barracks at Albemarle that were 
taken at Saratoga with Burgoyne. Served 5 weeks under Capt. 
James Barnett, guard to prisoners in Richmond jail. Our company 
was relieved by Capt. Harris’ Co. In spring of 1779, was called out 
by a division under command of Capt. [Lt.-Col.] James Higgin- 
botham, to guard the Seaboard; was stationed part of the time at 
Williamsburg; 1780, marched under Capt. William Tucker to 
Hampton & Portsmouth, then back to Wiles or “Half-Way House,’’ 
& took up winter quarters. That evening we took 80-odd British 
prisoners & marched them to Wiles’ Barn & next morning marched 
with them to Williamsburg & then returned to the “Half-Way 
House.” In February we were called out to pursue some British 
that were out on a foraging party, & Col. Mallory & two privates 
were killed. The British had 12 miles start on us. We pursued 
them 26 miles from Little York to Hampton. They made their 
escape & we returned to Little York. In March, 1781, Col. Dabney 
& Col. Ennis were our Field Officers, & both were present when I 
got my last discharge by Capt. William Tucker.” Oct. 15, 1833, 


*In a letter written by Lt. Col. Dabney to Gov. Harrison March 23, 
1781, from Hampton—Halfway House he “recommends, that the two com- 
panies from Amherst, and one from Albemarle Co., who have so long been 
on duty, be discharged, especially as they have behaved so well, and are 
now unfit for duty for want of shoes and clothing.” Calendar of Virginia 
State Papers, 1, 590. 
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Benjamin Carpenter, Schuyler Co., Ll, testified he became ac- 
quainted with George Taylor while at Richmond guarding the 
Tories taken at the Battle of King’s Mountain. He was Orderly 
Sergt. in Capt. Harris’ Co., who relieved the company George 
Taylor was then doing duty in. His next acquaintance with him 
was at the taking of 80-odd British prisoners; they were both de- 
tailed to guard them to Williamsburg. Record of his age kept by 
his father (Will Taylor) now at his brother’s in Ky. Claim was 
allowed. 


TAYLOR, JOHN,—Washington Co., Ky., Aug. 14, 1834: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va., April 15, 1752; removed to Amherst where he 
vol. as private under Capt. Lewis, Dr. Gilmore, Capt. or Major in 
the Contl. Army; marched to Col. Nelson’s in Hanover Co. Some 
time after receiving his discharge served 3 tours of 1 mo. each at 
Albemarle Barracks under Capt. John Higginbotham & Col. Taylor; 
3 mos. under Capt. John Franklin, Maj. Gabriel Penn & Col. Hugh 
Rose, 7th Div. Va. Militia; marched to Stovall’s Ferry on James 
River, to Moore’s Tavern, Pr. Edward Co., where they rendez- 
voused & marched to Guilford, which they reached after the battle; 
the British retreated & the Division pursued them till they took 
shipping near the mouth of Haw River. The British sailed around 
& landed at Jamestown. On returning home was drafted under 
Capt. John Woodroof & Col. Pope & marched to Drinking Spring, 
near Williamsburg, where they joined the Main Army under Gen. 
Lafayette & other generals. Removed to Ky. about 40 years ago. 
Turner Smith, Clergyman, & John Clarke, neighbors of declarant 
for many years, testified to his good character and veracity. John 
Clarke served with him on the Guilford Expedition. Claim was 
allowed. 


TEMPLE, JOHN,—Edgefield Dist., S. C., July 23, 1818, aged 
60: enlisted in Capt. Samuel Jordan Cabell’s Rifle Co., 6th Va. 
Infty. commanded by Col. James Hendricks, shortly after the battle 
of Bunker Hill; in service 6 years and in garrison 6 mos. until 
peace concluded his service ; battles of Trenton, Brandywine, Amboy 
& taking of Burgoyne at Still Water. Oct. 4, 1820, he appeared in 
court & testified he was very deaf, defective in sight & helpless & 
weak in body, & had neither wife nor children living with him, & 
depends altogether on his pension or charity for subsistence. He 
testified Aug. 4, 1830, in Montgomery Co., Ala., that he was the 
same John Temple who was on the Pension Roll in 8S. C. & wished 
to have his name transferred to Alabama, as his son & many of his 
old friends reside there & he desires to live near them. 


THOMAS, JOHN,—Albemarle Co., Va., May 6, 1833: b. Albe- 
marle Co., April 8, 1757, in that part later Amherst Co., Va., where 
he resided until 1778, when he moved to present residence. Spring 
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1779, Ensign, Albemarle Militia, under Capt. John Martin, Lt. 
Nathaniel Garland. Again called into service Jan., 1781, by Capt. 
James Garland, who was killed by a sentinel & the command during 
the remainder of the tour devolved upon declarant; Sept., 1781, 
under Col. Nicholas Lewis gathering cattle sent to York Town. 
John Garth, Scott Co., Ky., testified he served at Albemarle Bar- 
racks at same time John Thomas served as Ensign. Micajah Wheel- 
er, Sr. & John Wingfield testified they served several tours as guards 
at Albemarle Barracks & that John Thomas was serving at the Bar- 
racks as an officer. Rejected for lack of proof of 6 mos. service. 


THOMPSON, JAMES,—Union Co., Ohio, June 28, 1833, aged 
73: enlisted Amherst Co., Va., 1777 as substitute for a man by oc- 
cupation a weaver, private under Capt. G. Burley, Col. Francis 
Taylor, Major Roberts, Albemarle Barracks; next tour drafted & 
marched against Cornwallis at Petersburg. Claim was allowed. 


THURMOND, WILLIAM,—Ambherst Co., Va., April 18, 1831, 
Philip Thurmond, son & heir-at-law of William Thurmond who 
entered service as Sergt.-Major during the War in Regt. commanded 
by Col. Samuel Hawes, Va. Contl. Line, applied for the heirs of 
Wilham Thurmond, decd.: Sally Jones, wife of Tandy Jones, late 
Sally Thurmond; Lucy A. Turner, formerly Thurmond; Judith 
Beck, wife of Jesse Beck, late Judith Thurmond; Philip & William 
J. Thurmond; Elizabeth D. Crawford, wife of David Crawford, 
formerly Elizabeth Thurmond—Children of William Thurmond, 
decd., also Claiborn A. Tucker; Susan W. Christian, who was Susan 
Tucker, now wife of Charles Christian; Mary Tucker; Elizabeth 
D. Tucker; John C. Tucker—Children of Polly (Thurmond) Tuck- 
er, dau. of William Thurmond. Bounty Land Warrant No. 1996 
for 100 acres. 


TRAIL, JAMES,—Green Co., Tenn., Sept. 5, 1832, aged 75: 
779 private under Ensign Mathews, Col. Hatcher’s Regt. of Reg- 
ulars as guard to prisoners taken at Burgoyne’s Defeat; Jan., 1781, 
drafted & enrolled at Amherst Co., Va., under Capt. Young Lan- 
drum of Virginia Militia & marched to Guilford where his company 
joimed Gen. Lawson, Col. Holcombe & Major Hubbard, & was in 
the battle of Guilford; discharged after 4 mos.; again drafted & 
served under Capt. James Loving. Placed on Pension Roll Jan. 
5, 1833. 


TRUSLER, JOHN,—Franklin Co., Ohio, July 3, 1833: b. 
Albemarle Co., Va., 1758, in that part later Amherst Co.; entered 
service March 1, 1781. On Guilford Expedition as private under 
Col. Hugh Rose, Major William Penn, joined Gen. Greene; 4 mos. 
service. Siege of York under Capt. Loving; discharged after 5 mos. 
He d. Aug. 16, 1838. Elizabeth (Dunning) Trusler, widow of pen- 
sioner, applied from Union Co., Ohio, April 9, 1853, aged 78; m. 
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in Amherst Co., Va., April 22, 1803, by Rev. William Crawford. 
Both were pensioned. 


TUCKER, JESSE,—Bedford Co., Va., July 25, 1843, Nancy 
King, aged 70, former widow of Jesse Tucker, applied. M. Am- 
herst Co., Jan. 26, 1791, by Rev. Charles Crawford. He d. March, 
1817, Bedford Co.; m.

Abraham Carter, Amherst Co., July 14, 1848, aged 80, stated 
his brother, William Carter, served several tours with Jesse Tucker 
& his brothers, Isaiah & Drury Tucker. William Cashwell was a 
fellow soldier on Guilford Expedition, in Capt. James Dillard’s Co. 
of Riflemen, Col. Holcombe’s Regt. Mrs. Betsey Ann Hurt, Bed- 
ford Co., Oct. 7, 1843, aged 78, declared that George Hurt & Harry 
Robenson served in the Revolutionary War with Jesse, Isaiah & 
Drury Tucker. Aug. 3, 1851, Nancy King testified further that “in 
the early part of the Revolution, while under age, Jesse Tucker 
enlisted under Capt. Richard Taliaferro & after serving 3 or 4 mos. 
at the Barracks his father got him off because of his age; when of 
age he enlisted again under the same officer.” About ten years after 
their marriage she visited her brother, William Lane, in Albemarle, 
with her husband & passed by the Old Barracks, just outside of 
Charlottesville. He showed her the standing chimneys of the old 
Barrack house where he served under Capt. Taliaferro & said while 
there he was inoculated for smallpox. The Army roll at Cumber- 
land C. H., 1782, shows enlistments from Amherst for 3 years of 
the following: “Jesse Tucker, enlisted Dec. 1, 1782, age 18 years, 
6 ft., light hair, grey eyes, fair complexion; William Thurmond, 
enlisted Oct. 10, 1782, age 16, 5 ft. 10 inches, light hair, grey eyes, 
fair complexion.” (From the Register of the first volume of papers 
concerning the Army of the Revolution, on file in First Auditor’s 
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Office, Richmond, Va., Dec. 29, 1851.) Nancy King was living in 
Botetourt Co., Va., April 17, 1855. She was allowed a pension on 
account of the service of her first husband, Jesse Tucker. 


TUGGLE, CHARLES,—Madison Co., Ga., Sept. 24, 1832, aged 
79: enlisted Nov. 6, 1776, as private under Capt. Clough Shelton, 
Col. Stevens’ 10th Va. Regt., Contl. Line; discharged 1779. On 
guard at battle of Brandywine & in hearing of the guns at Ger- 
mantown, but being sick prevented from being in battle. He was 
marched to Baltimore, inoculated for smallpox; thence to Middle 
Brook to Winter Quarters; from there to Morristown & Valley 
Forge & again took up winter quarters; thence to Morristown, West 
Point, White Plains & was at storming of Stony Point under Gen. 
Wayne. March 15, 1842, Charles Tuggle appeared in Lowndes Co., 
Ala., Court & asked to have his certificate transferred from Ga. 
Agency to Ala., as his wife had died & being old & infirm desired 
to spend the remainder of his days with his only relative, a dau., 
in Ala. Last payment to May 6, 1842. 


TURNER, HENRY,—Pike Co., Mo., June 13, 1849, Rachel 
Turner, aged 89, widow of Henry Turner who furnished a sub- 
stitute 1779 in Amherst Co., Va., Militia, and in 1780 served as 
Lt., applied. Their son, Stephen 'B. Turner, same place, June 7, 
1852, applied for a pension for the heirs of his father who he 
thought was a Captain in the Revolution. His parents were married 
1777 in Bedford Co., Va. Father d. in Amherst Oct. 23, 1829; 
mother d. Jan. 4, 1850. Rejected.

TURNER, WILLIAM,—Amherst Co., Va., Aug. 21, 1832: b. 
Albemarle Co., 1760; enlisted under Capt. Philip Thurmond, 3 
mos. at the Barracks in Albemarle; “While there Capt. James Gar- 
land was killed by a sentinel on duty”; Orderly Sergt. under Capt. 
Young Landrum, Gen. Lawson’s Brig., in battle of Guilford. Re- 
members seeing Gen. Edward Stevens removed from the battle 
ground badly wounded. Again drafted as Sergt. under Capt. Ben- 
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jamin Higginbotham & on the line of march to York Town was 
appointed Ensign in said company, which commission in the great 
lapse of time he has lost. He & his Capt. were discharged as super- 
numerary officers a few days before the capitulation of Yorktown. 
Charles Stewart, Bedford Co., testified May 27, 1833, he served 3 
mos. under Capt. Christian & William Turner. Placed on Pension 
Roll Sept. 11, 1833; d. Sept. 30, 1834. His widow, Sarah Turner, 
applied Nov. 19, 1838, aged 77 “on March 4th next.” They were 
m. Aug. 20, 1780, by Rev. Samuel Irvine. 


TYLER, DANIEL,—Bedford Co., Va., Aug. 23, 1819, aged 
64: enlisted March 4, 1776, under Capt. Samuel J. Cabell, Col. 
Buckner’s 6th Va. Regt. Contl. Estabmt. The company afterwards 
was attached to Col. Daniel Morgan’s Regt. of Riflemen. In battles of 
Saratoga, capture of Burgoyne, Chestnut Hill & many skirmishes; 
discharged Feb. 20, 1778. John Jordan, Lt. Capt. Cabell’s Co., 
testified Aug. 18, 1819: “Daniel Tyler enlisted as pvt. from Am- 
herst, 1776, in Capt. Samuel J. Cabell’s company attached to Col. 
Buckner’s Regt. & joined Gen. Washington. The company was 
afterwards transferred to Col. Daniel Morgan’s Regt. & sent to join 
Gen. Gates at that time opposed to the British Army commanded 
by Gen. Burgoyne. He was at the surrender of that army & in many 
severe actions, & behaved as a Brave & good soldier. After the re- 
duction of the army, which went into Winter Quarters at Valley 
Forge, he was discharged.” Daniel Tyler appeared in Bedford 
Court, Sept. 28, 1831 & testified all his children, except one son 
living in Indiana, lived in Logan Co., Ohio, & desired to remove 
there & have his pension transferred to that place. He d. in High- 
land Co., Ohio, where he had lived 14 years, March 10, 1845, and 
his widow, Sarah Tyler, applied from that place Feb. 2, 1848, aged 
85. They were m. 1784 or ’85 at the home of her grandfather, 
Stephen Cash, Amherst, Va. She d. Dec. 20, 1849, and on Feb. 6, 
1856, Johannah Brown (m. Thomas W. Brown, Oct. 3, 1826), aged 
00, and Nancy Tyler, aged 55, Highland Co., & their brother, 
Samuel Tyler, Boone Co., Ind., only living children, applied for a 
pension.

TYLER, JOHN,—Amherst Co., Va., April 21, 1845, Elizabeth 
Tyler, aged 81, widow of John Tyler who died Aug. 19, 1830, aged 
69, applied. Affidavit of William Cashwell, Amherst, May 4, 1846: 
was well acquainted with John Tyler, whose widow is an applicant 
for a pension. He marched with him in Capt. John Christian’s Co. 
about the last of August, 1781, to York Town, & after the sur- 
render under Capt. John Stewart & Col. Samuel Vance’s Va. Regt., 
were two of the guards to British Prisoners to Winchester. John 
Tyler was also in service at Guilford Court House. Said Tyler mar- 
ried Miss Betsy Dillard, dau. of William Dillard. M.L.B. Am- 
herst Co., Va.: “John Tyler, bachelor & Elizabeth Dillard, spinster, 
Feb. 2, 1789.” Eaton Carpenter, son of Benjamin Carpenter, testi- 
fied his father was drafted in the Amherst Militia, Siege of York 
& capture of Cornwallis. He heard his father say John Tyler was 
in same service. 


May 19, 1846, Col. George W. Higginbotham, Amherst Co., Va., 
aged 63, “Recollects distinctly that in looking over his father’s 
Revolutionary papers, he came across several Muster rolls contain- 
ing the names of the soldiers that composed the several companies 
that were in service under deponent’s father, Col. or Major Higgin- 
botham, who was an officer in the Revolutionary War of the above 
grades; deponent has heard his father say that he was in service 
against the Indians & at Charlottesville, Wiliamsburg & Yorktown. 
Deponent cannot say positively the Captain’s name, whose roll the 
name of John Tyler was on, but it is very clear in his recollection 
of having seen the names of John Tyler & Benj. Carpenter on the 
above. rolls that were in the possession of his father, Col. James 
Higginbotham. The muster rolls are at the Court House or in 
Kentucky.” 


June 18, 1849, Lawson G. Tyler, Buckingham Co., Va., applied 
for a pension for the heirs of John Tyler, under Act of Feb. 2, 
1848, as Admr. of Elizabeth Tyler, decd., who was a pensioner. She 
d. Feb. 5, 1849, leaving 7 children: George D., Lawson G., Tandy 
S., William H., John L. Tyler, Oney D. Joiner & Martha W. Briggs. 
Claim was allowed.

UPSHAW, JOHN,—HElbert Co., Ga., July 16, 1833: b. Essex 
Co., Va., Feb. 22, 1755; while residing in Amherst Co., Va., en- 
listed as private in Va. troops on tours as follows: 1780, 3 mos. in 
Capt. William Tucker’s Co., Col. Dabney’s Regt.; during the year 
1781, 1 mo. in Capt. Woodroof’s Co., Col. Merriwether’s Regt., 
marched to Hampton & discharged; 1 mo. in Capt. Dawson’s Co., 
Albemarle Barracks; 1 mo. under Capt. Burrus, marched to York 
Town. Removed to Georgia “about 45 years ago.” His claim was 
allowed. He d. in Elbert Co., Ga., 1834. 


VIER, JOHN,—Franklin Co., Va., Jan. 24, 1834, aged 76: 
enlisted under Capt. Jesse Allen; transferred to Capt. Holeman 
Rice’s Co. who resigned & he was placed under Capt. Burton, Col. 
Taylor, Albemarle Barracks. He d. March 7, 1834, & his widow, 
Sarah Viah, applied Jan. 21, 1843, aged 95; they were m. March 
4, 1784. William Via, Floyd Co., Va., stated John Via was a pen- 
sioner. John Vier (or Via) m. Sarah Wright in Buckingham OCo., 
1784, & moved to Franklin Co. 40 or 50 years ago. Rev. Hawkins 
Landrum testified in Buckingham Co. that “he joined together 
John Vyer & Sarah Wright, 4th March, 1784.” 


VIA, WILLIAM,—Nelson Co., Va., Sept. 5, 1843, aged 92: 
enlisted under Jesse Allen of the Regular Army, Jan. or Feb., 1779, 
at Albemarle Barracks, having marched there in a militia company 
under Capt. Samuel Allen from Amherst Co.; served 21 mos. at 
Albemarle Barracks guarding British prisoners under Capts. Jesse 
Allen, John Woodroof & James Burton (of Orange Co.), Col. 
Taylor, until the prisoners were marched to Winchester for safer 
keeping, when he was discharged ; 1781 served under Capt. William 
Tucker at York & Hampton, & later was at capture of Cornwallis, 
Oct., 1781. 


It appears that there were two William Vias who served in the 
same regiment at Albemarle Barracks, & although the name of the 
above William Via is found on the Roll corresponding to his decla- 
ration, the claim was rejected on the presumption of fraud. He 
therefore produced the following additional testimony as to his 
services and his name was placed on the Pension Roll: Rev. Micajah 
Pendleton, Nelson Co., Va., aged 85, deposed Dec. 21, 1843, that he 
knew Samuel Arrington & William Via, of Nelson Co., who were 
both in the regular service in the Revolutionary War, under Capt. 
Jesse Allen, at Albemarle Barracks, in the year 1779 or 1780. That 
he, the said Micajah Pendleton, was in the militia service at the 
same time & place. Elijah Mays, same time & place, aged 80, de- 
posed that he was in the militia at Albemarle Barracks; the regular 
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troops & the militia were stationed separate & apart from each 
other, but the deponent frequently saw the said Via from time to 
time & conversed with him. The said Via may be said to be a tall 
man, say 5 feet 11 inches high, & is the only man by the name of 
William Via the deponent ever knew. Giles Davidson, aged 81, a 
Revolutionary pensioner, deposed he first became acquainted with 
William Via at Albemarle Barracks in Jan. or Feb., 1779 ; deponent 
enlisted from Buckingham Co., Va., in Capt. William Duiguid’s 
Co.; John & Gideon Via were also in Capt. Jesse Allen’s Co. at 
Albemarle Barracks. James Evans, Revolutionary pensioner, de- 
posed that William Via was at the Barracks until fall of 1781 when 
the prisoners were marched to Winchester, Va., for safer keeping. 
Wilham Via served 21 mos. in the regular army & 3 mos. in the 
militia. William Via d. in Nelson Co., Va., July 28, 1849, leaving 
no widow but children to wit: Rowland Via, Patsey Via & Eliza- 
beth Cuningham. James Keith, Admr. of his estate, applied March 
17, 1851, for pension for his heirs. Certificate of Pension was is- 
sued April 21, 1851, by Special Act of Congress. 


VINES, THOMAS,—Rockbridge Co., Va., Nov. 6, 1832: b. 
Albemarle Co., 1756; drafted under Capt. John Loving 4 mos., 
Albemarle Barracks; 2nd tour under Capt. Azariah Martin, guard- 
ed prisoners taken in Carolina to Winchester; 3rd tour substituted 
for John Campbell, of Augusta, under Capt. Givings, Lt. William 
Robinson, Col. Huggart’s Regt. This was when Tarleton plundered 
Charlottesville. Joined Gen. Lafayette’s Army & was in battles of 
Hot Water & James Town. Tour under Capt. John Morrison of 
Amherst, Lt. Thomas Yores, Ensign James Bell. The company was 
to go south, Capt. Morrison having served there, but as Arnold 
was in Richmond, marched there, remaining 7 weeks. The enemy 
had gone after plundering, burning the rope-walks, etc.; discharged 
at Petersburg. Placed on Pension Roll May 14, 1833 & d. June 6, 
1837. His widow, Mary Vines, applied, Augusta Co., April 28, 
1846. M.L.B. Albemarle Co., Va.: “Thomas Vines & Mary Hill, 
aged 21, married by Rev. Allen Thomas, Oct. 20, 1795.” She d. 
Dec. 24, 1862. Their son Nelson Vines applied March 27, 1876; 
William F. & Andrew Vines, sons of Nelson Vines, April 18, 1876, 
testified they were the only heirs of Nelson Vines, decd., & applied 
for a pension that may be due as grandchildren of Thomas Vines, 
a Revolutionary soldier. 


WALKER, JEREMIAH,—Grainger Co., Tenn., Aug. 16, 1845, 
Mary Walker, aged 80, widow of Jeremiah Walker, a Revolutionary 
soldier who received a bounty warrant in Warren Co., Ky., for his 
services, applied. He also served in the War of 1812, & died from 
the effects of a wound received at River Raisin, a few days after 
the battle. They were m. in Pittsylvania Co., Va., 1787. “Ministers’ 
return of marriages performed within the year: Jeremiah Walker 
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& Mary Mallicoat; Joseph Swensey & Ann Ditcher; John Kipee 
& Betsy Parsons; John Lawrence & Behethland Smith. Given under 
my hand this 10th day of September, 1788. Thomas Duglass, Min- 
ister of the Gospel.” 

“This is to certify that Jeremiah Walker enlisted under Clough 
Shelton, Lt., Dec. 2, 1776, for three years. He served that time 
and engaged for the war, served 3 months and furnished a sub- 
stitute and was discharged by Nathan Gist. Given under my hand, 
Oct. 25, 1783. Samuel Hawes, Lt.-Col.” 

Jan. 26, 1849, Mary Walker appeared in Jackson Co., Ala., 
Court & asked to have her pension Cert. transferred to Jackson Co., 
Ala. 


WALTON, TILMAN,—Burke Co., N. C., July 26, 1821, aged 
about 61: enlisted under Capt. James Franklin, Nov. 26, 1776, 10th 
Va. Regt. commanded by Col. Edward Stevens; while on march was 
transferred under command of Capt. Clough Shelton, Col. John 
Green’s Regt. on Contl. Estabmt.; battles of Brandywine, German- 
town, Monmouth & many skirmishes; discharged Dec. 6, 1779, in 
N. J. by Col. N. Gist, 2nd Va. Brig., after serving in capacity of 
private, Orderly Sergt., Lt. & Capt. He was a resident of Burke 
Co., March 18, 1818, & family residing with him were wife, aged 51, 
& two sons, 12 & 15. Judith Walton applied from same county 
March 10, 1843, & declared she was the widow of Tilman Walton 
who died Feb. 8, 1831. He received a pension of $96 per annum, 
commencing in the spring of 1822. They were m. in Cumberland 
Co., Va., April 12, 1787. She d. Aug. 31, 1846. 


Family Record: Tilman Walton, son of William and 
Elizabeth Walton, was born January 9th, 1760.

William Walton, son of William and Elizabeth Tillman Walton, born, 
Amherst Co., Va., Jan. 12, 1767; died Strawberry Hill, Green Co., Ala., 
May 18, 1844.

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of the State of Va. for purpose of packing wheat to Cabell’s & 
Stevens’ Mills to be ground into flour for the Army & corn & oats 
to a granary at Loving’s Gap in Amherst. The part of the country 
where the grain was impressed is so mountainous that carriages 
could not be gotten to the farms; in this most disagreeable service 
I was compelled to continue 12 mos., finding my horse and fixtures, 
thinly clad in homespun furnished by my mother, one of the coldest 
winters almost ever known. In May, 1780, my father, William Wal- 
ton, was drafted under Capt. John Loving to go to S. C. I vol., 
mounted a horse, armed with a small rifle, mustered into service at 
Amherst C. H., joined Major Franklin’s Battalion at Lynch’s Ferry 
on James River, & Col. Stevens’ Regt. near Dan River, Gen. Gates’ 
Army in 8. C., & was in his defeat at Camden. Capt. Loving’s Co. 
was left to return in any way they thought best for their own safety. 
My father & myself returned to Wilkes Co., N. C. Vol. Sept., 1780, 
with my father, under Capt. John Brown, Mounted Riflemen. We 
fell in with Ferguson’s mounted British, routed them & took several 
Tories, among whom was William Mills, who Col. Cleveland & my 
uncle, Jesse Walton, hanged the next day. Marched to King’s 
Mountain, joined the Regt. of Col. Campbell. Next morning an 
engagement took place, the Americans being commanded by Cols. 
Cleveland & Campbell & several other colonels, names not recol- 
lected, which resulted in the death of the British commander, Col. 
Ferguson, & many of his officers & men. The British killed & 
wounded was estimated at about 300; the Americans lost 30 or 40 
killed & wounded. Between 700 & 800 British & Tories taken 
prisoners. The American forces, I believe, were between 1500 & 
1600. Two or three days after the battle, 12 or 15 Tories, who had 
been notorious for killing many Whigs, were hung. The prisoners 
were marched off, I believe, to Charlottesville, Va.; March, 1781, 
vol. under Capt. William Cabell, Lt. Tilman Walton (my brother), 
mustered into service at Loving’s Gap, marched to Charlottesville 
& under command of Baron Steuben marched to Point of Fork; 
driven from there by great loss of stores; some men killed, others 
wounded & some taken prisoners. Retreated to Albemarle old Court 
House. Joined the Army of Lafayette & marched to Richmond; 
soon afterwards to Williamsburg, joined the combined forces of the 
American Army under Gen. Washington & other distinguished of- 
ficers, which resulted in the capture of Cornwallis on the last of 
Oct., 1781. Returned to my father’s house in Amherst about the 
first of the year 1782. Served my country 2 years & 6 mos., found 
my own clothing & horse & never received One Dollar. Removed 
from Amherst, 1784. Gen. Samuel Dale testified he had known 
declarant for many years; they served in the Legislature of Ala- 
bama together. Placed on Pension Roll Jan. 16, 1833. 


WARE, EDWARD,—Madison Co., Ga., Jan. 14, 1833: b. Am- 
herst Co., Va., Oct. 18, 1760; vol. under Capt. James Higgin- 
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botham, Col. Fontaine’s Regt., Aug., 1776 [1775], and served 
against Gov. Dunmore. Next tour, as Orderly Sergt. under Capt. 
Rucker, Col. Holt Richerson, Albemarle Barracks. Attached to the 
State Legion of Va., until after the capture of Cornwallis at York. 
The first tour in this service was 7 days under Capt. Samuel Hig- 
ginbotham, guarding prisoners taken at King’s Mountain; tour of 
3 weeks as Sergt. scouting & endeavoring to retake some British 
prisoners who broke off from the Barracks at Charlottesville; next 
tour 6 weeks under Capt. Dillard, Col. Lynch’s Regt. of Riflemen 
on Guilford Expedition & joined Gen. Greene. June, 2nd Lt. in 
Capt. John Loving’s Co., Col. Holcombe’s Regt., joined Gen. La- 
fayette’s Army in King William Co. and marched to Williamsburg 
where Gen. Washington took command. He was in Gen. Lawson’s 
Brig. at the Siege of York & surrender of Cornwallis. Removed to 
Elbert Co., Ga., 1791, in that part now Madison. Richard Bond, 
same place, testified he served with him on Guilford Expedition.

WARE, THOMAS,—Nelson Co., Va., Oct. 19, 1832: b. Am- 
herst Co., Va., 1762 or *63; enlisted as private in Capt. Leak’s Co., 
1781, under Cols. Richardson & Lindsay, at Albemarle & marched 
to York; the French took Pigeon Hill on Sunday & he was called 
on to work in plain view of the enemy’s breastworks for 4 days & 
nights. While there the enemy kept up a brisk cannonading with 
little injury—only one of our men being killed. After four days 
our army commenced a brisk cannonading & continued until the 
enemy was compelled to surrender, which they signified by hoisting 
a white flag; but their terms not being satisfactory to Gen. 
Washington, were rejected. Finally they offered acceptable terms, 
marched out & ground their arms. The day following we, with other 
militia troops, marched with prisoners to Nolan’s Ferry on the Po- 
tomac River, where they were delivered to Maryland troops; 8 mos. 
service. He d. Dec. 26, 1851, & Mildred Ware, pensioner’s widow, 
applied July 3, 1853; they were m. in Buckingham Co., Va., Oct. 15, 
1787. M.L.B. Buckingham Co., Va.: “Thomas Ware & Milley Bry- 
ant, Oct. 8, 1787. Security, Randolph Jefferson.” James Lyon, 
Nelson Co., March 3, 1854, aged 74, testified “he went to school 
with some of her children to a Mr. Holman Jopling, Thomas Ware 
& wife, Milley, raised 14 children.” Mrs. Elizabeth Pugh is the 
eldest, John Thomas, Martha, Nancey, Malinda, Mildred, William, 
Edward, Peyton, Polly, Virginia, Almira & Robert. Her claim was 
allowed. 


WATERS, MOSES,—Rutherford Co., N. ©., Dec. 10, 1832: 
b. King William Co., Va., 1761; living in Amherst Oo., Va., 1777, 
when he vol. in Capt. Warwick’s Co., marched to Fort Warwick & 
placed under command of Lt. James Humfries, Col. Samuel Vance’s 
Regt. 1779 vol. under Capt. David Crawford to go to Kentucky 
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against the Indians & marched to Lexington, Ky. After his term of 
enlistment expired, vol. under Capt. Isaac Riddle to go to Licking 
Station where we were attacked by the British & kept the Fort 
after considerable struggle, several of the British were killed. On 
these two tours 9 mos. On returning home immediately numbered 
& placed on the Muster Roll at the time Tarleton marched his 
Army up the country & broke up the General Assembly that was 
sitting at Charlottesville in the State of Virginia. Marched under 
Capt. William Tucker to Richmond, Williamsburg & to Yorktown, 
placed under Gen. Weedon & ordered back to the Half Way House. 
That night the British landed a strong force at Yorktown. In the 
morning we were ordered back & followed them to Portsmouth. In 
the chase there was a skirmish in which Col. Mallory was killed; 
we took several prisoners. After the Revolution moved to Union 
District, 8. C., then to Rutherford Co., N. C. Claim allowed. 


WATKINS, SPENCER,—Jefferson Co., Tenn., Nov. 2, 1833: 
b. Albemarle Co., Jan. 15, 1750, in that part now Amherst Co., 
Va.; entered service Oct., 1779, under Capt. Young Landrum, Law- 
son’s Brig.; later attached to Col. Holcombe’s Regt. under Capt. 
Patterson. Feb., 1781, under Capt. Jack Woodroof, Lts. William & 
John Horsley, Ensign Robert Horsley, Major William Cabell, Col. 
John Meriwether. Four companies marched from Amherst, com- 
manded by Capts. Woodruf, Pamplin, Diggs & Montgomery by 
way of Richmond to Bacon’s Old Field, where they joined Gen. 
Stevens. In March, 1781, under Capt. Lewis Neville, Albemarle 
Barracks, & in Aug., 1781, 2 weeks under Nathaniel Dever. He 


WEBSTER, JOHN,—Rockingham Co., N. C., August 20, 1832, 
aged 73: enlisted 1776, for 3 years under Capt. Spotswood Dand- 
ridge, Lt. Wiliam Penn, Ensign Lindsey, Col. Theodorick Bland’s 
Ist Va. Regt. Light Dragoons. At the same time 14 men enlisted in 
Amherst Co., among them: Richard Pendleton, William McDaniel, 
John Holeman (both d. with smallpox & were buried in same 
grave), Frederick Davies (d. at Little York) & William Tucker. 
Our company was organized at Fredericksburg, Va., marched to 
Williamsburg thence to Little York where we remained about 2 
mos., marched to Baltimore thence to Philadelphia then to head 
Quarters at Morristown, N. J. In battles of Brandywine, Mon- 
mouth & White Plains. The winter the British lay in Philadelphia 
he was under command of Gen. Pulaski. We went into winter 
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Quarters at Trenton & was with Gen. Wayne at Paoli Tavern’° 
when we were betrayed by one of our men & the Tavern Keeper 
who deserted & gave the British notice of our situation. We were 
surrounded by the British before we knew it & near 60 men were 
killed. Gen. Wayne by a stratagem made his escape. Discharged 
at Winchester, Va., which discharge was burned several years ago 
with his dwelling house. Mary Ray, widow of George Ray, Stokes 
Co., Tenn., Dec. 27, 1834, aged 80, deposed her brother John Web- 
ster, late of Rockingham Co., N. C., served as a private soldier in 
the cavalry & after 2 years returned to his home in Amherst Co., 
Va. John Crittenden, Stokes Co., N. C., Jan. 18, 1835, aged 70, 
testified that in his infancy his parents lived in Amherst Co., Va. 
neighbor to Richd. Webster, father of John Webster, decd., late of 
Rockingham Co., N. C., & he was well acquainted with John Web- 
ster when he enlisted in the Cavalry of the United States in Am- 
herst Co. with Wm. Cook, David London, Richard Pendleton, Wm. 
McDaniel & others, & some of them never returned. John Webster 
returned home & with his family migrated to Guilford Co., N. C. a 
part of which is now Rockingham Co. & married Margaret Walker. 
Deponent moved from Va. to N. C. about the same time as Webster. 
Pleasant Webster, Rockingham Co., N. C., March 1, 1854, aged 62, 
son of John Webster, who d. July 31, 1833, & Admr. of the Estate 
of his mother, Maggie Webster, who d. March 15, 1842, applied for 
a pension for the heirs. The following children were living at the 
death of his mother: Polly, wife of William Hickman; Betsy, wife 
of James Carter; Sally Glenn; Richard, James, Pleasant, J oseph, 
Abner & Benjamin Webster; Rebecca Foy. His parents were m. 
in Amherst Co., Va., about 1779. His father made application 
under Act of July 7, 1832 for his services as a private in the Va. 
Cavalry & was suspended because the declaration was not satis- 
factory to the War Dept. He often heard his father speak of his 
service. At the battle of Brandywine a half-spent cannon ball struck 
during the cannonading, an officer of his company within 80 yards 
of the British Line. His father immediately dismounted raised the 
wounded soldier to his horse & escaped with him, amid showers of 
bullets from the enemy & shouts of applause from his countrymen. 
Judith Neal, same place, testified she lived near John Webster from 
his early manhood to his death. She often heard Theodrick Carter, 


“The Paoli was one of the famous taverns on the old Lancaster turn- 
pike” eight miles from West Chester, Pa., and about a mile and a half 
south from Gen. Anthony Wayne’s residence. “One hundred and fifty 
Americans were killed and wounded in this onslaught, some of whom, it 
is said, were cruelly butchered after ceasing to resist, and while begging 
for quarter; and but for the coolness and skill of Wayne, his whole com- 
mand must have been killed or taken prisoners. He promptly rallied a 
few companies, ordered Col. Hampton to wheel the line, and with the 
cavalry and a portion of the infantry, he gallantly covered a successful 
retreat.” Lossing’s Pictorial Field-Book of the Revolution, II, 369. 
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a Revolutionary soldier, say they were soldiers together & John 
Webster was a daring one. 


WEBSTER, WILLIAM,—Washington Co., Ky., Aug. 28, 1833: 
b. Amherst Co., Va., 1764; Aug. 1, 1780, private under Capt. Am- 
brose Rucker; 3 mos. 1780 under Capt. William Tucker, Lt. Joseph 
Tucker & Sergt. William Stewart. His term expired at Hampton, 
Va., but at solicitation of his captain remained in service 1 mo. & 
29 days more. After the Revolution moved to N. C. & 1788 or 1790 
to Washington Co., Ky. His claim was allowed. 


WELCH, JOSEPH,—Marion Co., Ky., Nov. 138, 1840, Sus- 
annah Welch, aged 77, widow of Joseph Welch who d. Feb. 27, 
1825, applied. He enlisted 1776, in Capt. Samuel Cabell’s Co. 
Elizabeth Welch stated her father belonged to Morgan’s Rifle Corps. 
She remembers seeing the discharge given by Capt. Samuel Jordan 
Cabell for five years service. The following Bible record is in the 
handwriting of John Garland, a schoolmate of her father. After 
the record “Henry Harper was born March 3, 1783” begins the 
record of her parents’ children:

Ezra Morrison, Lincoln Co., Ky., 
Nov. 20, 1840, testified he was well acquainted with Joseph Welch, 
a soldier in the Revolution from Amherst Co., Va., who enlisted 
in Capt. Samuel Cabell’s Co., 6th Va. Regt. Deponent was at that 
time in a company commanded by Capt. Fontaine of the 2nd Va. 
Regt. In the fall of 1776, the Regt. lay at Springfield, & the Regt. 
Joseph Welch belonged to lay about 3 miles off at what was called 
College Camp, before they marched to the North. At this time de- 
ponent’s time expired, & a short time after Joseph Welch marched 
North, he joined a regiment that marched to the South, where he 
was in service 3 years & did not see said Welch any more until he 
returned from the South. Joseph Welch removed to Lincoln Co., 
Ky., in 1789, & deponent moved to same place in 1790, & settled 
within half a mile of said Joseph Welch, who, after 30 years, moved 
with his family to Washington, now Marion Co., Ky., where he died. 
Deponent is a pensioner on the General Government for services 
rendered in the Revolutionary War. Her claim was allowed. 


WEST, BRANSFORD,—Nelson Co., Va., Nov. 28, 1832: b. 
Chesterfield Co., Va., Aug. 26, 1754; enlisted 1775, under Capt. 
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Nicholas Cabell, Lt. James Pamplin, Ensign William Spencer. 
Called into service June 14, 1776, marched to Jamestown where 
Col. Edward Carrington was in command. While there the 6th 
Regt. U. 8S. Infty. arrived enroute to 8. C., but the orders were 
countermanded. Vol. 1777, under Capt. Joseph Cabell, Lt. Nicholas 
Cabell, and marched with another company commanded by James 
Higginbotham to Manchester, thence to Richmond & Williamsburg ; 
discharged after 2 mos. service. 3rd tour, drafted under Capt. 
James Barnett, Lt. Tilman Walton, marched to Richmond where 
he was made Sergt. Five captains with their companies were there 
from Amherst: Capt. Samuel Higginbotham & Capt. William 
Harris—he does not recollect the names of the others or of the field 
officers. 4th tour, Capt. James Barnett; 5th tour, 1781, drafted as 
Sergt. under Capt. Richard Taliaferro, Col. Meriwether, Major 
Hardeman, Brig.-Gen. Stevens. Hezekiah Hargrove testified Nel- 
son Co., Sept. 24, 1832, he was on a tour under Capt. Nicholas 
Cabell to Jamestown with Bransford West. Joseph Mathews de- 
clared he served two tours with him, one under Capt. Nicholas 
Cabell, the other under Capt. Joseph Cabell. He d. Jan. 27, 1848, 
and Nancy West, pensioner’s widow, appled from same place, Nov. 
3, 1844, aged 80, stating they were married in 1792. Claim was 
allowed. 


WILLIAMS, JOHN,—Buckingham Co., Va., Aug. 7, 1882, 
aged 81: marched from Amherst on Guilford Expedition under 
Capt. Landrum; next tour, under Capt. James Dillard. Born in 
Amherst where he resided until 3 years ago, when he moved to his 
present residence. The following neighbors in Buckingham testi- 
fied to his character: A. Plunkett,8t William P. Wright, Valentine 
Faris, Samuel Barton, W. B. Bell, Willis H. Plunkett, Thomas 
Day, Alford Hawkins, Leonard Wright, Edwin Lucas, James W. 
Crews & Taliaferro Plunkett. Claim was allowed. 


WITT, ELISHA,—EHstill Co., Ky.: b. Sept. 18, 1759, in Albe- 
marle Co., Va. Enlisted in Amherst Co., Va., and served in Va. 
troops under Capts. Richard Ballenger, John Jacobs, John Biggs 
& William Harris, & Cols. Hugh Rose, Francis Taylor & John Pope. 
He was at the Siege of Yorktown & Surrender of Cornwallis. He 
m. July 17, 1781, Phebe Dodd. He d. Dec. 6, 1835, in Estill Co., 


*Ambrose Plunkett, b. Feb. 21, 1782; d. Buckingham Co., ce. 1844; m. 
Jan. 13, 1801, Tabitha (b. Oct. 28, 1781) dau. of James & Ann Hill of 
Amherst. He was the son of Benjamin Plunkett (Ensign in Caroline Co., 
Va., Militia 1782) & his first wife, Winifred Rucker, dau. of Col. Ambrose 
Rucker (c, 1725-Dec. 21, 1807), & grandson of John Plunkett (d. 1758) of 
Orange Co. & his wife Mildred, & great-grandson of John Plunkett of 
King George Co., Va. (Loose papers 1755-1759, Orange Co., Va.). Willis

State Troops, 
joined Gen. Morgan, Spartansburg, S. C., and was in the battle of 
the Cowpens, Jan. 17, 1781. Afterwards enlisted for during the 
war. Battle of Guilford, March 15, 1781, Siege of York & guard 
to prisoners taken there; discharged spring of 1782, which dis- 
charge was lost 50 years ago when his home in 8S. C. was destroyed 
by fire. Gave the following as references to his character & services: 
Col. William Martin, an old officer during the Creek & other Indian 
Wars; Major David Burford, David Hogg, Coleman Cornwell, Esq., 
Col. Overton & Judge Abraham Carathers. Rev. John Hill, aged 
87, testified he was in the battle of Guilford where William Wood 
was wounded in the shoulder; they continued together until the 
Surrender of York.

Wright, aged 84, widow of Andrew Wright who d. Nov. 25, 1816, 
applied. He served in the Revolution 1779, as a waggoner hauling 
corn, wheat, flour & other produce to the Barracks; enlisted Oct., 
1780, under Capt. John Christian, with his brother, Joseph Wright, 
Benj. Childress, Alexander McAlexander, & returned home at 
Christmas. Enlisted 1781, under Capt. James Pamplin, & was in 
battle of Jamestown. They were married in Charlottesville by Rev. 
Clay, of the Church of England, in a room full of British officers 
taken with Burgoyne; the license was obtained in Amherst. May 
30, 1844, Benj. Childress, Albemarle Co., aged 81, testified the 
waggon Andrew Wright drove belonged to Robin Wright, a man of 
family, who usually drove his own waggon. Robin’s waggon had 
been pressed into public service by the Quarter Master, who had 
bought up corn & wheat in Amherst to be taken to the mill to be 
ground & then hauled to the Barracks for the troops. Samuel 
Childress, aged 79, stated that Andrew Wright & his sister Lucy 
Childress were married 1779. His brother, Benjamin Childress, 
served a tour with Andrew & Joseph Wright & Alexander McAlex- 
ander. Her claim was allowed. Benjamin Wright, Nelson Co., May
